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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I  — NAME 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associ- 
ation. It  may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as 
the  Mecklenbmg  Baptist  Association  Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  —  COMPOSITION 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be 
composed  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  Tlie  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  messen- 
gers according  to  the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one  hundred 
members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor; 
churches  with  more  than  one  hundred  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  addition- 
al messenger  for  every  one  hundred  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed 
ten  messengers,  including  the  pastor. 

ARTICLE  III  — PURPOSE 

Section  1.  This  association  is  a  self-detennining  Baptist  body,  created 
and  sustained  by  the  churches  affiHated  with  her  and  responsible  to  them 
through  their  messengers. 

Section  2.     Tlirough  this  body,  the  churches  seek  to: 

( 1 )  Foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice, 

(2)  Give   and   receive   assistance   in   achieving   the   purposes   of   the   member 
churches, 

( 3 )  Engage    in    direct,    cooperative    mission    activities    which    cannot    be    ac- 
complished by  the  member  churches   acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  — OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Statistician,  Bible  Teaching  Director,  Brotherhood  Director, 
Church  Music  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Church  Library  Director, 
and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from 
the  floor  and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot  at  each  annual 
meeting.  The  other  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  associational  board  upon 
nomination  by  the  board  nominating  committee  no  later  tlian  the  June  meet- 
ing. Nominations  by  the  committee  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the 
floor.  All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  associational 
meeting  in  which  they  are  elected,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors 
are  named. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body  and 
appoint  committees  as  are  required  by  this  constitution.  He  shall  also  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall 
be  elected  for  one  term  and  cannot  immediately  succeed  himslef  after  the 
second  successive  term.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Moderator,  and  may  act  for  the  Moderator  as  they  may  agree  to  do. 

Section  4.     The  clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of 
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the  churches  affihated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical 
after  adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the  records 
of  the  churches  on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  report  to  the 
association  such  other  statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

ARTICLE  V  — ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD 

Section  1 .  The  associational  board  shall  be  composed  of  ( 1 )  one  lay 
member  for  every  church,  plus  an  additional  member  for  each  additional  1000 
members  or  fraction  thereof,  (2)  the  pastor  of  each  cooperating  chinrch,  (3) 
all  elected  officers  of  the  association,  (4)  the  chainuen  of  all  board  com- 
mittees, (5)  the  minister  of  education  or  associate  pastor  from  the  cooperating 
churches.  Retired  ministers  who  are  members  of  a  cooperating  church  shall  be 
honorary  members  and  may  speak  in  its  sessions,  but  may  not  vote. 

Section  2.  The  associational  Board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  in- 
terim. The  operation  of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  con- 
stitution of  the  association  and  the  constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the 
board  and  that  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI  — PROCEDURE 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  three  committees  relating  to 
the  annual  meeting.  They  are:  (1)  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  (2)  Reso- 
lutions Committee,  and  (3)  Program  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the 
second  day  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  associa- 
tion during  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII  — MISSIONS  POLICY 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting 
of  new  churches  and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the  initia- 
tive for  beginning  such  is  an  associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek 
the  leadership  of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  co- 
ordination in  what  is  otherwise  a  church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  by 
the  churches  which  make  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  policies  or 
actions  of  the  association  should  therefore  respect  the  integrity  of  the  co- 
operating churches  and  associational  mission  endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but  does 
seek  to  encourage  all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for  effecting 
an  orderly  growth  and  for  maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  asso- 
ciation. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their 
own  membership  policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to 
Baptist  policy. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  on  a  day  to  be 
determined  at  the  direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board  and 
publicized  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time 
for  publication  in  the  Minutes  of  the  association. 
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2.  The  associational  >ear  shiill  begin  October  first  of  each  year  and 
close  September  30th  of  the  following  >ear. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  b>'  Robert's  Rules  of  Order, 
Revised. 

4.  The  reports  to  this  bod\\  witli  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the 
associational  board,  shall  be  limited  to  iixe  hundred  words. 

5.  All  churches  desiring  admission  into  the  Association  shall  present 
their  request  to  the  Mututil  Care  Committee  for  examination  and  recommenda- 
tion to  the  boai'd  or  the  association.  An>-  chm-ch  recommended  for  admission  to 
the  association  will  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  one  year. 

6.  If  any  church  in  the  association  is  delinquent  for  two  successive  \'ears 
in  filing  an  Associational  Letter,  it  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the  association 
upon  recommendation  b>'  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  and  action  by  the  asso- 
ciation to  this  effect. 

7.  All  Churches  affiliated  with  tlie  Association  shall  be  Churches  who 
use  the  New  Testament  as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  polic\'  and 
require  that  all  candidates,  who  are  physicalh'  able,  be  immersed  in  water,  on 
the  basis  of  belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  mem- 
bership. 

8.  The  B>-Laws  ma>'  be  changed  at  an>'  session  b>'  vote  of  a  majorit>'  of 
the  members  present. 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG   BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD,  INC. 

This  is  to  certif^^  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereb>'  associate  ourselves 
into  a  religious,  non-stock  corporation  imder  and  b\'  \'irtue  of  the  laws  of 
the  state  of  North  Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  North  Carolina  enritled:  "CORPORATIONS,"  and  the  applicable  subsections 
thereunder  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to  that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I— -NAME 

The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tional Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  — LOCATION 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Char- 
lotte, N.  C. 

ARTICLE  III  — OBJECTS  AND  PURPOSES 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  tlie  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed 
are: 

( 1 )  To  foster  fellowship  and  unit>'  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  To  give  and  receive  assistance  in  achie\ing  the  purposes  of  the  member 
churches, 

(3)  To  engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  acti\-ities  which  cannot  be  ac- 
comphshed  b>-  the  member  churches  acting  independenth'. 

ARTICLE  IV  — POWERS 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  pmposes,  this  corporation  shall  have 
power  to  create  indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  bu>-,  lease,  conve\-  and  receive 
as  gifts,  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  all  other  and  additional  powers 
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necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into  execution  the  forgoing  powers  and  pur- 
poses, the  same  as  a  natural  person  might  do  or  could  do. 

Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in  the 
same  name  of  the  corporation  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  attested 
by  the  Secretary,  when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  members 
at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either 
regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation  and 
the  Amendments  thereto  and  Resolutions  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.  at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V  — MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  member- 
ship shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  North  Carolina,  who  have  been  duly  elected 
to  serve  on  the  Associational  Board  as  prescribed  in  Article  V,  Section  1,  of 
the  constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and 
administered  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  which 
shall  be  vested  with  the  usual  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corpora- 
tion under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  said  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  its 
members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its  meetings. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on  all 
matters  coming  before  said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote  of  a 
quorum  of  the  members  shall  constitute  corporate  action. 

ARTICLE  VI  — OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice- 
president,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  at  the  first 
meeting  following  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  shall  continue 
in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  Nominations  shall 
be  presented  by  the  board  nominating  committee,  but  shall  not  preclude  nomi- 
nations from  the  floor. 

Section  2.  The  address  of  the  Registered  Office  of  the  corporation  is 
2140  Commonwealth  Avenue,  Charlotte,  Mecklenburg  County,  North  Caro- 
lina, and  the  name  of  the  Registered  Agent  of  the  corporation  at  such  address 
is  S.  Lawrence  Childs,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Missions  or  his  successor. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  COMMITTEES  AND  PROGRAMS 

This  corporation  shall  have  the  following  committees  and  programs. 
Section  1.     ADMINISTRATIVE  SERIES 

(1)  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall 
maintain  a  continuing  study  of  the  constitutions  of  the  board  and  the  associa- 
tion and  make  recommendations  to  keep  them  abreast  of  the  time  and  program 
of  the  association. 

(2)  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  advise  and 
assist  the  board  in  its  function.  It  shall  not  in  any  instance  serve  as  a  substitute 
for  or  assert  any  judgment  or  power  over  any  other  committee  of  the  board.

Its  membership  shall  consist  of:  The  Moderator  of  the  association,  who  shall 
serve  as  chairman,  the  Vice-Moderator,  the  Officers  of  the  board,  the  chair- 
men of  all  board  committees  and  the  directors  of  all  board  programs. 

(3)  FINANCE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
plan,  promote  and  supervise  the  annual  budget  of  the  association,  and  super- 
vise the  treasurer  who  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee.  This 
would  include  an  annual  audit  of  the  finances. 

(4)  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shaU 
nominate  all  associational  officers  except  the  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator 
no  later  than  the  June  meeting.  These,  when  approved  by  the  board  shall 
serve  with  the  committee  in  nominating  all  other  leaders  in  their  various  pro- 
grams. This  committee  shall  also  nominate  Board  officers  and  committee 
chairmen  of  all  committees  at  the  October  meeting.  These,  when  elected  shall 
serve  with  the  committee  in  nominating  all  committee  members  at  the  Novem- 
ber meeting.  The  committee  shall  present  nominations  to  the  board  to  fill  all 
vacancies  that  occur  during  the  year. 

(5)  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE.  This  five  member  committee  shall 
relate  to  all  employed  personnel  of  the  board.  It  shall  be  responsible  for  mak- 
ing recommendations  to  the  board  for  employment  of  staff  personnel,  and 
upon  favorable  action  for  employment  by  the  board  shall  employ  personnel. 
This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  of  any  staff 
member,  and  seek  proper  methods  of  correction. 

(6)  PROPERTY  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall  super- 
intend the  maintenance  of  the  associational  property. 

Section   2.     CHURCH    DEVELOPMENT    SERIES 

(1)  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  fifteen  members 
shall  be  responsible  for  giving  assistance  to  the  evangelistic  efforts  of  the 
churches  such  as  clinics,  calendering,  special  emphases  and  crusades. 

(2)  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five 
members  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting  and  conducting  such 
seminary  extension  training  as  may  be  needed. 

(3)  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE.  Tliis  committee  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers shall  be  responsible  for  providing  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area 
of  stewardship  development  and  Cooperative  Program  promotion. 

(4)  BIBLE  TEACHING  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to 
the  chruches  in  their  Bible  Teaching  Programs. 

(5)  CHURCH  LIBRARY  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to 
the  churches  in  their  Church  Library  Programs. 

(6)  CHURCH  TRAINING  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by 
a  Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance 
to  the  churches  in  their  Church  Training  Programs. 

(7)  CHURCH  MUSIC  PROGRAM.  Tliis  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to 
the  churches  in  their  Church  Music  Program. 

(8)  BROTHERHOOD  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a  Di- 
rector and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to  tlie 
churches  in  their  Brotherhood  Program. 

(9)  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  PROGRAM.  This  program 
shall  be  led  by  a  Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to 
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provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  their  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Pro- 
grams. 

(10)  CAMP-RETREAT.  This  committee  of  fifteen  members  shall  be 
responsible  for  giving  assistance  to  the  churches  in  their  retreat  and  camping 
programs. 

Section  3.     MISSIONS  SERIES 

(1)  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen 
member  committee  shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of 
Christian  Social  Ministries. 

(2)  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  commit- 
tee shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  the  Christian  Life. 
It  shall  cooperate  with  the  corresponding  groups  in  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  One  area  of  its  w^ork  shall  be 
human  relations. 

(3)  LANGUAGE  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member 
committee  shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  Language 
Missions.  This  v\^ould  include  Spanish,  Indian,  the  Deaf  and  others  as  the 
need  arises. 

(4)  NEW  WORK  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee 
shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  establishing  new^  missions 
and  churches.  Long  range  planning  and  recommendation  of  new^  church  sites 
shall  be  their  responsibility. 

(5)  RADIO  AND  TV  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  commit- 
tee shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  their  Radio  and  TV  ministries. 

(6)  STUDENT  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  ministry  to  students. 

(7)  RESORT  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  resort  missions. 

Section  4.     FELLOWSHIP  SERIES 

(1)  MUTUAL  CARE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee 
shall  foster  fellowship,  communication  and  cooperation  among  the  churches. 
It  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  fellowship 
problems.  It  shall  review  applications  for  membership  in  the  association  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  association  or  the  board.  It  shall  seek  to  restore 
fellowship  with  churches  that  may  become  delinquent,  and  if  their  efforts  fail, 
may  recommend  tliat  such  a  cliurch  lose  its  affiliation  with  the  association. 

(2)  ORDINATION  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member 
committee  shall  counsel  with  the  churches  and  ministerial  candidates,  as  re- 
quested, concerning  examination  and  recommedation  for  ordination  to  the 
gospel  ministry. 

Section  5.  The  corporation  shall  have  such  other  committees  as  are 
authorized  by  resolution  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational 
Board,  Inc. 

Section  6.  The  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  select  from  its 
membership  or  from  the  membership  of  any  churches  who  are  members  of 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  individuals  to  serve  on  any  and  all  of  its 
regular  committees  or  special  committees  and  nothing  herein  shaU  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prohibit  any  member  of  any  cooperating  church  from  serving  on 
such  committees.

PROCEEDINGS 

OF  THE 

EIGHTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  SESSION 

OF  THE 

MECKLENBURG   BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

(Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  until  1935) 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

October  21,  1971 

1.  The  Eighty-sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  met  wdth  the  Chantilly  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  Thursday  afternoon,  October  21,  1971.  at  4:00  o'clock,  wdth 
Moderator  Wm.  A.  Wallace,  presiding. 

2.  The  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  was  organized  in  the 
year  1886.  The  Preacher  and  the  Moderator  were  one.  Rev.  E.  C. 
WilHams.  The  Clerk  was  J.  M.  McCurdy.  At  the  annual  session  of  1935, 
held  at  the  Durham  Memorial  Church,  the  churches  of  Cabarrus  County 
were  gi-anted  letters  to  form  the  CabaiTus  Association. 

3.  This  is  the  first  time  that  the  Association  has  met  with  the 
Chantilly  Chm^ch.  The  history  of  this  church  declares  that  it  was  at  one 
time  a  Methodist  congregation.  It  could  be  more  accurate  to  state  that 
it  was  constituted  as  a  community,  or  independent,  church,  in  1937,  by 
some  members  of  the  Central  Avenue  Methodist  Church,  displeased  with 
a  denominational  merger. 

An  affiliation  was  secured  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tion in  1944,  a  relocation  to  the  corner  of  Briar  Creek  Road  and  Inde- 
pendence Boulevard  effected  about  1950.  and  the  name  changed  from 
Central  to  Chantilly.  The  Rew  J.  Xed  Ta>'lor  was  pastor  at  this  time. 

At  the  present  time  Chantill\-  has  807  members.  The  Sunday  School 
em-olment  is  734,  and  the  Training  Union  has  69.  The  W.  M.  U.  has 
122  members,  and  last  summer's  \^acation  Bible  School  served  201  who 
attended.  The  extended  buildings  leave  nothing  to  be  desired  as  the 
ministry  continues. 

4.  William  Marle>%  Minister  of  Music  at  the  Grace  Church,  led  the 
singing  of  Come,  Thou  Almighty  King. 

5.  J.  Stuart  Johnson,  pastor  at  Emmanuel  Church,  read  from  Acts 
2:37-47,  and  offered  prayer. 

6.  Marion  R.  Epps,  Minister  of  Education  at  the  Chantilly  Church, 
welcomed  the  messengers  and  introduced  Dr.  Ralph  Herring  the  interim 
pastor  of  his  church.  He  announced  that  165  messengers  had  registered, 
and  there  were  11  visitors. 

7.  Motion  was  made  b\-  Marion  R.  Epps  'that  the  messengers 
present  and  those  who  may  later  attend,  who  have  been  duh'  elected 
b>'  churches  conforming  to  our  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  constitute  the 
Eight\-sixth  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
ducting business  and  hearing  reports:  and  that  the  program  as  printed 
and  in  the  hands  of  the  messengers,  be  the  official  order  of  business,  with 
whatever  changes  may  be  found  necessary.'  The  motion  was  adopted. 
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8.  Moderator  \\'allace  declared  the  session  opened  and  welcomed 
the  messengers,  visitors,  and  the  cooperating  pastors. 

9.  New  pastors  and  church  staff  personnel  coming  to  the  chm'ches 
of  the  Association  were  asked  by  the  moderator  to  come  forward  and  be 
officially  welcomed.  Present  were  J.  Stuart  Johnson,  pastor  at  Emmanuel 
Church;  David  A.  Gales,  pastor  at  Plaza  Church;  Wa\ne  Dixon,  pastor  at 
Pleasant  Plains  Church;  Curtis  W .  Knight,  pastor  at  ^^^estover;  and  Ella 
Barefoot,  Educational  Director  at  Green  Memorial  Church.  Also  wel- 
comed A\'as  Llo\d  B.  Hales,  \\ho  has  come  to  the  Association  to  serve  as 
Director  of  Christian  Social  Ministries.

11.  Dr.  Nathan  C.  Brooks,  Jr.,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Church 
Programs  for  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carohna,  was  intro- 
duced. He  brought  an  informative  and  challenging  message  of  the  work 
of  his  department  as  it  sought  to  encourage  the  work  and  the  workers 
of  the  churches  and  associations  over  the  convention. 

12.  Richard  Walker  came  from  Gardner-^^'ebb  College  to  tell  about 
his  school. 

13.  Joe  Burnette  of  the  Fii-st  Church,  and  President  of  the  Asso- 
ciational  Board,  was  unavoidabh'  detained,  so  W.  Frank  Marks,  pastor 
at  Eastern  Hills,  was  called  to  bring  the  Board's  annual  report. 

REPORT    OF    THE    MECKLENBURG    BAPTIST    ASSOCIATIONAL 
BOARD  TO  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  Associational  Board  met  in  a  called  session  November  3,  1970  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing.  Joe  Burnette,  minister  of  education  of  First  Baptist 
Church,  was  elected  president.  Other  officers  were  Frank  Marks  as  Vice- 
Chairman;  Marion  Epps  as  Secretary';  Leslie  J.  Horton,  Treasurer;  William 
Jarvis,  Music  Director;  William  J.  Thompson,  Hospital  Representative;  Duncan 
Futrelle  as  Children's  Home  Representative;  and  John  Bowden  as  Baptist  Home 
for  Aging  Representative. 

Committee  chairmen  were  also  named.  In  later  meetings  the  committees 
were  named. 

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  YEAR 

The  first  few  meetings  of  the  vear  heard  reports  and  plans  for  "Operation: 
Mission  Strategy".  Many  things  began  to  shape  up  for  a  progressive  >-ear 
and  one  full  of  activity. 

1.     In  tire  Januar>-  meeting  it  was   voted   to   make   the   Sunday  before 
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the  State  Convention  meets  here  as  "State  Convention  Sunday"  and  invite  the 
State  Convention  Staff  members  to  speak  in  our  churches. 

2.  In  the  March  meeting  the  Board  advanced  $5,000  to  the  Steele  Creek 
Baptist  Church  and  an  additional  $3,500  by  October  1,  1971. 

3.  In  the  April  meeting  the  Board  voted  to  begin  morning  services  at 
Sharon  Road  Mission,  and  to  search  out  for  a  full-time  mission  pastor. 

The  Board  also  gave  $500  to  The  Citizens  for  Decency  organization. 

4.  In  the  May  meeting  report  of  "Operation:  Mission  Strategy"  was 
presented  and  studied.  This  was  a  far-reaching  report. 

5.  In  the  June  meeting  several  important  things  were  passed. 

( 1 )  That   we    increase    our    appropriation    for    Spanish    work    at    Sharon 
Forest. 

(2)  That  a  Survey  Clinic  be  held  August  17. 

(3)  That  we  have  a  Lay  Evangelism  School,  November  1-7. 

(4)  Cedar  Grove  Church  was  received  into  the  Association. 

( 5 )  That  we  change  our  beginning  date  for  beginning  Christian  Helping 
Ministries  from  July  1,  1972  to  August,  1971. 

6.  In  the  July  meeting  the  Board  voted  to  purchase  15  acres  of  land 
located  on  McKee  Road. 

Dr.  C.  C.  Warren  was  called  as  interim  mission  pastor  of  the  Sharon 
Road  Mission. 

7.  In  the  August  meeting  the  Board  voted  to  give  $1,000  for  the  Camp 
CaRAway  swimming  pool  fund. 

8.  In  the  September  meeting  the  largest  associational  budget  in  our 
history  was  presented. 

9.  A  very  important  called  meeting  was  held  September  21  for  the  pur- 
pose of  calling  Mr.  Lloyd  Hales  to  be  our  Director  of  Cliristian  Social  Min- 
istries. This  was  done  and  begins  a  very  important  day  in  our  work. 

10.  In  the  October  meeting  it  was  voted  to  recommend  to  our  associa- 
tional meeting  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  study  the  needs  for  future 
office  space  for  our  associational  office. 

These  "highlights"  do  not  really  tell  the  story  of  this  past  year.  Many 
of  our  committees  have  spent  endless  hours  in  working  and  planning  for  the 
work  of  our  association. 

Much  new  land,  new  work,  new  personnel,  and  new  strategy  indicates 
we  have  a  bright  future. 

Our  association  should  be  very  grateful  to  God  for  the  coming  of 
Lawrence  Childs  to  our  midst  as  our  associational  leader.  His  vision  of  the 
work  will  challenge  us  to  tremendous  efforts  to  make  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  one  of  the  finest  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

We  believe  great  things  are  ahead  for  us.  Let  us  pray  and  work  to 
that  end. 

Motion  was  made  by  W.  Frank  Marks  that  a  committee  be 
named  to  study  the  needs  for  future  office  space  for  the  work  of  our 
association.  The  motion  was  passed. 

14.  J.  C,  Jones,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Petitionary  Letters  Committee, 
and  pastor  at  Green  Memorial  Church,  presented  a  report:

17.  Jack  R.  Benjamin,  Chairman  of  the  Property  Committee,  pre- 
sented his  report: 

REPORT  OF  THE  PROPERTY  COMMITTEE 

The  Properties  Committee  of  your  Association  found  things  in  a  state  of 
disrepair  at  the  beginning  of  this  year,  but  we  will  hasten  to  explain  that  the 
repairs  to  be  made  were  on  properties  and  not  on  the  Board  of  the  Associa- 
tional membership! 

The  roof  on  Tenth  Street  Property  was  replaced,  and  the  steps  at  the 
house  adjacent  to  the  church  on  Tenth  Street  were  replaced.  Display  shelves 
were  constructed  and  placed  in  the  Associational  Office  building,  and  the 
building  was  treated  by  the  Killo  Exterminating  Company,  at  no  cost  to  the 
Association. 
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I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Committee  Members  Wells 
Meadows  and  James  Berry  for  their  many  hours  of  work  and  assistance  in 
other  ways  during  this  associational  year.  It  was  most  fortunate  for  me  to 
have  these  able  men  to  call  upon  for  this  special  type  of  work,  and  their 
contribution  to  this  associatonal  work  was  a  very  tangible  one,  as  well  as  a 
spiritual  one  in  the  Christian  spirit  with  which  they  carried  out  their  duties. 

18.  Wendell  G.  Davis,  Chairman  of  the  Radio  and  TV  Committee, 
and  pastor  at  Midwood  Church,  gave  the  report  from  his  committee: 

REPORT  OF  RADIO  AND  TV  COMMITTEE 

Your  Radio  and  TV  Committee  has  been  busy  this  year  promoting  the 
regular  devotional  program,  "Let's  Think  It  Over,"  which  it  sponsors  through 
the  facilities  of  TV  Station  WCCB,  enUsting  other  men  to  participate  in  the 
production  of  this  program,  and  seeking  to  make  churches  and  pastors  aware 
of  the  great  opportunity  to  share  the  Gospel  which  can  be  found  by  means 
of  radio  and  television. 

We  made  an  effort  to  sponsor  a  contest  challenging  young  people  to 
write  radio  spots  with  a  Christian  message  but  regret  to  report  that  this 
project  was  not  completed.  Our  Executive  Committee  offered  full  cooperation 
and  we  hope  we  may  complete  this  iiroject  or  something  of  the  same  nature 
next  summer. 

Our  Association  owes  a  dept  of  gratitude  to  TV  Station  WCCB  for  the 
time  and  facilities  that  have  been  given  for  the  production  and  broadcasting 
of  the  program  "Let's  Think  It  Over."  This  program  now  appears  on  Channel 
18  every  morning  at  7:55  with  the  hope  that  time  will  be  given  about  mid- 
morning  early  in  1972.  If  our  association  had  paid  production  and  broadcasting 
costs  for  this  program  at  regular  rates  during  the  past  year  the  price  would 
have  been  no  less  than  $31,824.00. 

We  are  grateful  to  16  pastors  who  are  now  giving  time  to  keep  the  pro- 
gram on  the  air.  These  have  given  time  in  training  and  production  and  their 
loyalty  to  the  task  has  been  highly  commended  by  Station  Director,  Mr,  James 
Martinson.  Please  watch  the  "Mecklenburg  Baptist"  for  schedules  of  Baptist 
sponsored  programs  and  keep  these  in  your  church  publication. 

19.  Raymond  Sanderson,  Chairman  of  the  Evangelism  Committee, 
and  pastor  at  Hickory  Grove  Church,  reported  for  his  committee: 

ASSOCIATIONAL  EVANGELISM  REPORT  —  1971 

Evangelism  is  the  heart  of  God's  marvelous  work  on  His  good  earth.  It 
must  always  be  in  the  forefront  of  all  our  work  in  the  church  and  our  asso- 
ciation if  we  follow  the  New  Testament  pattern  of  faith.  Every  Cliristian's 
greatest  privilege  and  responsibility  is  to  let  Jesus  Christ  work  in  and  through 
him  to  evangelize  the  world.  This  is  epitomized  in  and  through  the  Great 
Commission. 

The  question  which  faces  all  of  us  today  is:  What  are  we  doing  in 
response  to  this  high  calling  in  Christ  Jesus?  Are  we  relating  ourselves  positive- 
ly to  the  admonition  in  Daniel  12:3,  "And  the  teachers  and  those  who  are  wise 
shall  shine  like  the  brightness  of  the  firmament;  and  those  who  turn  many  to 
righteousness— to  uprightness  and  right  standing  with  God— shall  give  forth 
light  like  the  stars  for  ever  and  ever". 

Let  us  look  briefly  at  the  record.  All  churches  in  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Convention  last  year  had  a  ratio  of  baptisms  to  membership  of  1-37+ . 
This  means  that  on  an  average  last  year  it  took  37+  church  members  a  whole 
year  to  vdn  one  person  to  Christ.  Our  records  reveal  a  decrease  in  baptisms 
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over  the  preceding  year.  Total  baptisms  reported  in  the  state  in  1970  were 
27,281.  In  1969  we  baptized  27,935.  Tliis  reveals  that  we  baptized  654  more 
people  in  1969  than  we  did  in  1970. 

In  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  last  year  the  ratio  of  baptisms  to 
membership  was  1  to  29.  Total  baptisms  reported  in  our  Association  in  1970 
were  1382.  This  year  the  churches  reported  1494  baptisms.  This  represents 
a  gain  of  112  over  1970. 

It  is  my  conviction  that  the  churches  in  the  Mecklenburg  Association  and 
our  State  Convention  are  determined  to  reach  tlie  masses  in  the  Name  of 
Jesus  Christ.  This  is  indicated  by  the  renewed  interest  among  our  youth  in 
Evangelism.  This  was  evident  during  the  Youth  Evangelism  Night  this  past 
February  2nd  when  almost  20,000  youth  and  adults  overflowed  the  Greens- 
boro Coliseum  and  War  Memorial  Auditorium.  1,519  decisions  were  made  by 
these  youth.  Also  many  youth  in  churches  across  our  state  are  involved  in 
witnessing  for  Christ  in  unique  ways. 

There  is  tremendous  interest  in  North  Carolina  and  the  entire  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  the  new  WIN  materials  on  lay  witnessing  and  the  one 
week  Lay  Evangelism  Schools.  The  first  Lay  Evangelism  School  sponsored 
by  the  Division  of  Evangelism  of  North  Carolina  will  be  November  1-7  in  our 
Association.  We  have  25  churches  already  committed  to  attend  this  school  on 
lay  evangelism.  The  churches  in  which  these  schools  are  to  be  conducted  and 
the  leaders  are: 

Mulberry  Baptist  Church;  leader— Jimmy  Hinson 
First  Baptist  Church;  leader— William  Lamb 
East  Baptist;  leader— Gerald  McBride 
Hickory  Grove  Baptist;  leader— Thurman  Fox 
I  believe  that  these  schools  offer  for  all  of  us  the  greatest  opportunity  like 
we  have  never  faced  before  to  get  into  the  stream  of  God's  redeeming  purpose. 
Surely  every  church  in  this  association  will  want  to  be  a  part  of  this  great 
effort! 

The  26th  Statewide  Evangehsm  Conference  will  be  February  7-9,  1972  at 
the  Cumberland  County  Memorial  Auditorium  in  Fayetteville. 

20.  Following  the  report,  Raymond  Sanderson  made  two  recom- 
mendations, both  of  which  \vere  adopted  by  the  messengers: 

1.  That  a  second  Lay  Evangelism  School  be  conducted  on  the  dates 
January  31-February  6,   1972. 

2.  That  following  the  Billy  Graham  Crusade  of  April  5-9,   1972, 
Simultaneous  Revivals  be  held  in  our  churches  April  9-23,  1972 

21.  With  Nancy  Matheson  at  the  organ  the  messengers  sang  O  For 
A  Thousand  Tongues  To  Sing. 

22.  With  Herman  May  as  director  the  Ministers  of  Music  from  our 
churches  presented  beautifully  a  selection  of  hymns. 

23.  Leland  K.  Stephens,  pastor  at  Grace  Church,  read  from  Acts 
10:25-43,  and  offered  prayer. 

24.  B.  Clyde  Simpson,  pastor  at  Berryhill  Church,  brought  the 
annual  sermon. 

'Now  are  we  all  here  present  before  God  ...  to  hear.'  We  hear 
a  changeless  gospel  for  a  changing  world;  we  have  a  Book  to 
reach  all  people.  God  uses  all  sorts  of  people  in  many  different 
places,  but  the  words  never  change.  Peter  thought  the  Word 
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was  for  Jews  only,  but  God  changed,  and  God  through  him  did 
a  wonderful  work.  If  we  will  but  let  God  have  his  way  with  us; 
do  things  through  us;  we  will  not  try  to  find  a  new  gospel  for 
a  new  age.  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons;  He  has  no  favorites. 
He  does  not  choose  the  wealthy,  nor  excuse  the  poor.  For  all, 
it  is  to  fear  God  and  work  righteousness,  then  we  will  not  harm 
others.  Whosoever  believes;  forgives. 

25.  Following  this  high  spiritual  experience,  the  messengers  were 
treated  to  an  excellent  meal  prepared  and  served  by  the  Chantilly  and 
Oakhurst  Churches. 

THURSDAY  NIGHT  SESSION 

26.  Jim  Moss  led  in  the  singing  of  Open  My  Eyes  That  I  May  See. 

27.  Wayne  Dixon,  pastor  at  Pleasant  Plains  Church,  read  from 
Luke  10:1-12,  and  offered  prayer. 

28.  Vice-Moderator  J.  Grady  Faulk,  pastor  at  Stough  Memorial 
Church,  called  the  evening  session  to  order  and  announced  the  theme 
'Sharing  the  Good  News  Through  Lay  Witnessing.' 

29.  Guy  S.  Cain,  Secretary  of  the  Annuity  Department  of  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  was  introduced.  He  gave  four 
very  good  reasons  why  every  church  should  be  a  participant  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Protection  Program.  The  people  who  serve  the  Lord  in 
churches,  associations,  institutions  and  agencies  can  be  given:  retirement 
programs,  life  insurance,  and  hospital  insurance  which  offer  good  pro- 
tection for  the  church  and  the  families  in  cases  of  sickness,  death  and 
retirement. 

30.  Thinking  about  developing  stronger  churches,  a  series  of  per- 
sonalities and  reports  were  presented. 

31.  Mrs.  Gene  D.  Moore,  Director  for  the  Associational  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  gave  her  report. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  1970-71  gave  a  new  dimension  to  the  work  of 
this  organization.  The  new  plan  led  to  areas  of  need  never  before  ventured 
by  women  "Living  the  spirit  of  Christ  in  openness  and  freedom".  This  new 
concept  of  personal  involvement  is  leading  women  and  men,  boys  and  girls 
into  areas  of  dedicated  service,  ministering  to  people  where  they  are. 

A  written  report  is  given  in  your  packet  of  materials  giving  just  a  few 
highlights  of  the  past  year.  We  could  not  begin  to  tell  the  entire  story  of  our 
involvement  this  past  year,  training  leaders,  giving  personal  help  to  churches, 
helping  to  establish  new  work  in  churches  with  none,  attending  leadership 
training  conferences  and  workshops.  This  has  been  a  glorious  year  and  we're 
looking  forward  and  planning  for  an  even  greater  year  in  1971-72. 

As  we  look  toward  71-72,  we  will  be  "Living  the  spirit  of  Christ  in  Ex- 
pectancy and  Creativity".  We  will  expect  great  things  from  God  as  we  attempt 
great  things  for  God. 

The  church  leadership  was  trained  for  71-72  in  a  Leadership  Conference 
in  September  led  by  the  associational  officers  at  Shamrock  Drive  Baptist 
Church  with  more  than  300  attending.  Another  special  workshop  was  held  in 
September  training  Baptist  Women  leaders  and  officers,  more  than  100  at- 
tended. A  special  event  is  planned  for  November  1  as  Baptist  Women  in 
Mecklenburg  will  observe  the  Worldwide   Day  of  Prayer   at  the   Recreation 
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Center  of  First  Baptist  Church  on  South  Davidson  Street.  Our  national  Baptist 
women  have  been  invited  to  attend.  Many  inij)ortant  events  are  in  the  mak- 
ing for  each  organization  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  you  will  want  to 
be  a  part  of  and  pray  for  each  of  them. 

We  are  particularly  anxious  and  excited  about  the  coming  of  Mr.  Hales 
to  our  Association  who  will  work  directly  with  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and 
Brotherhood.  The  heart  and  work  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  Brother- 
hood is  missions  and  while  each  has  an  entirely  different  approach  geared 
especially  for  men  and  women  through  the  two  organizations,  there  are 
many  areas  that  the  two  will  be  able  to  work  together  effectively. 

This  year  of  expectancy  and  creativity  i^resents  a  very  challenging  year. 
Challenging  Christians  to  become  more  deeply  committed  to  Christ  and  to 
allow  the  Holy  Spirit  to  empower  their  lives.  Women  will  have  a  deeper 
understanding  of  their  faith  in  God  and  a  greater  understanding  of  the  Bible 
Women  will  look  realistically  at  world  and  community  needs  and  determine 
ways  to  meet  the  needs  and  lead  in  a  personal  relationship  with  God. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  will  have  two  special  emphasis  in  1971-72, 
mission  action  and  family  mission  activities.  The  two  emphases  will  enable 
WMU  to  help  meet  the  71-72  denominational  critical  issues  of  evangelism, 
moral  issues  and  family  ministries.  Through  mission  action  activities  persons 
minister  and  witness  to  those  who  would  not  ordinarily  be  reached  by  a 
church  through  its  regular  program.  During  this  year,  families  will  be  en- 
couraged to  engage  in  mission  study  and  mission  action  and  to  pray  and  give 
for  missions.  This  year  two  new  officers  are  suggested,  Dir  of  Enl  &  Enlarge 
and  Dir  of  MA  to  assist  the  WMU  Director  in  these  two  areas. 

Many  churches  in  Mecklenburg  do  not  have  a  missions  organization  for 
every  age  group.  Many  of  you  felt  the  call  to  special  work  for  Christ  through 
activities  in  a  missions  organization  and  you  know  the  strength  that  comes  to 
the  church  from  the  training  of  our  youth  in  missions.  More  than  2500  are 
in  more  than  75  countries  telling  the  Good  News  of  Salvation  through  Christ 
because  of  the  support  given  by  the  mission  organizations. 

Are  you  familiar  with  the  mission  program  of  your  church?  Do  you  know 
the  potential?  When  you  see  a  strong,  active  church,  you  will  almost  always 
find  a  strong  missions  program.  We  are  very  concerned  about  the  decrease  in 
the  number  hearing  and  accepting  the  call  of  Christ  to  a  church  related 
vocation.  Will  you  take  a  look  at  your  missions  program  and  if  it  needs 
strengthening  and  you  need  help  in  organizing,  will  you  contact  one  of  the 
Associational  WMU  Officers,  there  is  a  list  of  them  in  your  packet  of  ma- 
terials. We  will  be  glad  to  come  and  help  in  anyway  we  can.  Pray  for  the 
officers  and  work  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  this  year. 

32.  Associational  Brotherhood  Director,  Robert  F.  Hewitt,  brought 
his  report. 

BROTHERHOOD  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATION 

The  heart  of  Brotherhood  work  has  always  been  missions  and  missionary 
education  so  it  comes  naturally  that  it  carries  the  responsibility  for  missionary 
education  for  boys  and  men.  Such  an  education  seeks  to  develop  a  Christianlike 
concern  for  all  peoples,  an  intimate  knowledge  of  how  mission  action  and 
Christian  fellowship  is  being  extended  at  home  and  abroad;  and  a  continuous 
participation  in  all  efforts  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  Christian  faith  until  it  covers 
the  entire  earth. 

Brotherhood  leadership  in  North  Carolina  has  set  forth  a  program  which 
is  designed  to  develop  a  strong  mission  action  movement  of  Baptist  men.  A 
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definite  program  of  missionary  education  showing  how  all  laymen  can  be  active 
in  mission  action  is  underway  in  our  association  and  churches.  These  activi- 
ties involve  enlistment  of  men  and  boys  in  witnessing  to  the  lost  and  giving 
of  their  time,  talent,  and  possessions  through  the  church.  Activities  are  a 
part— a  necessary  part— of  the  mission  action  program  for  men  because  men 
learn  more  when  they  are  involved  in  mission  work.  In  other  words,  we  learn 
by  doing  thus  some  Brotherhoods  are  working  with  the  migrant  farm  workers, 
men  in  prison,  boys  in  correctional  institutions  and  men  on  probation.  The 
"Drug  Addict"  is  in  our  midst  and  needs  help.  Boys  and  girls  are  "turning 
on"  in  increasing  numbers.  Churches  and  individual  laymen  need  to  realize  a 
Christlike  concern  in  the  need  to  reach  out  a  helping  hand. 

There  will  be  hope  for  world  evangelization  as  long  as  there  are  men 
and  boys  in  our  churches  who  organize  themselves  for  the  purpose  of  becom- 
ing informed  about  world  needs,  and  who  are  willing  to  become  personally 
involved  in  mission  action.  Through  the  Royal  Ambassador  program  which 
is  in  our  churches  today  will  come  the  futiue  missionaries  of  tomorrow.  If  men 
fail  at  the  point  of  providing  for  the  boys  now,  the  future  struggle  for  world 
evangelization  is  already  lost.  Boys  in  Mecklenburg  Association  had  a  good 
year  of  activities:  in  basketball,  baseball  and  track  meets.  In  baseball  alone 
there  were  twenty-three  teams  .  .  .  Chairman  Black  is  to  be  commended 
for  his  fine  work. 

You  will  note  from  your  calendar  the  different  events  that  will  be 
coming  along  in  1972.  Baptist  Men  and  Boys  Workshop  in  January;  Basketball 
Season  for  Royal  Ambassadors  in  January;  Baptist  Men  in  Mission  Action  in 
April.  Yes,  there  will  be  a  full  slate  of  musts  for  you  and  me  in  the  coming 
year.  Now,  let  us  strive  and  have  your  full  cooperation  during  these  trying 
times.  Give  us  the  men  from  your  church  in  order  to  do  a  better  job  in 
Christ's  name. 

33.  Report  of  the  Associational  Music  Director,  William  E.  Jarvis. 
We  hope  to  continue  our  objectives  of  1971.   That  is,   the  emphasis   on 

exchanging  ideas  and  solutions  to  problems  that  part  time  musicians  face. 

We  will  hold  area  music  directors  conferences,  a  music  reading  session, 
encourage  exchange  of  choirs  for  revivals  and  special  events  (which  do  not 
conflict  with  normal  services),  give  four  (4)  Ridgecrest  Music  Week  scholar- 
ships to  directors;  and  hold  an  area  music  school— providing  every  music  di- 
rector in  that  area  of  the  Mecklenburg  Association  will  agree  to  participate 
in  the  organizing  and  carrying  out  of  the  school. 

We  express  gratitude  to  the  Association  for  a  budget  which  will  help 
in  projecting  these  programs. 

34.  Jack  Lewis  gave  the  report  for  the  Associational  Church  Train- 
ing work. 

"The  lack  of  trained  teachers  and  leaders  is  the  number  one  critical  need 
of  Southern  Baptists"!  Church  Training  is  taking  on  a  "face  lifting".  Church 
Training  now  includes  not  only  the  Sunday  night  activities  but  also  teacher- 
officer  improvement,  new  member  orientation  and  special  areas  of  study. 
Church  Training  now  undergirds  the  total  church. 

There  was  only  one  Church  Training  Activity  on  the  Associational  level 
this  year.  On  May  2,  1971,  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  44  children  took  part 
in  a  Scripture  Exploring  Drill,  led  by  Mrs.  W.  T.  Harris.  Six  of  our  churches 
participated.  Forty-one  of  these  children  went  to  the  Regional  Drill. 

New  Plans  for  '71-'72  were  revealed  at  the  September  23rd  Regional  meet- 
ing. These  are  exciting!  Included  are  Creative  Art  Festivals  for  Adult,  Youth  and 
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Children;  a  Bible  Blitz  for  Youth  and  the  Scripture  Exploring  Drill  for  children. 
Details  for  these  are  available  from  the  Associational  and  State  Church  Train- 
ing Leadership, 

35.  G.  W.  Bowhng,  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  presented 
his  report.  Special  mention  is  made  of  Wendell  Sloan  who  was  elected  to 
this  office  last  year,  but  who  moved  from  the  Mecklenburg  Association 
to  accept  work  in  Virginia.  Some  of  the  newly  selected  departmental 
workers  for  the  Smiday  School  were  introduced. 

As  we  move  into  a  new  year  of  work  in  our  Sunday  School  may  we 
encourage  every  church  to  renew  its  effort  in  reaching  more  people  for  Christ 
and  Bible  study.  The  same  old  ways  for  doing  this  fail  to  get  the  desired 
results.  Don't  be  afraid  of  change  if  change  is  what  is  needed.  Many  times 
"old  ways"  with  a  "new  look"  will  give  new  life  to  our  program  of  Bible 
teaching.  The  ideas  and  suggestions  our  literature  carries  are  of  tremendous 
value. 

The  associational  calendar  includes  opportunities  for  further  training 
through  age  group  workshops,  clinics  and  state  and  south-wide  conferences. 
Every  church  is  encouraged  to  participate  in  each  of  these.  The  exchange  of 
ideas  and  suggestions  is  a  strong  point  in  favor  of  group  meetings  through  our 
associational  work. 

The  Sunday  School  associational  workers  pledge  their  help  and  support 
to  this  work  in  the  year  ahead.  Please  feel  free  to  call  upon  them  any  time. 
We  depend  upon  you  to  support  your  fellow  churches  as  we  cooperate  to- 
gether in  the  task  of  Bible  study.  With  new  determination  we  can  make  the 
new  year  one  that  wiU  advance  God's  Kingdom  as  we  share  His  Word  together. 

36.  Moderator  Wallace  took  the  chair  in  order  that  J.  Grady  Faulk, 
Chairman  of  a  specially  appointed  Constitution  Committee,  could  bring 
a  report.  It  w^as  called  to  the  attention  of  the  messengers  that  a  copy 
of  proposed  Constitution  and  By-Laws  changes  had  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  each  one.  Suggestion  was  made  that  these  be  studied  so  that 
discussion  and  action  could  be  taken  on  the  following  day. 

37.  Miscellaneous  business  was  called  for. 

38.  Lawrence  Childs,  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  the  Associa- 
tion, called  attention  to  the  Associational  Calendar  which  was  available 
to  all  the  messengers,  and  requested  its  adoption.  The  response  was 
favorable. 

39.  Cecil  W.  Seagle,  pastor  at  Mulberry  Church,  was  recognized. 
He  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  given  over  to  the 
Resolution  Committee  for  action  at  the  next  day's  session. 

RESOLUTION  ON  LIQUOR-BY-THE-DRINK 

Whereas,  the  citizens  of  Mecklenburg  County  are  expected  to  go  to  the 
polls  on  November  5,  1971,  and  vote  on  the  issue  of  liquor-by-the-drink,  and; 

Whereas,  it  is  our  confirmed  opinion  that  the  sale  of  liquor-by-the-drink 
in  our  county  has  nothing  positive  to  offer  and  would  only  serve  to  increase  the 
consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  and,  thereby,  further  add  to  the  social 
evils  that  are  already  too  abundant  in  our  county,  and; 

Whereas,  the  Church  Covenant  commonly  used  by  Southern  Baptist 
Churches  includes  a  pledge  agreeing  "To  abstain  from  the  sale  and  use  of  in- 
toxicating drinks  as  a  beverage,"  and; 

Whereas,  we  are  of  the  conviction  that  total  abstinence  is  the  best  answer 
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that  any  church  or  pastor  has  to  give  to  the  world  to  the  problem  of  alcoholic 
beverages  and  most  consistent  with  the  Word  of  God  and  proper  Christian 
influence, 

We,  the  messengers  of  the  eighty-sixtli  Annual  Session  of  The  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association  hereby  resolve  that: 

1.  We  go  on  record  urging  every  duly  registered  member  of  every  church 
affiliated  with  this  association  to  go  to  the  polls  on  November  5  and  vote 
against  the  sale  of  liquor-by-the-drink  in  Mecklenburg  County. 

2.  We  ask  every  church  in  this  association  that  has  not  yet  done  so  to 
encourage  a  sacrificial  special  offering  to  support  the  expenses  of  the  campaign 
that  is  being  carried  on  to  oppose  this  evil. 

3.  We  encourage  every  messenger  to  this  association  to  return  to  his  or  her 
home  church  and  community  to  enlist  prayerful  support  against  this  evil  and 
to  assist  in  getting  every  citizen  possible  to  go  cast  a  vote  against  it. 

4.  That  we  ask  every  church  in  this  association  to  do  more  to  preach,  teach 
and  practice  total  abstinence  as  the  proper  Christian  answer  to  beverage  alcohol 
and  urge  those  who  belong  to  our  churches  to  be  consistent  in  their  Christian 
witness  by  avoiding  the  sale,  service,  and  use  of  the  same. 

40.  Statistician  Miss  Nancy  Kistler  was  not  present.  Lawrence 
Childs  gave  some  highlights  from  her  report,  which  had  been  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  messengers.  During  the  year  the  churches  baptized 
1,494,  which  represented  an  increase  of  112  over  the  previous  year. 
Admitted  by  statement  were  2,118,  but  the  los'^es  amounted  to  2,214. 
Membership  of  the  churches  now  stands  at  41,981.  Local  expenses  came 
to  $5,466,935,  while  $755,163  was  used  for  missions.  A  decline  was 
noted  in  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  and  W.  M.  U.  enrolment,  and 
attendance  at  Vacation  Bible  Schools  was  off.  224  less  tithers  were  re- 
corded than  the  previous  year's  figure. 

41.  The  messengers  joined  in  singing  He  Keeps  Me  Singing.  The 
hymn  might  be  said  to  voice  the  determination  in  the  hearts  of  the 
messengers  to  better  the  low  spots  in  the  report  just  given. 

42.  Jerry  Evans,  Director  of  'The  Sounds  of  Southside',  gave  the 
messengers  a  thrill  as  he  led  the  young  people  of  his  church  in  some  very 
special,  special  music. 

43.  Ira  Craft,  layman  from  the  Park  Street  Church  at  Columbia, 
South  Carolina,  was  introduced.  He  related  about  retiring  from  secular 
work  to  active  promotion  of  'schools  for  witnessing,'  which  offer  the 
opportunity  to  share  experiences,  and  for  choice  fellowship.  We  work  at 
cultivating  people  inside  the  church,  but  what  of  those  on  the  outside. 
They  are  our  concern,  also.  We  have  been  preached  to;  we  know  what 
to  do;  so  let's  go  do  it. 

44.  The  closing  prayer  was  voiced  by  Dr.  Ralph  Herring. 

FRIDAY  MORNING  —  OAKHURST  CHURCH 

October  22,  1971 

45.  Alex  F.  Hegenbart,  Minister  of  Music  at  the  Oakhurst  Church, 
led  in  singing  I  Stand  Amazed  In  The  Presence. 

46.  David  A.  Gales,  pastor  of  Plaza  Church,  read  from  2  Corin- 
thians 5:14-20,  and  offered  prayer. 
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47.  The  theme  for  the  final  session— "Sharing  the  Good  News 
Through    Ministering." 

48.  John  Bowden,  pastor  of  the  Oakhurst  Church,  extended  words 
of  welcome  to  the  messengers  and  visitors. 

49.  This  is  the  third  time  that  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 
has  met  with  the  Oakhurst  Church.  This  early  bit  of  history  is  gleaned 
from  the   1955  minutes: 

'The  Oakhurst  Church  petitioned  the  fifty-second  (1937)  annual 
session  for  membership.  The  meeting  was  held  at  the  Pleasant  Plains 
Church.  The  petition  follows:  "GREETINGS;  We,  The  Oakhurst  Baptist 
Church  of  Charlotte,  Route  2,  with  cooperative  mind  and  spirit,  ask  for 
admission  into  the  Mecklenburg  Association.  The  Church  was  organized 
November  1,  1936,  with  J.  R.  Fizer,  chairman,  with  Articles  of  Faith 
adopted.  The  organization  began  with  12  members.  Our  present  member- 
ship is  64,  with  26  tithers.  Sunday  school  enrolment  at  the  time  of  or- 
ganization was  60,  and  it  is  now  137.  The  Church  went  to  full  time 
May,  1,  1937,  paying  the  pastor  $25.00  per  week,  and  is  meeting  all 
of  its  financial  obligations.  Signed  Jeter  Baker,  Pastor,  K.  A.  Brown, 
Supt.  S.  S.' 

Today  the  Oakhurst  Church  has  a  membership  of  834,  with  a  Sun- 
day school  of  679,  Training  Union  of  144,  W.  M.  U.  of  133,  and  with 
181  tithers.  Last  years  expenses  were  $127,955,  and  $12,098  was  given 
to  mission  causes. 

50.  Superintendent  of  Missions,  Lawrence  Childs,  spoke  to  the 
subject  'Launching  Our  Ministries': 

He  reminded  that  the  survey  forms  filled  out  a  year  ago,  revealed 
needs  and  indicated  a  direction  to  be  taken.  'Operation  Mission  Strategy' 
could  be  termed  a  good  description  of  the  proposed  promotion.  In  the 
area  of  church  expansion,  there  is  a  need  of  at  least  one  new  church 
per  year  for  the  next  ten  yeais.  In  Evangelism  and  Religious  Education 
we  have  established  some  downward  trends,  which  we  need  to  reverse. 
Much  good  should  come  from  the  'Lay  Evangelism  Schools'.  Volunteer 
workers  are  being  added.  Commenting  on  Christian  Social  Ministries, 
he  insisted  that  we  intensify  our  social  conscience.  Christian  love  com- 
pels us  to  go  where  the  needs  are. 

51.  Lloyd  B.  Hales,  who  has  assumed  the  duties  of  Director  of 
Christian  Social  Ministries,  for  the  Mecklenburg  Association,  was  in- 
troduced. He  offered  to  assist  all  the  churches  to  help  discover  their 
own  needs  and  resources,  and  give  some  direction  in  their  own  pro- 
grams. Each  church  should  be  a  mission  station.  God's  gift  to  the 
churches  needs  to  be  discovered  and  activated.  The  door  is  open  to  the 
fields  of:  Group  Therapy,  Renewal  Groups,  treatment  of  alcoholism  and 
drug  addiction,  industrial  counselling,  recreation,  after  school  activities, 
family  planning,  child  welfare,  week-day  programs,  prisoner  rehabilita- 
tion, juvenile  rehabilitation  (but  prevention  is  better),  vocational  guid- 
ance, mentally  handicapped,  senior  citizens  activities,  nurseries,  day 
care,  kindergaiten,  marriage  counselling,  athletics,  literacy  program  and 
emotionally  disturbed. 
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52.  Grady  Faulk,  Chairman  of  the  Constitution  Committee,  came 
forward  to  make  a  motion  that  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  be  adopted.  And, 
subject  to  action  of  the  Associational  Board,  that  this  board's  Constitu- 
tion be  adopted.  He  reminded  the  messengers  that  these  proposed  chang- 
es had  been  placed  in  their  hands  on  the  previous  day.  A  second  to 
the  motion  was  voiced,  and  Moderator  Wallace  asked  if  there  was  any 
discussion. 

H.  L.  Ferguson  was  recognized  to  present  two  amendments.  One 
failed  to  carry:  this  was  in  connection  with  the  Constitution  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association— Article  V— Associational  Board.  How- 
ever, to  clarify  the  meaning,  the  word  "additional"  was  to  be  inserted 
just  ahead  of  "1000  members".  This  proved  satisfactory  to  the  messen- 
gers. 

The  second  amendment  offered  by  H.  L.  Ferguson,  had  to  do  with 
Article  VII— Committees  and  Programs,  Section  1,  (item  5)  PERSON- 
NEL COMMITTEE.  His  amendment  was  read  and  received  motion  and 
second.  The  amendment:  "This  five  member  committee  shall  relate  to 
all  employed  personnel  of  the  board.  It  shall  be  responsible  for  making 
recommendations  to  the  board  for  employment  of  staff  personnel,  and 
upon  favorable  action  for  employment  by  the  board,  shall  employ  per- 
sonnel. This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances  if  any, 
of  any  staff  member  and  seek  proper  methods  of  correction."  Voting  was 
favorable  for  the  ammendment. 

It  was  agreed  that  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised  was  intended 
under  3  of  the  Association's  By-Laws. 

53.  Moderator  Wallace  announced  time  had  arrived  for  the  elec- 
tion of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  Grady  Faulk,  Vice-Moderator  called 
for  nominations  to  the  office  of  moderator.  The  name  of  William  A. 
Wallace  was  placed  before  the  messengers.  He  was  elected  by  acclama- 
tion. 

Moderator  Wallace  then  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of 
Vice-Moderator.  Grady  Faulk  was  nominated,  and  was  then  elected  by 
acclamation. 

54.  Kenneth  L.  Hollifield,  Chairman  of  the  Nomination  Commit- 
tee, and  ipastor  at  Durham  Memorial,  offered  the  following  names  as  of- 
ficers for  the  year  1971-72:  Clerk,  Edward  Lovell;  Statistician,  Miss 
Nancy  Kistler;  Sunday  School  Director,  G.  W.  Bowling;  Church  Training 
Director,  Larry  Austin;  Brotherhood  Director,  R.  F.  Hewitt;  Vacation 
Bible  School  Director,  Mrs.  C.  F.  Bivens.  All  were  duly  elected. 

55.  Moderator  Wallace  called  for  appointed  committees  to  make 
report. 

W.  Frank  Marks,  Chairman  of  the  Place  and  Preacher  Committee, 
announced  that  the  next  associational  meetings  would  be  held  with  the 
Pritchard  Memorial  Church  (first  day),  and  with  the  Thrift  Church 
(second  day).  The  preacher  for  the  annual  sermon  would  be  Spurgeon 
M.  Dorton,  pastor  of  the  Huntersville  Church,  and  alternate  Howard  H. 
Carlton,  pastor  of  Westview  Church. 
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Raymond  Sanderson,  Chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  gave 
his  report. 

Motion  was  made  that  the  report  be  adopted.  A  favorable  vote 
followed. 

REPORT  OF  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

We  recommend  that  we,  the  messengers  and  visitors  to  the  Mecklenburg 
Association  express: 

1.  Our  great  and  deep  appreciation  to  God  for  His  abundant  blessings 
upon  us  during  this  past  Associational  year  and  for  every  worthy  accomplish- 
ment we  give  Him  the  glory  and  our  grateful  thanks. 

2.  The  Pastors  and  members  of  the  Chantilly  and  Oakhurst  Baptist 
Churches  have  most  generously  and  graciously  entertained  us  and  to  them 
we  say  sincerely  "Thank  You!" 

3.  Our  appreciation  to  om*  Associational  officers  for  their  faithful  service 
during  the  year.  We  wish  to  thank  our  Moderator,  William  Wallace,  all  the 
organizational  leaders  wlio  have  cooperated  with  him  in  the  promotion  of  an 
effective  program  in  our  Association. 

4.  Our  appreciation  to  our  Superintendent  of  Missions,  Lawrence  Childs, 
for  his  dedicated  leadership  and  service  to  all  our  churches  through  the  year. 

5.  Our  appreciation  to  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  for  tlie  pro- 
gram plan  for  this  associational  meeting,  and  to  all  who  shared  in  the  ac- 
complishing of  the  program. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  association  approve  the  resolution  "Liquor- 
By-The-Drink"  which  was  presented  to  us  in  oui  annual  business  session  of 
October  21,  1971. 

7.  That  we  challenge  each  one  and  all  of  our  churches  to  strive  anew  for 
the  salvation  of  precious  souls,  the  enrichment  and  development  of  Christian 
Social  Ministries,  the  strengthening  and  making  more  fruitful  all  of  our  work 
in  Kingdom  interests  at  home  and  around  the  encircling  globe. 

56.  Under  the  leadership  of  W.  Frank  Marks  the  Associational 
Board  report  was  continued. 

57.  Ben  F.  Sides,  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee,  gave  the 
following  report: 

Your  Mission  Committee  has  met  regularly  and  on  numerous  occasions 
endeavoring  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  Association  for  this  Committee. 

We  have  had  numerous  conferences  with  individuals  and  church  com- 
mittees on  matters  of  interest  and  concern.  We  submit  the  following  outline 
report  of  the  activities  undertaken  this  year  by  the  Missions  Committee: 

1.  The  Association  gave  the  new  Steele  Creek  Baptist  Church  $8,500.00 
toward  the  purchase  of  a  new  church  site.  The  tract  has  16.19  acres  for 
$30,000.00.  The  church  will  make  additional  requests  for  $10,000.00  per  year 
for  the  next  two  years. 

2.  Purchased  an  8  acre  tract  of  land  on  Sharon  Road  for  $80,000.00.  A 
down  payment  of  $45,000.00  was  made  on  the  property  and  the  balance  to  be 
made  over  the  next  5  years  at  $7,000.00  per  year  plus  interest. 

The  Sharon  Road  Mission  has  been  started  with  Dr.  C.  C.  Warren  as 
interim  Pastor  at  an  annual  salary  of  $7,000.00.  Under  Dr.  Warren's  leader- 
ship the  mission  has  grown  out  of  its  present  space  in  the  house  located  on 
the  property. 

3.  We  have  purchased  a   15  acre  tract  of  land  on  McKee  Road  for  a 
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future  church  site.  The  price  was  $40,000.00.  A  down  payment  of  $25,000.00 
was  made  and  a  loan  of  $15,000.00  obtained  from  NCNB.  This  is  to  be  paid 
ovev  a  3  year  period  in  the  amount  of  $5,000.00  per  year  plus  interest. 

4.  The  Shopton  Road  propert>-  has  been  put  up  for  sale.  This  tract  con- 
tains 15  acres.  Road  improvements  and  the  extending  of  water  and  sewer  into 
this  area  has  made  this  propert\-  more  valuable.  We  ha\e  approximately 
$23,000.00  invested.  At  the  present  we  are  asking  $3,000.00  an  acre  and 
ha\e  had  several  inquiries. 

5.  The  Missions  Committee  helped  make  tlie  Associational  survey.  Maps 
were  made  showing  location  of  all  the  churches  in  the  Association  and  the 
population  trends  for  Mecklenburg  Coimt>'  for  the  next  30  >ears. 

The  next  few  yeai"s  ai"e  going  to  be  busy  and  will  require  a  great  deal 
of  support  from  all  of  the  Associational  Churches. 

58.  Wm.  Henry  Crouch.  Chairman  of  the  Inter-Racial  Committee, 
and  pastor  at  the  Providence  Church,  brought  the  following  report: 

REPORT  OF  INTER-RACIAL  COMMITTEE 

Our  committee  started  the  >ear  ^^'ith  enthusiasm  and  strong  determination 
to  be  active  in  the  field  of  racial  relations.  Each  member  was  responsive  and 
interested  in  pursuing  tliis  field  of  co-operative  effort. 

Attempts  to  make  contact  with  the  t\vo  black  Associations  were  made  and 
infonnation  exchanged.  Howe\'er,  it  became  quite  e\'ident  that  a  new  feeling 
of  "withdrawal"  was  present  among  the  black  brethren.  The>-  remain  friendly 
but  seem  to  prefer  a  period  of  time  to  re-e\"ahiate  their  new-gained  status. 

^^'e  then  turned  our  attention  to  the  school  crisis  hoping  to  be  of  help 
in  the  mounting  problems  encountered  by  the  change  in  the  schools  by  the 
desegregation  order.  Again  we  bogged  down  because  of  the  immensity  of  the 
problem  and  the  inabilit>-  to  get  with  school  officials. 

\\>  rejoice  in  tlie  selection  of  Llo\d  B.  Hales  as  the  director  of  tlie 
Christian  Social  Ministries  for  the  Mecklenburg  Association  and  hope  with  his 
coming  a  new  opportunit>    will  de\elop  for  inter-racial  co-operation. 

59.  Cecil  W.  Seagle,  Chairman  of  the  Inter-Cit\'  Committee,  and 
pastor  at  Mulberr\'  Chinx-h.  submitted  his  report. 

INNER-CITY  MINISTRY  COMMITTEE 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  the  Rev.  Hatcher  ElHott  the  Inner-Cit>' 
Committee  studied  carefully  the  multi-faceted  opportunities  for  ministry  to 
the  inner-cit\ .  In  a  rapidl>-  expanding,  constantly  shifting  cosmopolitan  city, 
the  need  for  a  solidK  Biblical,  strongb  led.  imaginative  program  of  work  is 
e\ident. 

This  committee,  under  the  leadership  of  Re\'.  Elliott,  has  projected  some 
dreams  for  the  future  in  the  inner  cit\-.  These  projections,  dreams  and  aspira- 
tions ma\'  be  found  on  page  1-3  of  the  booklet  "Operation:  Mission  Strategy". 

The  report  states  in  part.  'Therefore,  we  recommend  that  our  association 
establish  a  Christian  Social  Ministries  Program  in  cooperation  witii  tlie  Home 
Mission  Board  and  the  Xorth  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  as  soon  as 
possible."  (pg.  3  "'Operation:  Mission  Strategy)  It  is  with  a  keen  awareness  of 
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God's  leadership  that  we  welcome  the  Rev.  Lloyd  B.  Hales  as  the  first  director 
of  Christian  Social  Ministries  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  Mr. 
Hales  has  an  overwhelming  task.  Without  the  cooperation  and  support  of  every 
church  of  this  association  little  can  be  accomplished  of  lasting  value.  Under 
Rev.  Hales'  leadership  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Inner-City  Committee 
a  strong  and  imaginative  program  will  be  implemented.  Is  it  too  much  to  ask 
that  Mecklenburg  Baptists  would  join  in  a  united  ministry  to  the  "down  and 
out",  the  "up  and  out",  the  decaying  inner-city,  the  drug  infested  ghetto,  where 
Jesus  Christ  is  the  only  ray  of  hope  in  a  blighted,  terror  filled  existence? 
Could  it  be  possible  for  Mecklenburg  Baptists  to  be  that  ray  of  hope  for  the 
city  of  Charlotte? 

Under  the  Rev.  Lloyd  B.  Hales'  leadership,  with  the  help  of  sister  church- 
es of  this  association,  and  with  the  aid  of  the  inner-city  committee  Mecklenburg 
Baptists  will  be  the  "people  of  God"  in  the  "Queen  City".  Would  you  join 
together  in  prayer  that  the  needs  of  individuals  both  physical  and  spiritual 
could  be  met  through  this  ministry?  The  first  step  has  been  taken,  the  door 
of  opportunity  opened,  let  us  enter  this  new  endeavor  boldly  and  without  fear. 

60.   Special  Ministries  received  attention: 

1)   Spanish  Mis^-ion,  2)  Area  Resort  Mission,  3)   United  Chris- 
tian Prison  Ministries.  The  reports  follow: 

SPANISH  MISSION 
SOUTHSIDE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

The  Spanish  Mission  at  Southside  Baptist  Church  has  held  Sunday  School 
and  church  services  each  Sunday  with  an  average  attendance  of  32. 

During  the  year  contact  was  made  with  124  families.  Twenty-four  fam- 
ilies were  mmistered  to  in  a  direct  way. 

The  Mission  began  taking  an  offering  each  Sunday  in  November  of  1970. 

Various  projects  and  things  of  common  interest  have  been  done  to  let 
women  of  the  Mission  Work  together.  This  is  one  area  where  they  can  help 
each  other. 

A  Thanksgiving  dinner  cooked  by  the  Spanish  women  was  attended  by 
50  people  with  a  testimony  service  following. 

A  special  Christmas  service  was  held,  and  an  Easter  egg  hunt  following 
an  Easter  service.  The  Spanish  women  themselves  dyed  the  eggs. 

Four  young  people  have  made  professions  of  faith  and  been  baptized  into 
the  fellowship  of  the  church.  Four  adults  now  are  ready  for  baptism. 

Plans  have  been  made  to  begin  Sunday  School  and  Church  services  on 
Sunday  morning— separate,  but  at  the  same  time  as  the  English  services.  This 
was  proposed  by  the  people  attending  the  Mission  and  will  begin  October  24th. 

In  addition  to  conducting  the  regular  Church  services,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Perez  have  been  able  to  help  the  attending  families  with  many  problems  of 
housing,  household  furnishings,  clothing,  medical  problems,  school  problems, 
employment  and  even  a  serious  auto  accident. 

In  July  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perez  had  the  privilege  of  appearing  on  NOON 
REPORT— Channel  9  in  an  effort  to  acquaint  the  people  of  Charlotte  with 
the  work  of  the  Mission.  In  August  the  Mission  was  visited  by  Mr.  Sam 
Covington  of  the  CHARLOTTE  OBSERVER  resulting  in  a  front  page  article. 
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During  the  year  the  Mission  has  been  visited  by  Rev.  and  Mrs.  WilHam 
Andrews,  Missionaries  to  Chile,  and  Rev.  Joe  Foe  of  the  Baptist  Publishing 
House,  El  Paso,  Texas. 

REPORT  OF  AREA  RESORT  MISSION 

The  Area  Resort  Mission  (ARM)  program  in  the  Lake  Norman  area  was 
the  best  ever  during  its  six  years  of  ministry.  Reverend  Tom  Bodkin,  Minister 
of  Missions  and  Education  and  Reverend  Bob  Shepherd,  pastor  of  Moores- 
ville  First  Baptist  Church  direct  the  work.  Worship  services,  recreation  and 
counsehng  are  conducted  at  Drum's  Family  Campground,  Al's  Marina  and 
Cross  Country  Campground. 

Average  attendance  for  the  summer  was  458  per  Sunday.  Highlights  of  the 
summer  were:  the  purchase  of  a  bus  (converted  into  a  surry  top  vehicle)  for 
transporting  camx^ers  to  various  activities,  the  presence  and  performance  of 
a  folk  musical  group,  "Tlie  Rhymes  with  Reasons"  were  with  us  for  a  week, 
and  a  special  program  presented  by  Grady  Nutt  of  Louisville,  Kentucky  (over 
800  present). 

The  ARM  program  is  directed  by  Shepherd,  Bodkin,  layman  Larry  Rhye 
of  Mooresville  First  Baptist,  Lawrence  Childs,  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, Elmer  Thomas,  South  Yadkin  Baptist  Association,  James  McQuere,  South 
River  Association,  Ed  Echerd,  Metropolitan  Ministries,  Charlotte  and  Roy 
Smith,  Missions  Department  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention. 

ARM  assets  include:  two  portable  public  address  systems,  two  cassette 
tape  recorders,  ten  pre-recorded  tapes,  three  hundred  hymn  books,  and  a 
surry  bus. 

UNITED  CHRISTIAN  PRISON  MINISTRIES  REPORT 

United  Christian  Prison  Ministries  has  been  in  existence  approximately 
two  years,  although  its  director,  Stacy  Lee  Long,  has  been  involved  in  min- 
istering to  the  spiritual,  psychological  and  physical  needs  of  prisoners  since 
his  release  from  prison  some  eight  years  ago.  Some  of  its  si^ecific  objectives  are: 

1)  To  cooperate  fully  with  prison  officials  at  all  levels. 

2)  To  seek  increasingly  effective  ways  for  communicating  the  Christian 
message  within  the  system. 

3)  To  encourage  and  enlist  ministers  and  laymen  to  aid  in  each  aspect 
of  a  multiple  ministry. 

4)  To  show  genuine  Christian  concern  for  the  total  life  of  the  inmate. 

5)  To  promote  and  expedite  programs  of  preaching,  Sunday  School 
classes,  Bible  study,  movies,  reading  courses,  socials  and  others  as  needed. 

6)  To  aid  the  released  prisoner  in  locating  and  estabUshing  a  spiritual 
and  social  fellowship.  This  includes  contacts  with  Christians,  suitable  employ- 
ment, necessary  clothing  and  Christian  counseling  for  the  released  prisoner 
and  his  family. 

7)  Establish  a  "Home  of  Assurance". 

In  addition  to  these  formal  objectives  of  U.C.P.M.,  it  is  our  intention 
to  have  these  former  prisoners  speak  to  various  youth  groups  throughout  the 
State  about  various  problems  facing  our  youth  today,  such  as  crime  and  drug 
abuse.  Many  inmates  and  former  prisoners  have  already  spoken  at  such  pro- 
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grams  and  a  few  have  developed  considerable  speaking  ability  in  speaking  to 
various  church  and  civic  organizations. 

Specific  accomplishments  of  U.C.P.M.  thus  far  have  been: 
I.  YOUTH 

A.  Jackson  Training  School,  Concord,  N.  C: 

1 )  Formed  Sunday  School  classes  and  obtained  teachers. 

2)  Planned  numerous  activities  such  as  cookouts  and  banquets. 

3 )  Placed  boys  in  homes  and  obtained  jobs  for  them. 

4)  Arranged  for  boys  to  speak  to  church  youth  groups. 

5)  Formed  athletic  teams,  solicited  funds  for  uniforms  and  equip- 
,                     ment  and  arranged  outside  competition  with  schools. 

6)  Counseled  with  the  boys'  families  and  obtained  food  and 
clothing  for  these  families  upon  request. 

B.  Youth  Evaluation  Center,  Swannanoa,  N.  C: 

1)  Provided  maternity  clothing  for  girls. 

2)  Provided  wearing  apparel  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

3)  Formed   Sunday   School   classes   and   obtained  teachers. 

II.  ADULT  MALES 
A.  Prison  Camps: 

1 )  Formed  Sunday  School  classes  on  a  pemianent  basis. 

2)  Planned  numerous  social  activities  such  as  cookouts  and 
Christmas  parties. 

3)  Furnished  clothing  for  inmates  leaving  prison  and  also  for 
those  prisoners  helping  with  church  activities. 

4)  Obtained  jobs  and  living  quarters  for  men  leaving  prison. 

5)  Secured  passes  and  furnished  transportation  in  cases  of  death 
or  illness  in  the  prisoner's  family. 

6)  Counseled  with  inmates  and  their  families  at  the  request  of 
prison  officials. 

7)  Assisted  other  groups  (both  governmental  and  private  indi- 
viduals )  interested  in  this  type  of  ministry  by  assisting,  ad- 
vising and  counseling  them  in  finding  living  quarters  and  jobs 
for  persons  from  their  area  planning  to  locate  in  the  Charlotte 
area  (including  Mr.  David  Tillman  of  the  Jobs  for  Ex- 
Offenders  Program). 

8)  Aided  in  the  solicitation  of  funds  for  building  a  Chapel  at 
Dallas  Prison  Camp. 

9)  Obtained  permission  for  prisoners  at  the  Dallas  Prison  to  leave 
the  confines  of  the  prison  for  church  services  and  to  visit  other 
prison  camps. 
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B.  Families  and  Inmates: 

1)  Furnished  clothing,  food  and  medical  assistance. 

2)  Furnished  transportation  for  persons  desiring  to  visit  prisoners. 

3)  Acted  as  an  emergency  agency  for  families  of  inmates. 

III.  ADULT  FEMALES 

1 )  Furnished  clothing. 

2)  Have    been    requested    to    estabhsh    a    house    similar    to    the 
"Home  of  Assurance"  for  women. 

As  can  readily  be  seen,  the  United  Christian  Prison  Ministries  has  found 
nimierous  methods  in  w^hich  to  accomplish  its  objectives.  It  has  pursued  these 
projects  primarily  with  the  aid  of  unpaid  volunteers,  although  it  has  received 
some  financial  support  from  churches  and  interested  individuals. 

61.  Reference  was  made  to  Item  10  in  the  Associational  Board 
Report,  which  states:  In  the  October  meeting  it  was  voted  to  recom- 
mend to  our  associational  meeting  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
study  the  needs  for  future  office  space  for  our  associational  office.' 

In  adopting  the  report  of  the  Board  the  moderator  was  requested 
to  name  this  committee  as  soon  as  possible. 

62.  Isaac  Terrell,  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  brought  greet- 
ings and  words  of  appreciation  to  the  messengers. 

63.  Alex  Hegenbart  led    in  the  singing  of  several  hymns. 

64.  Quentin  Perreault,  Chaplain  at  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina-Charlotte, indicated  that  Bible  study,  prayer  meetings,  and  witness- 
ing teams  were  much  more  in  evidence  on  college  campuses  at  this  time. 

65.  Alex  Hegenbart  sang  'My  Saviour  Leadeth  Me.' 

66.  Gene  Watterson,  pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Shelby,  N.  C, 
received  a  warm  introduction  as  he  was  introduced  for  the  closing 
address. 

He  read  from  John  13:34-35,  and  observed  that  if  we  are  to  live 
together,  we  must  learn  this.  What  we  want  is  love.  Have  we  gone 
out  in  love  to  the  unlovely  outcasts?  Love  is  a  principle;  we  must  do 
for  the  one  on  the  outside  whatever  is  necessary  for  his  own  good. 
We  are  not  to  be  just  fond  of  people;  but  need  to  serve  and  care,  while 
reconciling  ones  to  God. 

Love  is  something  you  do;  not  feel.  Love  me  feed  my  sheep.  We 
are  not  to  do  this  by  tongue,  but  in  action.  Does  He  have  your  hands 
and  feet?  We  need  to  engage  in  acts  of  worship,  but  still  need  to  serve 
mankind.  The  need  is  for  disciples  to  help;  to  care— and  to  touch  the 
hurts  of  the  world.  Judgement  will  be  on  our  love  for  God;  our  love  for 
people;  and  on  our  service.  The  fact  of  thirst  is  always  the  face  of  your 
brother. 
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67.  Prayer  was  offered. 

68.  Moderator  William  A.  Wallace  announced  that  the  Eighty-sixth 
annual  Meeting  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  was  now  ad- 
journed.

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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

IVIECKLENBURG   BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associ- 
ation. It  may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  —  COMPOSITION 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be 
composed  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  messen- 
gers according  to  the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one  hundred 
members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor; 
churches  with  more  than  one  hundred  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  addition- 
al messenger  for  every  one  hundred  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed 
ten  messengers,  including  the  pastor. 

ARTICLE  III  — PURPOSE 

Section  1.  This  association  is  a  self-determining  Baptist  body,  created 
and  sustained  by  the  churches  affiliated  with  her  and  responsible  to  them 
through  their  messengers. 

Section  2.     Through  this  body,  the  churches  seek  to: 

( 1 )  Foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice, 

( 2 )  Give   and    receive   assistance   in   achieving   the   purposes    of   the   member 
churches, 

( 3 )  Engage    in    direct,    cooperative    mission    activities    which    cannot    be    ac- 
complished by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Statistician,  Bible  Teaching  Director,  Brotherhood  Director, 
Church  Music  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Church  Library  Director, 
and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from 
the  floor  and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot  at  each  annual 
meeting.  The  other  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  associational  board  upon 
nomination  by  the  board  nominating  committee  no  later  than  the  June  meet- 
ing. Nominations  by  the  committee  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the 
floor.  All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  associational 
meeting  in  which  they  are  elected,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors 
are  named. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body  and 
appoint  committees  as  are  required  by  this  constitution.  He  shall  also  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall 
be  elected  for  one  term  and  cannot  immediately  succeed  himself  after  the 
second  successive  term.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Moderator,  and  may  act  for  the  Moderator  as  they  may  agree  to  do. 

Section  4.     The  clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of 
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the  churches  affihated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical 
after  adjournment. 

Section  .5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the  records 
of  the  churches  on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  report  to  the 
association  such  other  statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

ARTICLE  V  —  ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD 

Section  1 .  The  associational  board  shall  be  composed  of  ( 1 )  one  lay 
member  for  every  church,  plus  an  additional  member  for  each  additional  1000 
members  or  fraction  thereof,  ( 2 )  the  pastor  of  each  cooperating  church,  ( 3 ) 
all  elected  officers  of  the  association,  (4)  the  chairmen  of  all  board  com- 
mittees, ( 5 )  the  minister  of  education  or  associate  pastor  from  the  cooperating 
churches.  Retired  ministers  who  are  members  of  a  cooperating  church  shall  be 
honorary  members  and  may  speak  in  its  sessions,  but  may  not  vote. 

Section  2.  The  associational  Board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  in- 
terim. The  operation  of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  con- 
stitution of  the  association  and  the  constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the 
board  and  that  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  PROCEDURE 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  three  committees  relating  to 
the  annual  meeting.  They  are:  (1)  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  (2)  Reso- 
lutions Committee,  and   (3)  Program  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the 
second  day  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  associa- 
tion during  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII  — MISSIONS  POLICY 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting 
of  new  churches  and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the  initia- 
tive for  beginning  such  is  an  associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek 
the  leadership  of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  co- 
ordination in  what  is  otherwise  a  church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  by 
the  churches  which  make  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  policies  or 
actions  of  the  association  should  therefore  respect  the  integrity  of  the  co- 
operating churches  and  associational  mission  endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but  does 
seek  to  encourage  all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for  effecting 
an  orderly  growth  and  for  maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  asso- 
ciation. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their 
own  membership  policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to 
Baptist  policy. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  on  a  day  to  be 
determined  at  the  direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board  and 
publicized  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time 
for  publication  in  the  Minutes  of  the  association. 
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2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  first  of  each  year  and 
close  September  30th  of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order, 
Revised. 

4.  The  reports  to  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the 
associational  board,  shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  All  churches  desiring  admission  into  the  Association  shall  present 
their  request  to  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  for  examination  and  recommenda- 
tion to  the  board  or  the  association.  Any  church  recommended  for  admission  to 
the  association  will  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  one  year. 

6.  If  any  church  in  the  association  is  delinquent  for  two  successive  years 
in  filing  an  Associational  Letter,  it  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the  association 
upon  recommendation  by  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  and  action  by  the  asso- 
ciation to  this  effect. 

7.  All  Churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  shall  be  Churches  who 
use  the  New  Testament  as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  policy  and 
require  that  all  candidates,  who  are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water,  on 
the  basis  of  belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  mem- 
bership. 

8.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  present. 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG   BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD,  INC. 

This  is  to  certify,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves 
into  a  religious,  non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of 
the  state  of  North  Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  North  Carolina  entitled:  "CORPORATIONS,"  and  the  applicable  subsections 
thereunder  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to  that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I  ~  NAME 

The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tional Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  —  LOCATION 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Char- 
lotte, N.  C. 

ARTICLE  III  —  OBJECTS  AND  PURPOSES 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed 
are: 

( 1 )  To  foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  To  give  and  receive  assistance  in  achieving  the  purposes  of  the  member 
churches, 

(3)  To  engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  ac- 
complished by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  POWERS 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall  have 
power  to  create  indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  lease,  convey  and  receive 
as  gifts,  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  all  other  and  additional  powers 
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necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into  execution  the  forgoing  powers  and  pur- 
poses, the  same  as  a  natural  person  might  do  or  could  do. 

Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in  the 
same  name  of  the  corporation  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  attested 
by  the  Secretary,  when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  members 
at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either 
regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation  and 
the  Amendments  thereto  and  Resolutions  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.  at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  member- 
ship shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  North  Carolina,  who  have  been  duly  elected 
to  serve  on  the  Associational  Board  as  prescribed  in  Article  V,  Section  1,  of 
the  constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and 
administered  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  which 
shall  be  vested  with  the  usual  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corpora- 
tion under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  said  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  its 
members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its  meetings. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on  all 
matters  coming  before  said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote  of  a 
quorum  of  the  members  shall  constitute  corporate  action. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice- 
president,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  at  the  first 
meeting  following  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  shall  continue 
in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  Nominations  shall 
be  presented  by  the  board  nominating  committee,  but  shall  not  preclude  nomi- 
nations from  the  floor. 

Section  2.  The  address  of  the  Registered  Office  of  the  corporation  is 
2140  Commonwealth  Avenue,  Charlotte,  Mecklenburg  County,  North  Caro- 
lina, and  the  name  of  the  Registered  Agent  of  the  corporation  at  such  address 
is  S.   Lawrence  Childs,  Jr.,   Superintendent  of  Missions   or  his   successor. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  COMMITTEES  AND  PROGRAMS 

This  corporation  shall  have  the  following  committees  and  programs. 
Section  1.     ADMINISTRATIVE   SERIES 

(1)  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall 
maintain  a  continuing  study  of  the  constitutions  of  the  board  and  the  associa- 
tion and  make  recommendations  to  keep  them  abreast  of  the  time  and  program 
of  the  association. 

(2)  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  advise  and 
assist  the  board  in  its  function.  It  shall  not  in  any  instance  serve  as  a  substitute 
for  or  assert  any  judgment  or  power  over  any  other  committee  of  the  board 
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Its  membership  shall  consist  of:  The  Moderator  of  the  association,  who  shall 
serve  as  chairman,  the  Vice-Moderator,  the  Officers  of  the  board,  the  chair- 
men of  all  board  committees  and  the  directors  of  all  board  programs. 

(3)  FINANCE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
plan,  promote  and  supervise  the  annual  budget  of  the  association,  and  super- 
vise the  treasurer  who  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee.  This 
would  include  an  annual  audit  of  the  finances. 

(4)  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall 
nominate  all  associational  officers  except  the  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator 
no  later  than  the  June  meeting.  These,  when  approved  by  the  board  shall 
serve  with  the  committee  in  nominating  all  other  leaders  in  their  various  pro- 
grams. This  committee  shall  also  nominate  Board  officers  and  committee 
chairmen  of  all  committees  at  the  October  meeting.  These,  when  elected  shall 
serve  with  the  committee  in  nominating  all  committee  members  at  the  Novem- 
ber meeting.  The  committee  shall  present  nominations  to  the  board  to  fill  all 
vacancies  that  occur  during  the  year, 

(5)  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE.  This  five  member  committee  shall 
relate  to  all  employed  personnel  of  the  board.  It  shall  be  responsible  for  mak- 
ing recommendations  to  the  board  for  employment  of  staff  personnel,  and 
upon  favorable  action  for  employment  by  the  board  shall  employ  personnel. 
This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  of  any  staff 
member,  and  seek  proper  methods  of  correction. 

(6)  PROPERTY  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall  super- 
intend the  maintenance  of  the  associational  property. 

Section  2.     CHURCH  DEVELOPMENT  SERIES 

( 1 )  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  fifteen  members 
shall  be  responsible  for  giving  assistance  to  the  evangelistic  efforts  of  the 
churches  such  as  clinics,  calendaring,  special  emphases  and  crusades. 

(2)  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five 
members  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting  and  conducting  such 
seminary  extension  training  as  may  be  needed. 

(3)  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers shall  be  responsible  for  providing  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area 
of  stewardship  development  and  Cooperative  Program  promotion. 

(4)  BIBLE  TEACHING  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to 
the  churches  in  their  Bible  Teaching  Programs. 

(5)  CHURCH  LIBRARY  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to 
the  churches  in  their  Church  Library  Programs. 

(6)  CHURCH  TRAINING  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by 
a  Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance 
to  the  churches  in  their  Church  Training  Programs. 

(7)  CHURCH  MUSIC  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to 
the  churches  in  their  Church  Music  Program. 

(8)  BROTHERHOOD  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a  Di- 
rector and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to  the 
churches  in  their  Brotherhood  Program. 

(9)  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  PROGRAM.  This  program 
shall  be  led  by  a  Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to 
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DIRECTOR  LIBRARY  SERVICES

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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

MECKLENBURG   BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I  — NAME 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associ- 
ation. It  may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  —  COMPOSITION 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be 
composed  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  messen- 
gers according  to  the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one  hundred 
members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor; 
churches  with  more  than  one  hundred  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  addition- 
al messenger  for  every  one  hundred  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed 
ten  messengers,  including  the  pastor. 

ARTICLE  III  — PURPOSE 

Section  1.  This  association  is  a  self-determining  Baptist  body,  created 
and  sustained  by  the  churches  affiliated  with  her  and  responsible  to  them 
through  their  messengers. 

Section  2.     Through  this  body,  the  churches  seek  to: 

( 1 )  Foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice, 

(2)  Give   and    receive   assistance   in   achieving   the   purposes   of   the   member 
churches, 

( 8 )    Engage    in    direct,    cooperative    mission    activities    wliich    cannot    be    ac- 
complished by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Statistician,  Bible  Teaching  Director,  Brotherhood  Director, 
Church  Music  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Church  Library  Director, 
and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from 
the  floor  and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot  at  each  annual 
meeting.  The  other  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  associational  board  upon 
nomination  by  the  board  nominating  committee  no  later  than  the  June  meet- 
ing. Nominations  by  the  committee  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the 
floor.  All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  associational 
meeting  in  which  they  are  elected,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors 
are  named. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body  and 
appoint  committees  as  are  required  by  this  constitution.  He  shall  also  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall 
be  elected  for  one  term  and  cannot  immediately  succeed  himself  after  the 
second  successive  term.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Moderator,  and  may  act  for  the  Moderator  as  they  may  agree  to  do. 

Section  4.     The  clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of 
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the  churches  affihated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical 
after  adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the  records 
of  the  churches  on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  report  to  the 
association  such  other  statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

ARTICLE  V  —  ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD 

Section  1.  The  associational  board  shall  be  composed  of  (1)  one  lay 
member  for  every  church,  plus  an  additional  member  for  each  additional  1000 
members  or  fraction  thereof,  (2)  the  pastor  of  each  cooperating  church,  (3) 
all  elected  officers  of  the  association,  (4)  the  chairmen  of  all  board  com- 
mittees, ( 5 )  the  minister  of  education  or  associate  pastor  from  the  cooperating 
churches.  Retired  ministers  who  are  members  of  a  cooperating  church  shall  be 
honorary  members  and  may  speak  in  its  sessions,  but  may  not  vote. 

Section  2.  The  associational  Board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  in- 
terim. The  operation  of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  con- 
stitution of  the  association  and  the  constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the 
board  and  that  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  PROCEDURE 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  three  committees  relating  to 
the  annual  meeting.  They  are:  (1)  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  (2)  Reso- 
lutions Committee,  and   (3)  Program  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the 
second  day  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  associa- 
tion during  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  MISSIONS  POLICY 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting 
of  new  churches  and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  howe\'er,  that  the  initia- 
tive for  beginning  such  is  an  associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek 
the  leadership  of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  co- 
ordination in  what  is  otherwise  a  church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  by 
the  churches  which  make  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  policies  or 
actions  of  the  association  should  therefore  respect  the  integrity  of  the  co- 
operating churches  and  associational  mission  endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but  does 
seek  to  encourage  all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for  effecting 
an  orderly  growth  and  for  maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  asso- 
ciation. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their 
own  membership  policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to 
Baptist  policy. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  con\'ene  annually  at  a  time  and  on  a  day  to  be 
determined  at  the  direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board  and 
publicized  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time 
for  publication  in  the  Minutes  of  the  association.

2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  first  of  each  year  and 
close  September  30th  of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order, 
Revised. 

4.  The  reports  to  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the 
associational  board,  shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  All  churches  desiring  admission  into  the  Association  shall  present 
their  request  to  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  for  examination  and  recommenda- 
tion to  the  board  or  the  association.  Any  church  recommended  for  admission  to 
the  association  will  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  one  year. 

6.  If  any  church  in  the  association  is  delinquent  for  two  successive  years 
in  filing  an  Associational  Letter,  it  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the  association 
upon  recommendation  by  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  and  action  by  the  asso- 
ciation to  this  effect. 

7.  All  Churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  shall  be  Churches  who 
use  the  New  Testament  as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  policy  and 
require  that  all  candidates,  who  are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water,  on 
the  basis  of  belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  mem- 
bership. 

8.  The  Ry-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  present. 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD,  INC. 

This  is  to  certify,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves 
into  a  religious,  non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of 
the  state  of  North  Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  North  Carolina  entitled:  "CORPORATIONS,"  and  the  applicable  subsections 
thereunder  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to  that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I  ~  NAME 

The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be,  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tional Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  — LOCATION 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Char- 
lotte, N.  C. 

ARTICLE  III  —  OBJECTS  AND  PURPOSES 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed 
are: 

( 1 )  To  foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  To  give  and  receive  assistance  in  achieving  the  purposes  of  the  member 
churches, 

(3)  To  engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which   cannot  be  ac- 
complished by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  — POWERS 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall  have 
power  to  create  indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  lease,  convey  and  receive 
as  gifts,  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  all  other  and  additional  powers 
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necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into  execution  the  forgoing  powers  and  pur- 
poses, the  same  as  a  natural  person  might  do  or  could  do. 

Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in  the 
same  name  of  the  corporation  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  attested 
by  the  Secretary,  when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  members 
at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either 
regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation  and 
the  Amendments  thereto  and  Resolutions  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.  at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  member- 
ship shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  North  Carolina,  who  have  been  duly  elected 
to  serve  on  the  Associational  Board  as  prescribed  in  Article  V,  Section  1,  of 
the  constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and 
administered  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  which 
shall  be  vested  with  the  usual  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corpora- 
tion under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  said  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  its 
members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its  meetings. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on  all 
matters  coming  before  said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote  of  a 
quorum  of  the  members  shall  constitute  corporate  action. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice- 
president,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  at  the  first 
meeting  following  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  shall  continue 
in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  Nominations  shall 
be  presented  by  the  board  nominating  committee,  but  shall  not  preclude  nomi- 
nations from  the  floor. 

Section  2.  The  address  of  the  Registered  Office  of  the  corporation  is 
2140  Commonwealth  Avenue,  Charlotte,  Mecklenburg  County,  North  Caro- 
lina, and  the  name  of  the  Registered  Agent  of  the  corporation  at  such  address 
is  S.   Lawrence  Childs,  Jr.,   Superintendent  of  Missions  or  his   successor. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  COMMITTEES  AND  PROGRAMS 

This  corporation  shall  have  the  following  committees  and  programs. 
Section  1.     ADMINISTRATIVE    SERIES 

(1)  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall 
maintain  a  continuing  study  of  the  constitutions  of  the  board  and  the  associa- 
tion and  make  recommendations  to  keep  them  abreast  of  the  time  and  program 
of  the  association. 

(2)  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  advise  and 
assist  the  board  in  its  function.  It  shall  not  in  any  instance  serve  as  a  substitute 
for  or  assert  any  judgment  or  power  over  any  other  committee  of  the  board 
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Its  membership  shall  consist  of:  The  Moderator  of  the  association,  who  shall 
ser\e  as  chairman,  the  \'ice-Moderator,  the  Officers  of  the  board,  the  chair- 
men of  all  board  committees  and  the  directors  of  all  board  programs. 

(3)  FINANCE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
plan,  promote  and  supervise  the  annual  budget  of  the  association,  and  super- 
\ise  the  treasurer  who  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee.  This 
would  include  an  annual  audit  of  the  finances. 

(4)  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall 
nominate  all  associational  officers  except  the  Moderator  and  \'ice-Moderator 
no  later  than  the  June  meeting.  These,  when  approved  by  the  board  shall 
ser\"e  witli  the  committee  in  nominating  all  other  leaders  in  their  various  pro- 
grams. This  committee  shall  also  nominate  Board  officers  and  committee 
chairmen  of  all  committees  at  the  October  meeting.  These,  when  elected  shall 
ser\  e  \\ith  the  committee  in  nominating  all  committee  members  at  the  Novem- 
ber meeting.  The  committee  shall  present  nominations  to  the  board  to  fill  all 
\acancies  that  occur  during  the  year. 

(5^  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE.  This  five  member  committee  shall 
relate  to  all  employed  personnel  of  the  board.  It  shall  be  responsible  for  mak- 
ing recommendations  to  the  board  for  employment  of  staff  personnel,  and 
upon  fa\"orable  action  for  emplo>'ment  by  the  board  shall  emplo\'  personnel. 
This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  gi-ievances.  if  an>-,  of  an>-  staff 
member,  and  seek  proper  methods  of  correction. 

(6)  PROPERTY  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall  super- 
intend the  maintenance  of  the  associational  property. 

Section  2.     CHURCH  DEVELOPMEXT  SERIES 

(1)  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  fifteen  members 
shall  be  responsible  for  gi^"ing  assistance  to  the  e\angelistic  efforts  of  the 
churches  such  as  clinics,  calendaring,  special  emphases  and  crusades. 

(2)  SEMINARY  ENTENSION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five 
members  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting  and  conducting  such 
seminar>-  extension  training  as  may  be  needed. 

(3)  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers shall  be  responsible  for  pro\"iding  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area 
of  stewardship  development  and  Cooperative  Program  promotion. 

(4)  BIBLE  TEACHING  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
Director  and  as  man>-  other  leaders  as  ma>'  be  needed  to  pro\"ide  assistance  to 
tlie  churches  in  their  Bible  Teaching  Programs. 

(5^  CHURCH  LIBRARY  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
director  and  as  man>-  other  leaders  as  ma>-  be  needed  to  pro\ide  assistance  to 
the  churches  in  their  Church  Librar\-  Programs. 

(6^  CHURCH  TRAINING  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by 
a  Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  ma>-  be  needed  to  provide  assistance 
to  the  churches  in  their  Church  Training  Programs. 

^7)  CHURCH  MUSIC  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
Director  and  as  man\-  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  pro\ide  assistance  to 
the  churches  in  their  Church  Music  Program. 

(5)  BROTHERHOOD  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a  Di- 
rector and  as  many  otlier  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to  the 
churches  in  their  Brotherhood  Program. 

[9)  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  PROGRAM.  This  program 
sliall  be  led  b>-  a  Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  ma>-  be   needed  to 
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pro\-ide  assistance  to   the  churches   in  their  \\^oman's   Missionary   Union  Pro- 
grams. 

(TO)  CAMP-RETREAT.  This  committee  of  fifteen  members  shall  be 
responsible  for  giving  assistance  to  the  churches  in  their  retreat  and  camping 
programs. 

Section  3.     MISSIONS  SERIES 

(1)  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen 
member  committee  shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of 
Christian  Social  Ministries. 

(2)  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  commit- 
tee shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  the  Christian  Life. 
It  shall  cooperate  with  the  corresponding  groups  in  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  One  area  of  its  work  shall  be 
human  relations. 

(3)  LANGUAGE  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member 
committee  shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  Language 
Missions.  This  would  include  Spanish,  Indian,  the  Deaf  and  others  as  the 
need  arises. 

(4)  NEW  WORK  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee 
shall  pro\ide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  establishing  new  missions 
and  churches.  Long  range  planning  and  recommendation  of  new  church  sites 
shall  be  their  responsibility. 

(5)  RADIO  AND  T\^  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  commit- 
tee shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  their  Radio  and  T\^  ministries. 

(6)  STUDENT  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  ministr>-  to  students. 

(7)  RESORT  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
pro\'ide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  resort  missions. 

Section  4.     FELLOWSHIP  SERIES 

(1)  MUTUAL  CARE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee 
shall  foster  fellowship,  communication  and  cooperation  among  the  churches. 
It  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  fellowship 
problems.  It  shall  review  applications  for  membership  in  the  association  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  association  or  the  board.  It  shall  seek  to  restore 
fellowship  with  churches  that  may  become  delinquent,  and  if  their  efforts  fail, 
may  recommend  that  such  a  church  lose  its  affiliation  with  the  association. 

(2)  ORDINATION  ADMSORY  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member 
committee  shall  counsel  with  the  churches  and  ministerial  candidates,  as  re- 
quested, concerning  examination  and  recommendation  for  ordination  to  the 
gospel  ministry. 

Section  5.  The  corporation  shall  have  such  other  committees  as  are 
authorized  by  resolution  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational 
Board,  Inc. 

Section  6.  The  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  select  from  its 
membership  or  from  the  membership  of  any  churches  who  are  members  of 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  individuals  to  serve  on  any  and  all  of  its 
regular  committees  or  special  committees  and  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prohibit  any  member  of  any  cooperating  church  from  serving  on 
such  committees.

PROCEEDINGS 

OF  THE 

EIGHTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  SESSION 

OF  THE 

MECKLENBURG   BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

(Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  until  1935) 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 
October  19,  1972 

1.  The  Eighty-seventh  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Bap- 
tist Association  met  with  the  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Char- 
lotte, North  Carolina,  Thursday  afternoon,  October  19,  1972,  at  4:00 
o'clock,  with  Moderator  Grady  Faulk,  presiding. 

2.  Tlie  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  was  organized  in  the 
year  1886.  The  Preacher  and  the  Moderator  were  one.  Rev.  E.  C. 
Williams.  The  Clerk  was  J.  M.  McCurdy.  At  the  annual  session  of  1935, 
held  at  the  Durham  Memorial  Church,  the  churches  of  Cabarrus  County 
were  granted  letters  to  form  the  Cabarrus  Association. 

3.  This  is  the  fifth  time  that  the  Association  has  met  with  the 
Pritchard  Memorial  Church,  the  last  time  being  in  1947.  The  church 
began  in  the  year  1901,  and  from  the  first  was  destined  to  be  one  of 
the  leaders  in  local  and  associational  work. 

Pritchard  Memorial  has  a  membership  of  2,511,  with  1,648  in 
Bible  Study  and  505  in  the  Training  Union.  The  W.  M.  U.  numbers  257 
and  the  last  Vacation  Bible  School  enrolled  562.  The  church  reports 
500  tithers,  and  these  with  others  helped  the  church  to  receive 
$371,134.00  over  the  past  year. 

4.  The  Theme  adopted  for  the  annual  meeting  was  "Living  the 
Spirit  of  Christ  in  Faith  and  Conquest." 

5.  Earl  Norris,  Minister  of  Education  and  Music  at  the  Derita 
Church,  opened  the  first  session  with  the  singing  of  hymn— "Praise  Him! 
Praise  Him!"  Nancy  Matheson,  of  the  Pritchard  Memorial  Church  was 
at  the  organ. 

6.  B.  C.  Tschudy,  pastor  of  the  Woodlawn  Church,  read  the  13th 
chapter  of  First  Corinthians  and  offered  prayer. 

7.  Moderator  Faulk  recognized  Frank  R.  Moore,  pastor  of  the 
East  Church,  and  Chairman  of  the  Program  Committee,  who  introduced 
the  following  motion,  "that  the  messengers  present  and  those  who  may 
later  attend,  who  have  been  duly  elected  by  churches  conforming  to 
our  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  constitute  the  Eighty-Seventh  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  business  and 
hearing  reports;  and  that  the  program  as  printed  and  in  the  hands  of 
the  messengers,  be  the  official  order  of  business,  with  whatever  changes 
may  be  found  necessary."  The  motion  was  adopted. 

8.  Moderator  Grady  Faulk  declared  the  session  opened  and  wel- 
comed those  present,  which  included  messengers,  visitors  and  the  co- 
operating pastors. 

9.  Previously  elected  Moderator  Wm.  A.  Wallace  of  the  Woodlawn 
Church,  resigned  from  his  work  here  and  moved  to  the  Gaston  Associ- 
ation. Grady  Faulk,  pastor  at  Stough  Memorial  Church  and  Vice-Moder- 
ator, became  the  new  Moderator. 
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10.  James  S.  Potter,  pastor  of  the  Pritchard  Memorial  Church  wel- 
comed those  present  and  offered  the  facilities  of  the  church  as  well  as 
the  open  arms  of  his  people. 

11.  The  moderator  appointed  the  following  committees:

12.  New  pastors  and  church  staff  personnel  coming  to  the  churches 
of  the  Association  during  the  pa^t  year,  were  asked  by  the  moderator 
to  come  forward  and  be  officially  welcomed.  Presented  were:  Pastors, 
Chantilly,  Roy  E.  Capehart;  Clear  Creek,  John  L.  Grass;  Hopewell,  Fred 
Leon  Herring;  Pineville  Road,  Paul  Warner;  Westover,  Alvin  Zeigler; 
Woodlawn,  B.  C.  Tschudy;  Associate  Minister  at  Carmel,  Gary  Bradley; 
Minister  of  Music  at  Mulberry,  David  Goggin;  Youth  Director  at  Prit- 
chard Memorial,  Tommy  Puckett. 

13.  Lawrence  Childs,  Superintendent  of  Missions,  introduced  Roger 
Williams  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  who  came  representing  the 
North  Carolina  Christian  Social  Services.  He  ably  presented  the  cause 
of  the  Children's  Homes,  the  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist 
Hospital.  He  challenged  the  messengers  to  'still  care',  and  prayed  that 
God  would  keep  us  from  'compassion  fatigue.' 

14.  Moderator  Faulk,  recognized  Joe  Burnette,  Minister  of  Educa- 
tion at  the  First  Church  and  President  of  the  Associational  Board,  to 
bring  the  Board's  report.  Portions  of  the  report  are  included  in  each 
of  the  three  sessions. 

REPORT  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONAL 
BOARD  TO  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  Associational  Board  met  in  a  called  session  November  2,  1971  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing.  Joe  Burnette,  Minister  of  Education  of  First 
Baptist  Church,  was  elected  President.  Other  officers  were:  Frank  Marks 
as  Vice-Chairman;  Marion  Epps  as  Secretary,  Leslie  J.   Horton  as  Treasurer. 

This  has  been  another  good  year  for  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 
The  work  of  the  past  few  years  certainly  gives  promise  of  some  great  days 
ahead  for  the  Baptists  of  Mecklenburg  County. 

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  YEAR 

1.  Early  in  the  year  final  approval  was  given  to  the  changing  of  the 
constitution  of  the  Association  and  the  Board.  This  was  a  real  step  forward 
in  making  our  association  workable  in  this  day  and  time. 

2.  It  was  with  regret  that  in  our  January  meeting  we  received  the 
resignation  of  our  Moderator,  William  Wallace.  It  was,  however,  with  joy 
that  Grady  Faulk,  vice-moderator,  was  named  moderator.  Both  of  these  men 
have  led  us  in  a  fine  way  this  year. 
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3.  In  our  February  meeting  recognition  was  given  to  Mrs.  Joel  Williams. 
She  was  the  former  Mrs.  Mary  Phifer  who  had  served  as  secretary  of  tlie 
associational  office  for  19  years.  She  had  meant  much  to  our  work  and  the 
lovely  silver  service  set  was  only  a  small  way  we  could  say  thanks. 

We  welcomed  Mrs.  Elaine  Kessler  as  the  new  secretary.  We  have  been 
gratified  at  her  coming,  and  she  has  assumed  this  place  in  a  very  fine  way. 

4.  In  our  April  meeting  approval  was  given  to  negotiate  a  loan  for  not 
more   than   $20,000   for   building   needs   at   Sharon    Mission. 

5.  A  very  significant  plan  of  work  was  i^resented  in  our  May  meeting. 
It  was  Mission  Partners,  a  plan  whereby  many  of  our  people  can  have  a  part 
in  buying  new  land  and  beginning  new  churches  in  our  association.  This  plan 
should  receive  more  emphasis  in  our  Churches  in  the  near  future.  It  can  mean 
so  very  much  to  our  Baptist  work. 

6.  Approval  was  given  in  the  June  meeting  for  the  signing  of  a  contract 
to  begin  the  new  building  at  Sharon  Mission. 

7.  In  the  July  meeting  the  largest  budget  in  our  history  was  approved. 
This  really  involves  our  churches  in  doing  more  in  financial  support  of  the 
work. 

8.  In  the  October  meeting  we  leased  the  property  adjacent  to  our  present 
associational  office  property.  It  is  anticipated  this  will  be  bought  in  the  future 
and  provide  better  space  for  more  adequate  office  facilities. 

It  was  in  this  meeting  Frank  Marks,  Pastor  of  Eastern  Hills,  was  elected 
new  Board  President.  He  will  provide  us  splendid  leadership  this  next  year. 

We  are  more  grateful  each  day  for  the  leadership  of  Lawrence  Childs. 
Under  his  capable  guidance  and  the  strength  supplied  by  God;  we  can  make 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  one  of  the  most  fruitful  for  the  cause  of 
Christ  in  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

It  has  been  a  real  privilege  and  honor  to  serve  as  president  of  the  past 
two  years.  I  pray  you  will  give  Frank  Marks  the  same  kind  of  support. 

15.  W.  E.  Entrekin,  Chairman  of  the  Ordination  Advisory  Committee, 
gave  a  report:

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

Xear  to  the  heart  of  God  is  the  passionate  throh  of  personal  e\angeHsm. 
The  servant  of  God  who  adorns  himself  in  tlie  "Cloak  of  e\'angeHsm"  is  a 
servant  who  knows  that  which  brings  ]0>-  to  the  heart  of  God.  If  I  understand 
tlie  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord,  it  is  couched  and  clothed  in  the  work  of 
evangelism.  Every  Christian's  job,  his  greatest  privilege  and  responsibilit>- 
is  to  let  the  Son  of  God  work  in  and  through  us  to  e\angelize  the  world. 

The  question  which  we  face  in  this  hour  is:  \\'hat  are  we  doing  towai'd 
the  fact  of  granting  God  the  pri\-ilege  of  translating  into  realit\".  this  high 
calling  of  Plis  in  e\angelism?  Are  we  relating  ourselves  positively  to  tlie 
admonition  of  the  Psalmist  when  he  said.  "They  that  sow  in  tears  shall 
reap  in  joy.  He  that  goeth  forth  and  weepeth.  bearing  precious  seed,  shall 
doubtless  come  again  with  rejoicing,  bringing  his  shea\'es  with  him."  (Psalm 
126:5-6) 

Let  us  look  briefh-  at  our  record.  All  churches  in  North  CcUolina  Baptist 
Con\-ention  last  \ear  had  a  ratio  of  baptisms  to  membership  of  1—  35+ ■  This 
means  that  on  an  a\'erage  last  >ear  it  took  35 -|-  church  members  a  whole 
year  to  win  one  person  to  Christ.  Last  >ear  ^^■e  reported  29,713  baptisms 
throughout  our  state.  This  is  great  because  we  ha^■e  changed  the  downward 
trend.  We  baptized  in  1970  27,281.  In  1971  we  baptized  29,713.  In  1969  we 
baptized  27,935. 

In  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  last  >ear  the  ratio  of  baptisms 
to  membership  was  1  to  28.  Total  baptisms  in  our  association  in  1971  were 
1494.   This  >"ear  the  churches  reported    1430  baptisms. 

It  is  my  deep  concern,  as  well  as  \ours.  that  we  step  up  our  plans 
and  methods  in  evangelism  in  order  for  us  to  ^^■in  the  multitudes  to  identit>- 
\\-ith  Jesus  Christ.  I  belie\e  this  is  indicated  b>-  the  6,000  youths  and  adults 
in  425  churches  in  North  Carolina  who  participated  in  Lay  Evangelism 
Schools  and  Pastors'  retreats.  Fort>-two  associations  alread>-  have  confirmed 
dates  for  schools  in  1972-73.  I  thank  God  for  this  excellent  response  in  lay 
witnessing. 

0\-er  2,400  pastors  and  lay  persons  attended  the  26th  Statewide  E\ange- 
lism  Conference  in  Fa\ette\-ille  last  Februar\-.  Special  conferences  on  evange- 
lism were  held  and  e\-er\-  conference  was  well   attended. 

Our  first  assembh'  for  our  >outh  in  training  in  E\angelism  was  held 
June  12-16  at  Southport.  This  workshop  registered  600  in  attendance  and  on 
Friday  e\-ening  113  >outh  made  different  kinds  of  public  decisions  in  Jesus 
Christ.  To  God  be  the  glor>'. 

Our  Department  of  Evangelism,  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Dr.  ^^'m. 
Lamb  and  Jimm>-  D.  Hinson  is  providing  for  us  tlie  means  through  the  \MX 
materials,  various  conferences,  youth  raUies  and  e\-angelistic  crusades  toward 
fulfilling  the  Great  Connnission  in  which  evangelism  is  at  its  center. 

Let  us  pray  earnestl>-  for  the  leadership  of  the  Hoh"  Spirit  in  the  total 
ministry  of  evangelism  in  North  Carolina,  our  nation   and  our  world.

19.  George  H.  Moore,  Chairman  of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee, 
gave  his  report  accompanied  by  colored  slides  of  the  churches  men- 
tioned in  the  report.  Motion  was  made  to  receive  the  churches,  and 
a  favorable  vote  followed. 

REPORT  OF  MUTUAL  CARE  COMMITTEE 

The  Mutual  Care  Committee  is  comx)osed  of  fifteen  members.  This 
committee  was  organized  as  follows:

Secretary  Marion  R.  Epps 

The  Committee  was  divided  into  three  sub-committees: 

1.  Committee  on  Problems  of  Fellowship 

2.  Committee  on  New  Churches 

3.  Committee  on  Re-enlistment 

The  Mutual  Care  Committee  voted  to  accept  the  letter  from  the  Park 
Road  Baptist  Church  informing  us  that  they  no  longer  (pialify  for  member- 
ship in  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Two  churches  have  requested  help  and  counsel  concerning  internal 
problems,  which  was  given  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  Associational  Office  be  authorized 
to  publish  a  prayer  calendar  for  the  churches  and  that  we  request  the 
churches  to  publish  the  names  of  the  churches  each  week.  Prayer  is  also 
requested  for  them  at  each  mid-week  prayer  service. 

Three  churches  have  requested  membership  in  the  Association.  The 
committee  met  with  the  pastors  and  other  representatives  from  these  churches 
several  times. 

The  Mutual  Care  Committee  now  recommends  that  the  following 
churches  be  received  under  the  watch  care  of  the  Association  for  at  least  one 
year: 

1.  The  Pineville  Road  Baptist  Church 

2.  The  Albemarle  Road  Baptist  Church 

3.  The  Southview  Baptist  Church 

20.  The  pastors  and  members  of  the  Pineville  Road,  Albemarle  Road 
and  Southview  Baptist  Churches  were  invited  to  stand  for  recognition. 

21.  WiUiam  Cooper  of  the  Pritchard  Memorial  Church,  gave  some 
welcome  information  concerning  the  noon-time  meal. 

22.  With  Nancy  Matheson  at  the  organ  and  led  by  Earl  Norris  the 
messengers  sang  'He  Hideth  My  Soul.' 

23.  Jerri  King  and  Sarah  Watson  of  the  Pritchard  Memorial  Church, 
added  much  to  the  session  by  singing  'My  Faith  Looks  Up  to  Thee.' 

24.  Howard  H.  Carlton,  pastor  of  the  Westview  Church  read  se- 
lected scripture  from  Numbers  13:   17-30,  and  John  20:    19-21. 
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25.  Spurgeon  M.  Dorton,  pastor  of  the  Huntersville  Church, 
preached  the  annual  sermon.  His  subject  was  'Let  Us  Possess  the  Land.' 

'Ours  is  a  beautiful  land  of  city,  village  and  or)en  country, 
but  we  have  not  possessed  it  for  Jesus.  When  we  examine  this 
land,  the  physical  boundaries  should  be  ignored,  for  we  are  to 
see  people,  souls.  Where  we  see  the  lost,  we  are  to  go  after 
them;  to  possess  them  for  Christ. 

In  our  land  we  find  drug  users,  prostitutes,  homosexuals, 
stealers,  murderers,  abusers  of  sex,  husbands  not  faithful, 
wives  not  true,  chronic  drunks  on  the  streets,  criminal  minds 
forgotten  behind  bars,  sharp-minded  business  men,  false  sales- 
men, purchasers  who  give  a  kick-back,  harsh  employers,  un- 
fair employees.  These  are  all  part  of  the  land  into  which 
Christ  sends  us.  These  are  wanted  by  the  Lord  Jesus  for  His 
Kingdom.  We  are  weak  spiritually,  we  are  fearful  of  the 
strength  of  the  Devil,  but  have  we  not  forgotten  that  all  power 
belongs  to  Christ. 

Why  reach  out  to  possess  the  land?  Because  sin  afflicts  peo- 
ple precious  to  the  Lord.' 

26.  Moderator  Crady  Faulk  indicated  that  he  wished  to  make  a 
very  special,  and  a  very  pleasant  presentation.  He  asked  that  Dr.  C.  C. 
Warren  and  Dr.  Carl  E.  Bates  come  forward.  He  said  that  inquiry  had 
been  made  to  see  if  any  other  Baptist  Association  had  the  honor  of 
producing  two  presidents  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  This  in- 
formation appeared  negative.  Standing  here  before  us  are  the  two 
past-presidents,  and  we  want  to  honor  them!  Appropriately  inscribed 
plaques  were  handed  to  them.  Both  replied  with  the  meekness  of  Moses 
Toby  Druin  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  took  a  picture  of  Drs.  Warren 
and  Bates,  together  with  Crady  Faulk,  Moderator,  and  Lawrence 
Childs,   Superintendent  of  Missions. 

27.  Prayer  ended  the  first  session,  as  the  messengers  turned  to  the 
enjoyment  of  the  evening  meal. 

THURSDAY  NIGHT  SESSION 

28.  Earl  Norris  led  in  the  singing  of  a  hymn  as  the  session  opened. 

29.  The  theme  for  this  part  of  the  annual  meeting  was  "Faith  and 
Conquest  in  Mecklenburg  County." 

30.  Roy  E.  Capehart,  pastor  of  Chantilly  Church  read  the  scripture 
and  led  in  prayer. 

3L  Superintendent  of  Missions,  Lawrence  Childs,  made  some  strik- 
ing observations  and  offered  some  helpful  suggestions.  Regular  and 
sincere  prayer  is  a  must  for  our  churches  and  their  needs.  Plans  were 
outlined  to  see  that  this  was  done.  Consideration  might  be  given  to 
holding  pastors'  meetings  at  night,  so  many  working  pastors  might  be 
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able  to  attend.  We  should  find  new  ways  for  improving  the  fellowship 
among  our  membership.  New  churches  need  to  be  started  in  needful 
communities.  The  outreach  endeavors  of  all  our  churches  need  stepping 
up,  and  lay  people  are  most  important  just  here.  The  bus  ministry 
has  proven  most  effective  in  some  areas.  We  need  to  get  back  to  the 
basics  in  Sunday  school  work.  Bible  studying  people  need  to  be  fed 
when  they  come.  We  are  concerned  with  both  the  quantity  and  the 
quality. 

32.  Joe  Burnette,  President  of  the  Associational  Board,   announced 
the  continuation  of  the  Board's  report. 

33.  W.  Henry  Crouch,  Chairman  of  the  New  Work  Committee  and 
pastor  at  the  Providence  Church,  presented  a  report. 


NEW  WORK  COMMITTEE 

1971-72  ™^ 

Our  committee  has  sought  to  investigate  possibilities  for  new  church 
sites  in  Mecklenburg  County.  Limited  by  "no  funds"  the  task  has  resulted  in 
no  new  building  sites  this  associational  year.  We  do  have  a  sub-committee 
investigating    a   possible    new    church    site    near    the    UNC-C    campus. 

The  Sharon  Road  Mission  has  matured  and  with  the  aid  of  Providence 
Baptist  Cluurch  has  started  construction  on  a  temporary  auditorium  to  be 
completed  about  Christmas.  They  now  have  112  members  and  should  in  1973 
become  an  autonomous  Baptist  church. 

We  have  received  aid  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  the  follow- 
ing situations  during  the  year:  Long  Creek  Pastoral  Aid,  $552.00;  Sharon 
Mission  Pastoral  Aid,  $2,040;  McKee  Road  property,  $1,500;  Sharon  Road 
property,  $2,000;  and  Steele  Creek  property,  $1,000.  We  anticipate  continued 
aid  for  the  coming  year  to  Sharon  and  McKee  Road  projects. 

We  have  "for  sale"  signs  up  on  the  Shopton  Road  property  and  hope  to 
sell  during  the  coming  year.  Land  values  in  this  part  of  the  county  are 
expected  to  accelerate  as  Carowinds   opens  in   the   spring. 

Our  property  on  McKee  Road  will  be  t]"ie  next  place  for  our  focus. 
Decisions  as  to  another  church  in  this  area  on  the  Southeast  will  occupy  our 
attention  next  year. 

The  new  program  launched  by  the  committee  has  been  the  Mecklenburg 
Mission  Partners  plan  to  provide  down  payment  funds  for  new  sites.  Started 
this  year  we  have  52  individuals  already  signed  up  with  $883.00  pledged 
twice  annually.  Our  goal  is  for  2,000  Baptists  to  be  a  part  of  this  partnership 
venture  to  provide  churches  for  our  growing  population.  The  price  of  land 
has  skyrocketed  and  this  seems  to  be  our  only  chance  to  tie  down  sites  that 
will  be  needed  for  the  future.  Brochures  are  available  and  we  strongly  suggest 
that  this  matter  become  a  source  of  prayer,  concern,  and  action  by  each 
church.  Members  of  this  committee  will  be  happy  to  come  to  any  church 
for  a  presentation  on  this  plan.  Materials  for  promotion  are  available  in  the 
Associational  Office. 
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34.  Ernest  W.  Glass,  Chairman  of  the  Christian  Life  Committee  and 
pastor  at  Shamrock  Drive  Church,  gave  a  report  for  his  committee  and 
requested  that  churches  furnish  the  names  of  persons  who  can  help  in 
this  area. 

CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE 

In  this  the  first  year  of  the  Christian  Life  Committee,  your  Committee 
has  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  on  determining  the  goals  and  objectives  of  the 
Committee.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Committee  that  our  task  is  that  of  assisting 
churches  in  the  application  of  Christian  principles  in  the  areas  of  ( 1 )  Family 
Affairs  (2)  Race  Relations  (3)  Daily  Work  (4)  Moral  Issues  and  (5) 
Christian  Citizenship.  We  encouraged  churches  to  observe  Race  Relations 
Sunday  and  Christian  Home  Week. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  an  Associational  Family  Life  Conference  for 
May  1,  1973. 

Your  Committee  has  compiled  a  list  of  resource  persons  available  to 
speak  to  churches  or  organizations  within  the  churches  in  the  area  of  Family 
Life  and  Citizenship,  Juvenile  Delinquency  and  Alcohol  and  Drug  Abuse. 
We  realize  that  this  list  is  very  limited.  With  your  assistance  it  can  be  greatly 
expanded. 

35.  Aubrey  Patterson,  Chairman  of  the  Student  Committee  and 
pastor  at  Carmel  Church,  briefly  mentioned  the  scope  of  the  committee's 
work,  and  introduced  Quentin  M.  Perreault,  who  looks  after  our  Bap- 
tist work  on  the  University  of  North  Carolina-Charlotte  campus.  He 
mentioned  that  about  one-third  of  the  5,000  school  enrolment  was 
either  Baptist  or  held  Baptist  preference.  This  constitutes  a  worthy 
challenge  to  Mecklenburg  Baptists.  He  introduced  Mr.  Westbrook  of 
the  campus  B.  S.  U.,  who  presented  other  interesting  information. 
He  gave  thanks  for  prayerful  and  financial  support. 

36.  Spurgeon  M.  Dorton,  Chairman  of  Resort  Ministries  Com- 
mittee, made  report  for  his  committee. 

REPORT  OF  RESORT  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 

The  Associational  year  of  1971-1972  was  the  first  year  for  the  Resort 
Ministries  Committee  to  function.  1971-72  was  a  year  for  observation  and 
learning  with  a  modest  beginning  in  the  work. 

We  met  with  Mr.  Roy  Smith,  Director  of  Town  and  Country  and  Semi- 
nary Extension  in  our  North  Carolina  State  Baptist  Convention  who  works 
in  the  area  of  Resort  Ministries.  We  met  with  a  similar  committee  working 
in  the  South  Yadkin  Association.  We  toured  the  points  in  which  that  com- 
mittee is  now  working. 

In  the  Mecklenburg  Association  we  examined  a  number  of  areas  for 
possible  work.  Among  these  areas  were  several  on  Lake  Norman,  Freedom 
Park  in  Charlotte,  and  several  areas  on  the  Catawba  River.  Our  committee 
placed  several  church  singing  groups  in  touch  with  operators  of  resort  areas. 
Mulberry  Church  is  to  be  commended  for  a  regularly  scheduled  service  begun 
this  spring  on  the  river. 
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Discussion  with  young  people  already  at  work  in  major  resort  areas 
in  our  state  have  indicated  the  potential  for  our  work  is  great.  Their  en- 
thusiasm is  significant. 

Resort  areas  in  Mecklenburg  have  significant  population  on  weekends. 
Our  ministry  to  them  must  be  made  on  this  basis.  Many  churches  have 
singing  and  testimonial  groups  which  can  make  a  large  contribution  to  the 
resort  ministry. 

37.  Cecil  W.  Seagle,  Chairman  of  the  Christian  Social  Ministries 
Committee,  and  pastor  at  Mulberry  Church,  presented  his  report.  He 
made  motion  that  the  three  recommendations  included  at  the  close  of 
the  report  be  adopted.  A  favorable  vote  followed. 


CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 
1971-72  REPORT 

An  exciting  and  rewarding  year  of  work  has  been  completed  in  the 
area  of  Christian  Social  Ministries.  The  Rev.  Lloyd  B.  Hales,  Mecklenburg 
Baptists'  Christian  Social  Ministries  Director,  has  pioneered  with  several 
exciting  projects.  His  dedication  to  the  cause  of  Christ  is  evidenced  in  these 
projects  across  the  city. 

His  ministry  and  that  of  the  committee  began  with  an  exploration  of  a 
possible  ministry  through  the  Juvenile  Court  system.  Mr.  Hales  and  Mr. 
Childs  first  met  with  Judge  Abernathy  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  providing 
assistance  to  young  people  in  trouble.  The  meetings  ultimately  included  Mr. 
Eugene  Deal  and   Mr.   Louby  Fields   of   the   counseling   system. 

Volunteer  committees  to  work  with  young  people  in  trouble  were  sug- 
gested. To  this  date  there  are  six  (6)  committees  now  functioning  with 
three   ( 3 )   more  to  be  trained  in  the  near  future. 

Work  with  the  courts  has  been  at  times  painfully  slow.  Mr.  Hales  has 
spent  many  hours  working  through  endless  details.  With  massive  case-loads 
the  court  counselors  are  going  to  look  more  and  more  to  the  volunteers  for 
assistance  in  meeting  the  needs  of  these  young  people. 

Other  ministries  have  been  inaugurated  through  the  Christian  Social 
Ministries  Committee. 

A  day  care  kindergarten  workshop  was  planned  and  carried  out  January 
27,  28  in  cooperation  with  the  Calvary  Baptist  Church.  Information  and 
training  was  shared  with  participating  churches  concerning  a  ministry  with 
children. 

An  effort  to  up-date  the  clinical  training  of  pastors  was  made  through 
an  over-night  retreat  May  16  &  17.  Dr.  Herb  Zerof  spent  more  than  fifteen 
(15)  hours  with  the  pastors  in  training.  From  these  sessions  have  come  an 
effort  at  continuing  the  training  begun  in  May. 

Tenth  Street  Mission  became  the  focal  point  for  a  summer  VBS  pro- 
ject with  Shamrock  Drive  Baptist  Church  providing  the  leadership.  Children 
were  given  the  opportunity  of  hearing  of  Christ's  love  for  all  men  through  this 
effort. 
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The  future  is  bright,  the  dreams  for  greater  ministries  endless.  Projections 
for  the  future  inchide  a  Literacy  workshop  that  will  provide  trained  volunteers 
for  those  who  cannot  read  or  write,  or  who  do  so  with  great  difficulty.  The 
schools  have  sought  and  are  seeking  those  who  can  provide  help  to  those 
who  need  it  most.  The  tutoring  service  can  be  multi-faceted  in  that  great 
use  could  be  made  of  the  skills  learned  by  providing  help  to  those  who  are 
no  longer  school  age,  but  who  do  not  read  or  write. 

Mission  VBS,  a  medical  program  and  various  other  inner-city  projects 
are  being  considered  for  the  coming  yeai".  The  needs  are  over-whelming.  Your 
concern  and  prayers  are  needed. 

The   Christian    Social    Ministries    Committee    recommends    the    following: 

1.  That  suggestions  for  ministries  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  growing  city 
be  shared  with  the  Rev.  Lloyd  B.  Hales  or  the  committee  chairman. 

2.  That  each  church  prayerfully  consider  means  and  methods  of  sharing 
the  Biblical  "cup  of  cold  water"  with  those  in  their  immediate  neigh- 
borhood. 

3.  That  you  join  this  committee  in  praying  for  a  greater  vision  of  ministry 
to  this  great  city. 

38.  Lloyd  Hales,  Director  of  Christian  Social  Ministries  for  the 
Mecklenburg  Association,  indicated  a  bright  future  for  Christian  minis- 
tries. Meetings,  conferences  and  programs  have  been  investigated  and 
held.  Literacy  work  is  producing  results.  He  mentioned  sponsoring  of 
refugee  family,  and  felt  that  a  major  step  had  been  taken  in  relation 
to  youth  and  courts  of  the  law.  There  have  been  referrals  to  our  group 
on  a  one-to-one  basis.  The  cit\'  is  waiting  for  a  personal  demonstration 
to  show  that  we  care. 

39.  Wendell  G.  Davis,  Chairman  of  the  Radio  and  TV  Committee, 
and  pastor  at  Midw^ood  Church,  introduced  a  very  fine  report  of  his 
committee's  work. 

REPORT  OF  THE  RADIO  AND  TV  COMMITTEE 

As  the  chasm  between  the  church  and  the  world  about  us  seems  to  grow 
in  depth  and  width,  radio  and  television  are  the  best  means  at  our  disposal 
for  reaching  the  unchurched.  The  majority'  of  people  in  America  never  enter 
the  doors  of  our  churches.  These  mass  media  present  us  an  opportunity 
to  get  their  ears  and  eyes  and  expose  them  to  the  Gospel.  The  work  of  your 
Radio  and  TV  Committee  for  the  past  two  years  has  been  focused  on  the 
production  and  presentation  of  a  devotional  program,  "Let's  Think  It  Over" 
which  is  broadcast  daily  over  Station  WCCB-TV,  Channel  18.  Our  associ- 
ation has  been  given  special  privilege  by  this  station.  No  other  station  in 
Charlotte  has  a  similar  devotional  program  produced  on  the  local  level 
and  no  other  station  in  Charlotte  gives  a  comparable  amount  of  time  for  the 
production  and  broadcasting  of  a  devotional  program.  If  our  association 
had  paid  for  producing  and  televising  this  program  for  the  past  tw^o  years, 
the  production  costs  would  have  been  $20,800  and  the  time  on  the  air 
would  have  cost  $102,000.  We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Cy  Bahakel  and  Station 
WCCB-TV  for  their  generosity  in  making  this  program  possible. 

Our  program  is  shown  twice  daily  as  the  station  comes  on  the  air  in  the 
morning  and  goes  off  at  night.  Sixteen  pastors  make  it  possible  by  producing 
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programs  for  one  week  as  their  turn  comes.  We  seek  to  aim  the  messages  to- 
ward that  multitude  of  people  who  never  sit  in  the  pew  and  hear  a  pastor. 
We  urge  you  to  pray  for  the  work  of  our  committee  and  for  our  pastors  who 
speak  regularly.  We  also  urge  you  to  advertise  the  program  in  your  church 
publications  and  encourage  your  people  to  write  the  station  a  letter  of 
appreciation. 

40.  Chairman  Davis  requested  that  Cy  N.  Bahakel  come  forward. 
He  was  presented  a  plaque  expressing  the  gratitude  of  Mecklenburg 
Baptists  for  service  given  by  himself  and  TV  Station  WCCB. 

41.  Nancy  Kistler,  Statistician  for  the  Mecklenburg  Association, 
reminded  that  figures  represent  persons  and  so  are  most  significant. 
Copies  of  her  report  were  in  the  hands  of  the  messengers,  which  re- 
vealed that  the  Mecklenburg  churches  baptized  1,430  persons  last 
year,  that  2,094  came  into  membership  by  letter  or  on  statement,  and 
also  that,  losses  numbered  2,403.  Total  church  membership  stands  at 
41,530.    $5,789,773   had   been   received   by   the    combined   churches. 

Sunday  schools  with  an  enrolment  of  31,600,  the  W.M.U.  at  5,689, 
V.  B.  S.  reaching  11,086,  and  tithers  to  the  number  of  7,729,  each 
registered  a  gain  over  the  previous  year.  The  Training  Union  with  an 
enrolment  of  6,623  showed  a  loss. 

42.  The  ReaLife  Singers  from  the  Hickory  Grove  Church  thrilled 
the  messengers  with  their  presentation  of  the  Home  Mission  Musical 
"JOY!"  Rev.  Ronald  Luck  was  the  director  and  featured  were  many 
choice  young  people  of  the  Hickory  Grove  Church.  The  ReaLife  Singers 
presented  the  World  Premiere  Performance  of  Joy  at  Ridgecrest  Baptist 
Assembly  at  the  concluding  service  of  Home  Mission  Week  on  Saturday, 
August  26  to  over  2,000.  The  second  and  third  performances  were  given 
at  their  home  church  to  over  1,850.

43.  Music    Director    Earl    Norris    led    in    singing    "At    the    Cross." 
Patricia  Dilhng  was  at  the  organ. 

44.  Lonnie  Starnes,  pastor  of  the  Oak  Grove  Church,  read  Luke  24: 
44-48  and  Matthew  28:   19-20.  He  also  offered  prayer. 

45.  The  theme  for  this  session— "Faith  and  Conquest  in  the  Local 
Church." 

46.  Moderator  Grady  Faulk  recognized  Albert  C.  Helms,  Jr.,  pastor 
of  the  host  Thrift  Church,  who  spoke  ^^'ords  of  welcome  to  the  assembled 
messengers  and  visitors. 

There  has  been  a  healthy  growth  at  the  Thrift  Baptist  Church  for  the 
past  several  years.  There  are  beautiful  new  buildings  to  make  proud  the 
797  members.  Total  receipts  for  the  past  Associational  year  came  to 
$93,714.  The  Sunday  school  experienced  growth,  and  is  at  571.  There 
are  150  tithers.  The  Association  met  last  with  the  Thrift  Church  in  1954. 
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47.  President  of  the  Associational  Board  Joe  Burnette,  was  recog- 
nized to  continue  the  Board's  report. 

48.  James  A.  Lewis,  Chairman  of  the  Seminary  Extension  Com- 
mittee, and  pastor  at  Sunset  Road  Church,  made  report: 

SEMINARY  EXTENSION  REPORT 

1971-72 

The  Seminary  Extension  Committee  started  functioning  again  this  year. 
There  is  a  need  for  continuing  theological  education  and  updating  of  pastoral 
care  methods. 

The  committee,  in  cooperation  with  Mr.  Lloyd  Hales,  sponsored  a  Pas- 
toral Care  Retreat  at  Lake  Norman.  Out  of  this  retreat  a  Pastoral  Counseling 
Seminar  was  begun.  The  seminar  was  led  by  Dr.  Herbert  Zerof. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  a  Pastoral  Leadership  Seminar  on  January  29— 
February  2,  1973.  The  leadership  for  this  seminar  will  be  from  the  Church 
Administration  Department  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  This  will  be  a  joint  meeting  of  pastors  from  Union, 
Gaston,   Cabarrus,    Mecklenburg,    and   York   Association,    South    Carolina. 

Plans  are  being  discussed  for  a  Seminar  Retreat  on  counseling  alcoholics 
and  dealing  with  the  alcohol  problem. 

A  Preparation  Study  for  tlie  1973  January  Bible  Study  is  being  planned. 

We  express  regret  for  the  death  of  Dr.  Ralph  Herring,  a  member  of  our 
committee.  For  many  years  Dr.  Herring  was  head  of  the  Seminary  Extension 
Program  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

49.  With  a  sense  of  great  loss  in  the  home-going  of  Dr.  Ralph 
Herring  both  to  pastors  and  lay  people  of  the  Mecklenburg  Association, 
the  clerk  was  requested  to  write  Mrs.  Herring. 

50.  Larry  H.  Austin,  Church  Training  Director,  presented  his  report, 
and  then  emphasized  Church  Training  with  a  unique  skit. 

CHURCH  TRAINING  REPORT 

The  difference  between  being  and  becoming  is  training.  A  wise  pro- 
fessor once  remarked  that  God's  call  to  preach  included  a  call  to  prepare. 
The  same  can  be  said  of  God's  call  to  every  Christian.  Life-long  preparation 
is  as  real  in  the  Christian  life  as  are  repentance  and  confession. 

Through  today's  Church  Training  organization,  any  church  can  now 
find  the  materials  and  programs  it  needs  to  train  church  members,  church 
leaders,  and  new  church  members  to  become  the  Christians  God  intends  each 
to  be.  Several  new  projects  have  been  produced  by  the  Church  Training  De- 
partment in  Nashville  to  help  churches.  Some  of  these  are  "One  Way  to 
Upgrade,"  "Training  Growth  Projects,"  and  "8)2  Steps  to  Christian  Growth." 

On  an  associational  basis  this  year  we  have  had  three  Church  Training 
projects:  "M"  Night  —  with  a  twist  —  age-group  conferences,  the  Scripture 
Exploring  tournament  for  older  children,  and  a  workshop  for  leaders  in  the 
three  major  thrusts  of  Church  Training. 

To  make  a  difference  in  your  church,  train.  It's  the  Christlike  thing  to  do. 
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51.  Associational  Music  Director,  Earl  Norris,  offered  his  report. 

MUSIC  MINISTRY 

We  have  music  for  the  glory  of  art.  We  hear  songs  which  bring  glory  to 
the  performer.  There  is  much  music  which  glorifies  human  sentiment  and 
emotion.  But  our  greatest  need  is  for  music  to  the  glory  of  God.  John 
McLaren  in  Music,  A  Scripture  Study  relates  "were  we  to  trace  music  from 
its  beginning,  we  should  have  to  go  back  an  eternity— back  to  the  Eternal. 
At  the  very  dawn  of  creation  we  read  that  'the  morning  stars  sang  together 
and  all  the  sons  of  God  shouted  for  joy'  (Job  38:  7).  Music  always  has 
been  and  always  will  be  the  delightful  vehicle  of  expressed  happiness." 

Certainly  music  is  of  great  importance  in  the  Christian  life.  This  is 
especially  true  in  the  churches  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  To 
continue  in  the  development  of  the  musical  hfe  of  our  Association  for  1972-73, 
plans  are  set  forth  as  follows:  a  music  directors'  clinic;  a  music  reading  session; 
offering  of  Ridgecrest  Music  Week  scholarships  to  directors;  an  area  music 
school;  various  evangelism  efforts  through  music;  and  the  possible  develop- 
ment of  an  organized  instrumental  program. 

Much  can  be  done  when  churches  i^repare  themselves  and  combine 
efforts  to  accomplish  His  purposes. 

"For  God  is  the  King  of  all  the  earth:  sing  ye  Draise  with  understanding" 

(Psalm  47:  7). 

52.  Mrs.  Gene  D.  Moore,  W.  M.  U.  Director  for  the  Association, 
gave  an  informative  report  for  this  vital  part  of  our  work. 

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

In  this  year  of  1971-72  Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  sought  to  relate 
to  our  denominational  theme  "Living  the  Spirit  of  Christ  in  Expectancy  and 
Creativity"  through  a  concentrated  effort  of  mission  action  and  family  mis- 
sions. Famihes  have  been  encouraged  to  engage  in  mission  study  and  mission 
action  and  to  pray  and  give  for  missions.  Through  the  mission  action  activities 
we  have  sought  to  minister  and  to  witness  to  those  who  would  not  ordinarily 
be  reached  by  a  church  through  its  regular  program. 

The  year  began  with  a  special  overnight  retreat  with  the  WMU  Council 
studying  the  Associational  WMU  Manual  and  planning  for  the  year's  work. 
Special  mention  was  given  to  this  in  the  State  Associational  Tar  Heel  Leader. 
This  was  followed  by  a  special  Training  Clinic  being  offered  for  all  the 
leadership  of  church  WMU's,  manuals  being  taught  to  each  age  group  leaders 
and  officers.  An  Associational  observance  of  Baptist  Women  Day  of  Prayer 
was  held  and  encouragement  to  each  church  was  made  to  participate  in  the 
Foreign,  Home  and  State  Mission  Week  of  Prayer  and  Offerings.  A  special 
plea  for  100%  participation  of  $1.00  per  WMU  member  to  the  Heck- Jones 
Memorial  Offering  was  made  to  all  the  churches  to  supplement  the  funds 
for  our  State  WMU  work.  Seven  churches  accomplished  this  goal. 

The  Associational  Baptist  Young  Women  had  a  special  mission  action 
project  with  groups   visiting   Community   Hospital   taking   Christmas    baskets. 

Regular  meetings  were  held  each  quarter  by  the  Associational  Acteens 
with  mission  action  projects,  prayer  retreats  and  an  Acteens  Banquet  with 
240  in  attendance. 
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Monthly  meetings  of  the  Associational  WMU  Council  were  held  planning 
and  evaluating  the  work  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  Mecklenburg.  The 
Council  members  attended  WMU  Conferences  at  Ridgecrest  and  special  train- 
ing was  received  at  Fruitland  in  preparation  for  Fall  Leadership  Clinic. 

The  WMU  Director  had  the  privilege  of  attending  the  State  WMU  An- 
nual Meeting  in  Winston-Salem  and  the  National  Meeting  of  WMU,  S.  B.  C. 
in  Philadelphia  and  has  had  the  privilege  of  helping  to  establish  and  strengthen 
WMU  work  in  several  churches  in  Mecklenburg  during  the  year. 

Our  Associational  WMU  Annual  Meeting  had  as  special  guests  Miss 
Phyllis  Thomas,  Missionary  Journeyman  to  French  West  Indies,  and  Rev. 
Carl  Hart,  from  the  Department  of  Chaplaincy  of  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

With  special  emphasis  being  placed  on  Enlistment  and  Enlargement  in 
1972-73  the  Associational  WMU  Council  has  adopted  the  following  goals 
over  the  next  two  years  called  "Giant  Step":  A  WMU  organization  in 
every  church  where  none  exists;  25%  increase  in  total  membership  of  WMU; 
25%  increase  in  total  number  of  age-level  organizations;  and  25%  increase 
in  total  number  of  subscriptions  to  WMU  i^eriodicals.  This  was  adopted  by  the 
Associational  WMU  Council  with  the  belief  that  the  churches  in  Mecklenburg 
Association  will  cooperate  to  reach  these  goals. 

53.  We  heard  about  our  library  work  from  Mrs.  Jeanne  L.  Tucker, 
Library  Services  Director, 

THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  CHURCH  LIBRARY  ORGANIZATION 

This  is  the  first  year  for  this  organization  to  be  a  part  of  our  association. 
Your  director  has  spent  much  of  this  time  in  training  and  preparing  to  begin 
this  work.  A  week  at  Ridgecrest  with  10  hours  of  conferences  was  invaluable 
and  we  hope  to  use  many  of  the  new  ideas  and  knowledge  gained  from 
convention  leaders. 

In  our  association  we  have  35  churches  with  established  libraries,  all 
organized  for  different  levels  of  activity  and  services. 

Our  aim  is : 

—  start  a  library  in  every  church 

—  expand  existing  libraries 

—  add  services  to  existing  libraries 

—  develop  an  associational  library 

—  start  a  library  in  each  Baptist  institution 

—  improve  the  operation  of  existing  libraries. 

During  the  meetings  of  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  plan  the  programs 
around  areas  which  will  strengthen  the  church  library,  thereby  strengthen  the 
local  church  program, 

54.  Robert  F.  Hewitt,  Brotherhood  Director  for  the  Association, 
presented  his  report. 

BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

1971-72 

The  year  1972  was  a  good  year  in  the  life  of  our  N.  C.  Baptists  and 
particularly  in  the  life  and  work  of  our  Baptist  Men. 
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The  Baptist  Men  of  N.  C.  have,  through  study  and  Biblical  doctrination, 
provided  many  churches  with  successful  laymen  revivals.  Mission  action  be- 
came synonymous  with  "God  is  Love."  (1  John  4:8).  It  is  this  attribute  of 
God's  nature  that  gave  birth  to  missions  and  made  it  possible  for  man,  you 
and  I,  to  become  a  part  of  the  divine  plan  for  redeeming  mankind.  The 
words  of  John  3:16,  "For  God  so  loved  the  world  that  He  gave  His  only 
begotten  son,"  indicates  the  infinite  character  of  God's  concern  for  people  who 
are  lost  through  their  disobedience  and  limitlessness  of  His  provision  for  their 
salvation. 

Attempting  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  Jesus  in  teaching  and  witnessing, 
the  Baptist  men  of  N.  C.  can  hear  through  the  distance  an  echo  of  the  call 
of  Jesus,  "Come  ye  after  me,  and  I  will  make  you  to  become  fishers  of  men." 
( Mark  1:17)  Realizing  that  the  church  was  founded  by  Jesus,  we  Baptist 
men  know  that,  as  its  members,  we  were  given  the  mission  to  proclaim  the 
gospel  to  all  people,  everywhere.  Jesus  said,  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost:  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded 
you:  and  Lo,  I  am  witli  you  alway,  even  unto  tlie  end  of  the  world."  (Matt. 
28:19-20). 

Tlie  Baptist  men  in  N.  C.  number  around  250,000.  If  these  men  were 
to  interpret  those  words  of  Jesus  to  mean  placing  all  their  affairs  of  life, 
even  life  itself,  second  to  the  mission  of  taking  the  Gospel  to  all  people; 
there  would  be  a  great  awakening  from  apathy,  complacency  and  lethargy  of 
the  spirit  within  us,  and  those  churches  that  do  have  a  true  mobilization 
of  Baptist  men  seeking  His  will,  will  have  conformed  to  His  teaching.  On 
the  other  hand  those  churches  that  are  too  conformed  to  the  secular  world 
reflect  only  the  worldly  standards  of  success. 

In  Mecklenburg  Association,  a  very  successful  workshop  was  held  at 
Greenland  Avenue  church  in  January  of  this  year.  Over  one  hundred  men 
attended.  New  concepts  in  approaching  and  carrying  out  on-going  mission 
action  were  studied.  The  Billy  Graham  Crusade  was  a  highlight  of  the  year 
for  all  our  men.  Christian  witnessing  and  counseling  came  to  the  forefront 
in  our  thinking  and  meditation.  Men  in  our  association  participated  in  several 
lay  revivals  during  the  year  as  well  as  helping  at  Camp  Caraway  during  the 
summer,  as  counselors.  During  any  emphases  placed  on  our  Christian  life, 
you  would  find  numbers  of  Baptist  men  engaged.  The  State  Missions  program 
found  men  here  and  all  over  the  state  going  into  churches  with  either  an 
announcement  or  message  concerning  needs  here  at  home.  Of  course,  there 
were  many  churches  that  did  not  participate  in  this  needed  cause,  for  sundry 
reasons. 

We  have  before  us  another  year  and  another  challenge.  Our  needs  will 
be  greater.  Our  opportunities  to  serve  Christ  will  be  many.  We  will  still 
have  the  drug  problem  with  our  youth;  and  witli  the  number  of  Juvenile 
arrests,  our  work  is  cut  out  for  us  in  rehabilitation.  If  our  concern  does  not 
turn  into  compassionate  action  we  could  have  a  majority  of  our  youth  on 
police  blotters.  Our  racial  problem  is  far  from  being  compatible  to  our 
wishes.  It  will  take  more  than  wishes  to  bring  results,  so  let  us  take  our 
burdens  to  the  Lord,  for  they  are  many,  and  seek  His  divine  wisdom  and 
leadership  in  every  thing  we  attempt  to  do. 

55.  John  A.  Grant,  Chairman  of  the  Language  Committee,  and 
pastor  at  the  Southside  Church,  gave  a  report  of  the  Spanish  Mission 
work  at  his  owai  church,   and  helped  us  to  have   the  report   of   Mrs. 
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Lois  Bumpus,  who  is  chairman  of  the  Spanish  Ministry  at  the  Common- 
wealth Church.   Both  reports  are  included. 

SPANISH  MISSION 
SOUTHSIDE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

1971-72 

The  Spanish  Mission  at  Southside  Baptist  Church  held  Sunday  School 
and  church  services  each  Sunday  with  an  average  attendance  in  church  of  28. 

In  October  of  1971  the  services  were  moved  from  the  afternoon  hour— 
at  which  time  they  had  been  meeting  for  four  and  one-half  years—  to  the 
morning  hour  to  coincide  with  the  regular  morning  English  services.  A  room 
was  provided  for  an  adult  Spanish-speaking  class  with  an  enrollment  of  19. 
The  children  and  some  of  the  young  people  were  incorporated  into  the 
regular  English  Sunday  School.  At  present  12  children  are  regularly  attending 
Sunday   School  and  another   12   attend   spasmodically. 

This  same  group  of  children  attended  Vacation  Bible  School  and  sum- 
mer week-day  activities  at  Southside.  Five  are  choir  members  and  RA  mem- 
bers, and  efforts  are  being  made  to  enroll  more  of  the  Spanish  children  in 
these  activities. 

Two  young  women  (mothers)  have  joined  English  Sunday  School 
classes,  but  attend  Spanish  church. 

The  Spanish  church  services  are  held  in  the  Fellowship  Hall  simultaneous- 
ly with  the  English  service.  The  church  attendance  has  shown  a  slight  decrease 
due  to  the  beginning  this  summer  of  Junior  and  Children's  Church,  which  also 
includes  the  Spanish  children. 

Weekly  English  classes,  using  textbook  and  records,  began  in  June  with 
an  average  attendance  of  15.  Mr.  Edgar  Gillum  of  Southside  is  the  teacher. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jose'  Perez  attend  each  time  and  serve  as  supply  teachers.  (A 
Sunday  School  Class  from  Calvary  Baptist  has  furnished  refreshments  for  this 
meeting  a  number  of  times.) 

There  have  been  6  additions  to  the  Church  this  year  from  the  Spanish 
Mission.  Two  adults  came  on  promise  of  letters  from  a  Baptist  Mission  in 
Texas.  Two  adults  came  on  statement  of  their  Christian  experience  in  an- 
other denomination  and  were  baptized.  Two  adults  came  by  profession  of 
faith  and  for  baptism. 

One  of  our  Spanish  young  girls  was  married  in  our  church  this  summer. 

The  regular  Christmas  and  Easter  programs  were  held  with  the  Spanish 
women  providing  a  large  part  of  the  refreshments  and  dyed  eggs. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perez  have  continued  to  visit  (10-12  visits  per  month)  and 
to  help  with  the  many  problems  of  daily  living. 

SPANISH  MISSION 

of 

COMMONWEALTH  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

The  Spanish  Mission  of  Commonwealth  Baptist  Church  has  grown  more 
spiritually  than  in  nmnbers. 

The  pastor  of  our  mission  was  ordained  as  a  minister.  i 
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The  ministry  of  the  two  congregations  has  been  twofold.  This  has 
bound  the  two  together  as  a  church  family.  The  memorable  services  for  loved 
ones  living  in  Cuba  who  had  passed  on,  the  expression  of  love  through  meals 
during  this  time  of  bereavement  helped  each  family  not  feel  so  alone  even 
though  this  is  not  a  custom  they  are  familiar  with.  The  encouragement  and 
concern  expressed  for  both  the  Spanish  congregation  as  well  as  their  English 
speaking  friends  during  the  time  of  illness  conveyed  their  Christian  experi- 
ences. Numerous  letters  have  been  written  to  help  families  enter  the  United 
States  and  there  is  always  rejoicing  when  a  loved  one  comes  out  of  Cuba.  A 
willingness  to  share  is  often  seen  as  many  material  needs  are  met. 

A  W.  M.  U.  has  been  organized  and  is  beginning  to  grow.  Our  W.  M.  U. 
is  different  in  that  men  are  included  also. 

A  monthly  fellowship  meal  helps  bind  the  Spanish  people  together  and 
offers  to  exchange  students  a  chance  to  feel  at  home  with  food  and  familiar 
language.  The  response  of  one  of  the  Spanish  speaking  members  to  a  need 
in  the  Bus  ministry  shows  how  the  Lord  works  even  when  there  is  a  language 
barrier. 

56.  A  motion  was  offered  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Associational 
Board.  Second  was  received,  and  the  vote  that  followed  signified  ap- 
proval. 

57.  Noland  Howington  representing  the  Sunday  School  Board  was 
introduced.  He  mentioned  that  the  Home  Mission  Board  was  endeavor- 
ing to  find  ways  to  be  of  more  help  to  the  associations.  There  is  so 
much  diversity  among  Baptists  spread  over  fifty  states,  that  it  is  hard 
to  please  all,  but  it  is  still  essential  to  hear  what  people  have  to  say.  The 
needs  and  wants  of  churches  are  hard  to  know  from  a  distance— so,  come 
over  to  Nashville  and  visit  with  us,  and  take  a  look  at  the  work  being 
done! 

58.  Moderator  Faulk  announced  the  time  for  election  of  officers, 
and  requested  that  Joe  Burnette  preside. 

The  name  of  Grady  Faulk  was  placed  in  nomination  for  Moderator 
of  the  Mecklenburg  Association  for  the  coming  year.  He  was  elected 
by  acclamation. 

Moderator  Faulk  then  called  for  nominations  to  the  office  of  Vice- 
Moderator,  The  name  of  Cecil  W,  Seagle  was  offered  and  he  was 
elected  by  acclamation. 

59.  The  Associational  Board  at  an  earlier  date  had  elected  the 
following  to  serve  for  the  term  1972-73:  Clerk,  Edward  Lovell;  Sta- 
tistician, Nancy  Kistler;  Bible  Teaching  Director,  C.  G.  Long,  Jr.;  Church 
Training  Director,  Larry  Austin;  Brotherhood  Director,  Robert  F. 
Hewitt;  R.  A.  Leader,  T,  Keller  Bush;  Library  Services  Director,  Mrs, 
Earl  Tucker;  Music  Director,  Earl  Norris, 

60.  Moderator  Faulk  called  for  report  from  the  appointed  com- 
mittees. 

Duncan  Futrelle,  Chairman  of  the  Place  and  Preacher  Committee, 
announced  that  the  Eighty-eighth  sessions  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
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Association  would  be  held  on  October  25th  with  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  and  on  October  26th  with  the  Emmanuel  Baptist  Church.  The 
preacher  for  the  annual  sermon  would  be  Thurman  B.  Stone,  pastor  of 
the  Calvary  Church,  and  alternate  Kenneth  Hollifield,  pastor  of  the 
Durham  Memorial  Church. 

61.  Earl  Porter,  pastor  of  the  Whiting  Avenue  Church,  and  member 
of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  gave  the  committee's  report. 

REPORT  OF  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

We  recommend  that  we,  the  messengers  to  the  Eighty-Seventh  Annual 
Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  heartily  register  our  deep 
appreciation  for: 

1.  The  warm  and  happy  spirit  of  our  Association  during  this  past  year 
and  for  the  progress  of  the  family  of  churches  born  of  this  new  spirit  of 
love  and  labor. 

2.  The  hospitality  accorded  us  by  Thrift  Church  and  Pritchard  Memor- 
ial whose  gracious  willingness  to  host  our  meals  helped  make  the  two  days  a 
pleasant  experience. 

3.  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  for  providing  a  program  de- 
signed to  enable  us  to  be  better  informed  and  become  more  personally  involved 
in  all  opportunities  for  Christian  service. 

4.  The  renewal  of  interest  in  our  primary  task  of  missions  and  the  leader- 
ship of  Lawrence  Childs  in  this  area  of  concern, 

5.  The  added  dimension  of  service  through  Christian  social  ministries 
under  the  leadership  of  Lloyd  Hales. 

6.  The  challenge  by  the  stimulating  message  by  Spurgeon  Dorton,  in- 
spiring us  to  reach  out  and  "Possess  the  Land"  of  every  human  need. 

62.  Clifford  W.  Kissiah,  Chairman  of  the  Office  Study  Committee, 
gave  the  following  report: 

REPORT  OF  OFFICE  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

A  committee  was  appointed  "to  study  the  needs  for  future  office  space 
for  the  work  of  our  Association".  We  decided  quickly  that  the  approximately 
1,500  square  feet  in  our  present  location  was  inadequate— no  place  for  the 
proposed  new  staff  man,  conference  room  not  large  enough,  inadequate  space 
for  secretaries,  library,  storage,  no  kitchen  space,  not  enough  parking  space, 
etc.  The  adjoining  house  owned  by  the  Association  is  poorly  arranged  and  in 
generally  poor  condition  and  it  would  be  too  costly  to  convert  it  to  office  space. 

Further  studies  indicated  approximately  4,000  square  feet  would  be 
needed  for  forseeable  office  space  needs.  To  find  suitable  space  in  an 
existing  building  would  be  hard  to  do.  A  nearby  church  building  for  sale 
would  have  been  too  costly  to  renovate  for  our  use.  We  agreed  that  our 
present  central  location  to  be  very  good.  Committee  member  Ben  Sides,  an 
architect,  was  asked  to  prepare  rough  preliminary  plans  for  our  needs,  plus 
approximately  600  -  800  feet  for  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  of  Thomasville, 
N.  C,  who  had  indicated  a  desire  to  rent  space  in  a  new  facility  we  might 
build. 
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As  of  the  date  of  this  report  a  new  development  is  taking  place  that 
might  lead  to  the  purchase  of  an  additional  50  x  150  lot,  which  would  then 
give  us  a  total  of  150  x  150  feet.  If  this  takes  place  the  proposed  design  and 
location  of  buildings  on  the  property  will  change.  The  additional  land  would 
give  adequate  space  for  our  needs,  parking,  etc.  The  committee  is  leaning 
towards  recommending  an  8,000  square  ft.  two  story  building  to  include 
approximately  4,000  square  feet  of  rentable  area,  with  the  thought  that  we 
could  hope  to  derive  sufficient  monthly  income  to  make  mortgage  payments. 

A  formal  recommendation  and  perhaps  an  architect's  rendering  of  a  new 
building,  with  plans  for  financing,  is  expected  to  be  ready  at  the  time  of  the 
annual  associational  meeting  in  October. 

63.  Miscellaneous  matters  were  called  for  by  the  moderator. 

64.  James  R.  DeLoach,  pastor  of  the  Derita  Church,  made  motion 
that  the  Association  write  the  Charlotte  City  Council,  informing  of  a 
resolution  adopted. 

Whereas,  topless  lounges  create  an  atmosphere  for  attitudes  and  actions 
of  an  anti-social  nature  conducive  to  all  kinds  of  lawlessness  and  crime,  com- 
pletely contrary  with  all  our  churches  seek  to  do  and  teach. 

And  whereas,  the  Charlotte  City  Council  in  a  6  to  1  decision  voted  in 
favor  of  amending  Chapter  13:31  of  the  city  code  for  the  purpose  of  outlaw- 
ing topless  entertainment  in  the  city  of  Charlotte  and  has  also  passed  an 
ordinance  outlawing  lounges  and  night  clubs  within  200  feet  of  a  residence: 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Mecklneburg  Baptist  Association  in  this,  its  87th 
Annual  Session— 

I.  Commend  our  Council  for  taking  this  action. 

II.   Request  that  they  continue  to  seek  e\'ery  legal  means   to   eliminate 
topless  entertainment  from  our  city. 

III.   Urge  an  early  and  complete  enforcement  of  these  laws. 

65.  W.  Bryant  Carr  offered  the  following  resolution  and  requested 
that  the  Mecklenburg  County  Commissioners  be  informed  of  the  action 
taken.  The  resolution  was  unanimoush'  adopted: 

RESOLUTION 

Whereas  our  Count)'  Commissioners  have  passed  laws  in  re- 
gards to  regulating  massage  parlors  in  the  county  but  have 
failed  to  enforce  these  laws.  We,  the  messengers  to  the  87th 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  request  our  Commissioners 
to  order  immediate  enforcement  of  these  laws. 

66.  Words  of  appreciation  were  spoken  of  the  fine  work  of  Lloyd 
Hales  in  supervising  the  sending  of  1413  pounds  of  clothes  to  the  flood 
victims  in  Pennsylvania  during  the  >'ear. 

67.  Local  Church  Ministries  were  presented  in  three  reports: 

William  Cooper  of  the  Pritchard  Memorial  Church,  had  some  of  his 
\oung  people  tell  of  their  \^'ication  Bible  School  \\'ork  in  Youngstown, 
Ohio. 
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Mrs.  Carlton  Winter  of  the  First  Church,  spoke  of  the  Vacation  Bible 
School  work  at  Earl  Village  here  in  Charlotte.  The  program  had  been 
active  for  three  years. 

Duncan  Futrelle  of  the  Enderly  Park  Church,  related  some  inter- 
esting and  helpful  ideas  concerning  their  bus  ministry. 

68.  Earl  Norris,  accompanied  on  the  piano  by  Richard  Gregory, 
thrilled  the  messengers  with  two  saxophone  selections. 

69.  Lawrence  Childs,  Superintendent  of  Missions,  introduced  Ralph 
W.  Neighbour,  Jr.,  executive  director  of  the  Evangelism  Research 
Foundation  in  Houston,  Texas,  and  pastor  of  West  Memorial  Baptist 
Church  in  that  city. 

His  was  a  challenging  address  from  beginning  to  end.  'What  if  all 
the  people  in  Charlotte  quit  going  to  church!  In  the  United  States  the 
yearly  drop-out  has  equalled  the  population  of  Charlotte  since  1959. 
Older  people  are  attending  church,  the  younger  ones  are  not.  We 
cannot  continue  doing  what  we  have  been  doing.  He  outlined  the 
'come'  structure  the  churches  operate  under,  not  bothered  too  much 
that  only  40  out  of  100  are  coming.  We  have  not  planned  too  much 
for  the  'go'  structure—  out  there  where  the  people  are.  We  are  hedged 
in  by  our  friends  who  are  Christian;  we  do  not  know  or  associate  with 
'outsiders.'  Mr.  Outsider  labels  us  'hypocrites.'  Why?  Because  the 
only  ones  of  us  he  knows  are  the  hypocrites.  The  rest  of  us  are  safe 
in  our  island. 

70.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Cecil  Seagle. 

71.  Moderator  Grady  Faulk  declared  that  the  Eighty-seventh  an- 
nual Meeting  of  the   Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  was   adjourned.

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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

MECKLENBURG   BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE   I  — NAME 

Section  1.  This  body  sIkUI  be  known  as  the  Meeklenburg  Baptist  Associ- 
ation. It  nia>-  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  Board.  Inc. 

ARTICLE— COMPOSITION 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be 
composed  of  the  dul>-  elected  messengers  of  the  Missionar>-  Baptist  churches 
affiliated    ^^•ith    the    Mecklenburg    Baptist    Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  chm-ches  of  the  association  ma\-  elect  messen- 
gers according  to  the  following  apportionment:  chiu-ches  having  one  hundred 
members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor; 
churches  \\-ith  more  than  one  hundred  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  addition- 
al messenger  for  e\"er>-  one  hundred  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed 
ten  messengers,  including  the  pastor. 

ARTICLE   III  —  PURPOSE 

Section   1.     This   association  is   a   self-determining   Baptist   body,    created 

and  sustained   b>'  the   churches    affiliated   with   her   and   responsible    to   them 

through  their  messengers. 

Section  2.     Through  this  body,  the  churches  seek  to: 

(,  1  "i   Foster  fellowship  and  unit>"  of  faith  and  practice. 

[ 2 "I    Give   and   recei\e   assistance   in   achie\'ing   the   purposes    of   the    member 
churches. 

[ 3 "I    Engage    in    direct,    cooperati\e    mission    acti\'ities    which    cannot    be    ac- 
complished b>"  the  member  churclies  acting  independenth'. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator.  \'ice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Statistician,  Bible  Teaching  Director.  Brotherhood  Director, 
Church  Music  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Church  Librar>"  Director, 
and  Woman's  Missionar\-  Union  Director. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  and  \'ice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from 
the  floor  and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majorit>-  vote  b\'  ballot  at  each  annual 
meeting.  The  other  officers  shall  be  elected  b>-  the  associational  board  upon 
nomination  b>'  tlie  board  nominating  committee  no  later  than  tlie  June  meet- 
ing. Nominations  b>"  the  committee  shall  not  p.eclude  nominations  from  the 
floor.  All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  associational 
meeting  in  which  the>"  are  elected,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are 
named. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  tlie  body  and 
appoint  committees  as  are  required  b>-  this  constitution.  He  shall  also  serse 
as  chainmm  of  the  executi\e  committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall 
be  elected  for  one  tenn  and  cannot  immediateb"  succeed  himself  after  the 
second  successive  term.  The  \ice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Moderator,  and  ma>    act  for  the  Moderator  as  tlie>"  may  agree  to  do. 

Section  4.     The  clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of 
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tlie  churches  affihated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical 
after  adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the 
records  of  the  churches  on  the  charts  pro\ided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
report  to  the  association  such  other  statistical  data  as  ma>-  be  profitable. 

ARTICLE  V  —  ASSOCTATIONAL  BOARD 

Section  1.  The  associational  board  shall  be  composed  of  (1)  one  lay 
member  for  e\eT\'  church,  plus  an  additional  member  for  each  additional 
1000  members  or  fraction  thereof,  (2)  the  pastor  of  each  cooperating  church, 
( 3 )  all  elected  officers  of  the  association,  ( 4 )  the  chairmen  of  all  board 
committees,  (o)  the  minister  of  education  and  associate  pastor  from  the 
cooperating  churches,  (6)  retired  ministers  who  are  members  of  cooperating 
churches. 

Section  2.  The  associational  Board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  in- 
terim. The  operation  of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  botli  the  con- 
stitution of  the  assoc-iation  and  the  constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  bet\veen  the  constitution  of  the 
board  and  that  of  tlie  association. 

ARTICLE   VI  — PROCEDURE 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  tliree  committees  relating  to 
the  annual  meeting.  They  are:  (1)  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  (2)  Reso- 
lutions Committee,  and  (3)  Program  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the 
second  day  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present,  p^o^■ided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  associ- 
ation during  the  first  da>"  of  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  MISSIONS  POLICY 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting 
of  new  churches  and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  howe\'er,  that  the  initia- 
tive for  beginning  such  is  an  associational  responsibility". 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek 
the  leadership  of  tlie  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  co- 
ordination in  what  is  other\\-ise  a  church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  b>- 
the  churches  which  make  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  An>'  policies  or 
actions  of  the  association  should  therefore  respect  the  integrit>'  of  the  co- 
operating churches   and   associational  mission   endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  an\-  other  bod>-.  but  does 
seek  to  encourage  all  missionary-  Baptists  to  \\-ork  in  cooperation  for  effecting 
an  orderly  growth  and  for  maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  asso- 
ciation. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their 
own  membership  polic>-  in  a  wa>-  that  is  true  to  the  Xew  Testament  and  to 
Baptist  polic>-. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annualh"  at  a  time  and  on  a  da\"  to  be 
determined  at  the  direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board  and 
publicized  at  least  three  months  prior  to  tlie  time  of  meeting  and  in  time 
for  publication  in  tlie  Minutes  of  the  association. 
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2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  first  of  each  year  and 
close  September  30th  of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order, 
Revised. 

4.  The  reports  to  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the 
associational  board,  shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  All  churches,  desiring  admission  into  the  Association  shall  present 
their  request  to  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  for  examination  and  recommenda- 
tion to  the  board  or  the  association.  Any  church  recommended  for  admission 
to  the  association  will  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  one  year. 

6.  If  any  church  in  the  association  is  delinquent  for  two  successive  years 
in  filing  an  Associational  Letter,  it  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the  associataion 
upon  recommendaton  by  the  Mutual  Care  Commttee,  and  action  by  the  asso- 
ciation to  tliis  effect. 

7.  All  Churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  shall  be  Churches  who 
use  the  New  Testament  as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  policy  and 
require  that  all  candidates,  who  are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water,  on 
the  basis  of  belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  mem- 
bership. 

8.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  present. 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG   BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD,  INC. 

This  is  to  certify,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves 
into  a  religious,  non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of 
the  state  of  North  Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  North  Carohna  entitled:  "CORPORATIONS,"  and  the  apphcable  subsections 
thereunder  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to  that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I  — NAME 
The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associ- 
ational Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  — LOCATION 
The  location  of  the  principal   office   of  this   corporation   shall   be   Char- 
lotte, N.  C. 

ARTICLE  III  —  OBJECTS  AND  PURPOSES 
The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  fomied 
are: 

( 1 )  To  foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  To  give  and  receive  assistance  in  achieving  the  purposes  of  the  member 
churches, 

(3)  To  engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  ac- 
complished by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  — POWERS 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall  have 
power  to  create  indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  lease,  convey  and  receive 
as  gifts,  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  all  other  and  additional  powers 
necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into  execution  the  forgoing  powers  and  pur- 
poses,   the    same   as    a   natural   person   might   do    or    could    do. 
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Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in  the 
same  name  of  the  corporation  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  attested 
by  the  Secretary,  when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  members 
at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either 
regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted 
in  accordance  with  the  temis  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation  and 
the  Amendments  thereto  and  Resolutions  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,   Inc.   at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  member- 
ship shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  North  Carolina,  who  have  been  duly  elected 
to  serve  on  the  Associational  Board  as  prescribed  in  Article  V.  Section  1,  of 
the  constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and 
administered  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  which 
shall  be  vested  with  the  usual  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corpora- 
tion under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  said  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  its 
members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its  meetings. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on  all 
matters  coming  before  said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote  of  a 
quorum  of  the  members  shall  constitute  corporate  action. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice- 
president,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  at  the  first 
meeting  following  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  shall  continue 
in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  Nominations  shall 
be  presented  by  the  board  nominating  committee,  but  shall  not  preclude  nomi- 
nations from  the  floor. 

Section  2.  The  address  of  the  Registered  Office  of  the  corporation  is 
2140  Commonwealth  Avenue,  Ch:irlotte,  Mecklenburg  County,  North  Caro- 
lina, and  the  name  of  the  Registered  Agent  of  the  corporation  at  such  address 
is  S.  Lawrence  Childs,  Jr.,  Supeiintendent  of  Missions  or  his  successor. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  COMMITTEES  AND  PROGRAMS 

This  corporation  shall  have  the  following  committees   and  programs. 

Section  1.     ADMINISTRATIVE  SERIES 

(1)  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall 
maintain  a  continuing  study  of  the  constitutions  of  the  board  and  the  associ- 
ation and  make  recommendations  to  keep  them  abreast  of  the  time  and  pro- 
gram of  the  association. 

(2)  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  advise  and 
assist  the  board  in  its  function.  It  shall  not  in  any  instance  serve  as  a  substitute 
for  or  assert  any  judgment  or  power  over  any  other  committee  of  the  board. 
Its  membership  shall  consist  of:   The  Moderator  of  the  association,  who  shall 
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serxe  as  chairman,  the  Mce-Moderator,  the  Officers  of  the  board,  tlie  chair- 
men of  all  board  committees  and  the  directors  of  all  board  programs. 

(3)  FIXAXCE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
plan,  promote  and  supervise  the  annual  budget  of  the  association,  and  super- 
\ise  the  treasurer  who  se^^•es  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee.  This 
would  include  an  annual  audit  of  the  finances. 

(4)  XOMIXATIXG  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall  nomi- 
nate all  associational  officers  except  the  Moderator  and  \'ice-Moderator  no 
later  than  the  June  meeting.  These,  \\hen  appro\ed  b\-  the  board  shall 
ser\e  with  the  committee  in  nominating  all  other  leaders  in  tlieir  various  pro- 
gnuns.  This  committee  shall  also  nominate  Board  officers  and  committee 
chaimien  of  all  committees  at  the  October  meeting.  These,  when  elected  shall 
serA-e  ^^•itll  tlie  committee  in  nominating  all  committee  members  at  tlie  Xo\em- 
ber  meeting.  The  committee  shall  present  nominations  to  the  board  to  fill  all 
vacancies  tliat  occur  during  the  >-ear. 

{5)  PERSOXXEL  COMMITTEE.  This  fne  member  committee  shall 
relate  to  all  emploxed  personnel  of  tlie  board.  It  shall  be  responsible  for  mak- 
ing recommendations  to  the  board  for  emplo\-ment  of  staff  personnel,  and 
upon  fa\"orable  action  for  emplo>'inent  b\-  tlie  board  shall  emplo>-  personnel. 
This  committee  shall  receive  and  ewiluate  grievances,  if  an}-,  of  an>-  staff 
member,  and  seek  proper  methods  of  correction. 

(6)  PROPERTY  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall  super- 
intend the  maintenance  of  the  associational  properts". 

Section  2.     CHURCH  DEVELOPMEXT  SERIES 

[l^  E\AXGELISM  COMMTTTEE.  Tliis  committee  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers shall  be  responsible  for  giving  assistance  to  the  evangelistic  efforts  of  the 
churches  such  as  clinics,  calendaring,  special  emphases  and  crusades. 

[2^  SEMIXARY  EXTEXSIOX  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five 
members  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting  and  conducting  such 
seminar)-  extension  training  as  ma>-  be  needed. 

^3^  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE.  This  conmiittee  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers shall  be  responsible  for  pro\-iding  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area 

of  ste%\'ardship  dewlopment  and  Cooperatixe  Program  promotion. 

(,4^  BIBLE  TEACHIXG  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
Director  and  as  man>-  other  leaders  as  ma>-  be  needed  to  pro\ide  assistance  to 
the    chiu-che^    in    their   Bible    Teaching   Programs. 

^5^  CHURCH  LIBRARY  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
director  and  as  man\'  otlier  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  pro\ide  assistance  to 
the  churches  in  their  Church  Library  Programs. 

v6^  CHURCH  TRAIXTXG  PROGRANL  This  program  shall  be  led  by 
a  Director  and  as  inan>"  other  leaders  as  nia>'  be  needed  to  pro\'ide  assistance 
to  the  chiu-ches  in  their  Church  Training  Programs. 


^7^  CHURCH  MUSIC  PROGRAM.  This  prognmi  skill  be  led  by  a

grams. 

aO^  CAMP-RETREAT.  This  committee  of  fifteen  members  shall  be 
responsible  for  gi\ing  assistance  to  tlie  churches  in  tlieir  retreat  and  camping 
programs. 

Section  S  MISSIOXS  SERIES 

(1)  CHRISTLW  SOCUL  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen 
member  committee  shall  pro\ide  assistance  to  tlie  churches  in  tlie  area  of 
Christian  Social  Ministries. 

(2)  CHRISTL-VX  LITE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  conmiit- 
tee  shall  pro\ide  a>sistance  to  tlie  churches  in  the  area  of  the  Cliristian  Life. 
It  shall  cooperate  \%ith  the  corresponding  groups  in  tlie  Baptist  State  Con\-en- 
tion  and  tlie  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  One  area  of  its  work  shall  be 
human  relations. 

(3^  L-\XGUAGE  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member 
committee  shall  pro\ide  assistance  to  tlie  churches  in  the  area  of  Language 
Missions.

(1^  MUTUAL  CARE  COMMITTEE.  Tliis  fifteen  member  committee 
shall  foster  fellowship,  communication  and  cooperation  among  tlie  churches. 
It  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  feUowsliip 
problems.  It  shall  re\-iew  apphcations  for  membership  in  tlie  association  and 
make  recommendations  to  tlie  association  or  the  board.

Sectic^n  6.  The  corporation  shall  ha\e  authorit>-  to  select  from  its  mem- 
bership or  from  tlie  membership  of  an>-  churches  who  are  members  of 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  indi\-iduals  to  ser^e  on  any  and  all  of  its 
regular  conmiittees  or  special  committees  and  notliing  herein  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  proliibit  any  member  of  an>-  cooperating  church  from  serving  on 
such  committees.

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PROCEEDINGS 

OF  THE 

EIGHTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  SESSION 

OF  THE 

MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

(Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  until  1935) 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING  SESSION 
October  24,  1973 

1.  The  Eighty-eighth  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  met  with  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  for  the  opening 
session,  and  with  the  Emmanuel  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  for  two 
sessions  on  the  following  afternoon  and  evening.  Moderator  Grady 
Faulk,  pastor  of  the  Stough  Memorial  Church  at  Pineville,  called  the 
meeting  to  order  at  7:25  P.M. 

2.  The  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  was  organized  in  the 
year  1886,  The  Preacher  and  Moderator  were  one,  Bev.  E.  C.  Wil- 
liams. The  Clerk  was  J.  M.  McCurdy.  At  the  annual  session  of  1935, 
held  at  the  Durham  Memorial  Church,  the  churches  of  Cabarrus  County 
were  granted  letters  to  form  the  Cabarrus  Association. 

3.  This  year's  meeting  marks  the  fifth  time  the  association  has 
been  invited  to  the  First  Church,  and  is  a  first  for  the  Emmanuel 
Church.  The  First  Baptist  Church  is  the  oldest,  being  organized  in  the 
year  1832,  the  Emmanuel  Church  came  into  being  in  the  year  1953. 

4.  Adopted  theme  for  the  annual  meeting  was  "Sharing  Christ 
Through  His  Word." 

5.  Ed  Backley,  Minister  of  Music  at  the  First  Church,  led  his  Youth 
Choir  as  they  sang  "Go  Where  the  People  Are."  He  also  led  those  present 
in  the  singing  of  "To  God  Be  the  Glory." 

6.  Jesse  Groom,  Jr.,  pastor  at  the  Hillcrest  Church,  led  a  devotional 
period  with  scripture  reading  and  prayer. 

7.  Moderator  Faulk  recognized  Wendell  Sloan,  Minister  of  Edu- 
cation and  Business  Administrator  at  the  First  Church,  who  made  the 
following  motion,  "that  the  272  registered  messengers  and  those  yet  to 
register,  who  have  been  duly  elected  by  churches  conforming  to  our 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  constitute  the  Eighty-Eighth  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  business  and  hearing 
reports,  and  that  the  program  as  printed  and  in  the  hands  of  the  mes- 
sengers, be  the  official  order  of  business,  with  whatever  changes  may 
be  found  necessary."  This  motion  received  the  endorsement  and  second 
of  Aubrey  Patterson,  pastor  at  the  Carmel  Church,  and  was  adopted. 
Comment  was  made  concerning  the  move  to  a  Wednesday  evening 
session,  that  more  of  our  people  might  be  able  to  attend. 

8.  Carl  E.  Bates,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  gave  a  big 
'welcome'  to  those  present  and  expressed  happiness  that  so  many  would 
now  be  able  to  look  over  the  new  facilities  of  the  church.

10.  Pastors  and  staff  members  coming  into  the  Association  during 
the  past  yeai",  were  asked  to  come  forward  and  be  recognized  and 
officially  welcomed.  Among  those  so  presented  were:  Wendell  Sloan, 
Minister  of  Education  and  Business  Administrator  at  the  First  Church; 
Dan  McCauley,  Education  and  Youth  Director  at  the  Durham  Memorial 
Church;  Jesse  Croom,  Jr.,  pastor  at  Hillcrest  Church;  Ron  Bayless, 
Minister  of  Education  at  the  Providence  Church;  Lamar  Helms,  Minister 
of  Music  at  the  Whiting  Avenue  Church.  Ralph  Holt,  Jr.,  pastor  at  Green 
Memorial  Church  was  later  recognized. 

11.  Harvey  Brown,  a  member  of  the  First  Church,  was  recognized 
by  the  Moderator.  He  presented  the  following  resolution  which  was 
referred  to  the  Resolutions  Committee  for  further  consideration: 

WHEREAS,  Alcohol  is  an  addictive  drug  which  causes  tragedy  and  is 
injurious  and  destructive  to  our  society,  and 

WHEREAS,  records  show  that  liquor  by  the  drink  increases  the  sale 
and  consumption  of  this  drug; 

be  it  therefore  RESOLVED  that  the  Mecklenburg  Bap- 
tist Association  be  on  record  as: 

1.  giving  its  full  support  to  the  Christian  Action  League, 
and  people  who  care  in  their  fight  against  Liquor  by  the 
Drink,  and, 

2.  urge  our  members  to  go  to  the  polls  on  November  6, 
1973,   and  vote   against   the   proposal  for   Liquor   by  the 

Drink. 

12.  R.  J.  Napier,  pastor  at  Long  Creek  Church,  requested  time  to 
offer  a  proposed  change  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association.  He  was  advised  that  the  proposal  to  change  should  be  read 
at  the  first  day's  session,  in  order  to  be  acted  upon  the  second  day.  The 
change  he  advocated  is  as  follows: 
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ARTICLE  V  — ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD 

Section  1.  The  associational  board  s-hall  be  composed  of  (1) 
one  lay  member  for  every  church,  plus  an  additional  member 
for  each  additional  1000  members  or  fraction  thereof,  (2)  the 
pastor  of  each  cooperating  church,  (3)  all  elected  officers  of 
the  association,  (4)  the  chairmen  of  all  board  committees, 
(5)  the  minister  of  education  and  associate  pastor  from  the 
cooperating  churches,  (6)  retired  ministers  who  are  members 
of  cooperating  churches. 

13.  Moderator  Faulk  recognized  W.  Frank  Marks,  President  of  the 
Associational  Board,  and  pastor  at  Eastern  Hills  Church,  to  bring  the 
Board's  report.  Portions  of  the  report  would  be  given  on  the  following 
day. 

REPORT  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONAL 
BOARD  TO  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  1972-73 

Well  laid  plans  in  the  past  have  begun  to  bring  the  harvest.  It  has  been 
a  busy  and  an  exciting  year  in  expansion  both  physical  and  spiritual. 

Many  plans,  much  negotiation  coupled  with  positive  action  on  the  part 
of  many  committees  and  the  Board  has  made  it  possible  to  put  together  an 
expansion  of  physical  properties. 

The  sale  of  the  Shopton  Road  property  for  $38,852.60  along  with  funds 
contributed  by  the  churches  made  it  possible  for  us  to  pay  off  indebtedness 
and  obligations  on  the  McKee  property,  Sharon  Road  property,  Steele  Creek 
property  and  purchase  additional  property  adjacent  to  the  Associational  Office 
property  on  Commonwealth  Avenue.  The  title  to  the  Sharon  Road  property 
has  been  turned  over  to  the  Sharon  Baptist  Church. 

Additional  property  on  Commonwealth  Avenue  has  provided  the  neces- 
sary space  to  plan  for  the  very  much  needed  office  and  working  area  for  an 
excellent  staff.  Plans  are  well  along  in  this  matter. 

Negotiations  have  begun  with  the  Lutherans  and/or  with  the  Presbyterians 
for  land  near  University  of  North  Carolina  in  Charlotte.  This  is  in  conjunc- 
tion with  our  present  property  in  the  area. 

Along  with  the  normal  emphasis  on  our  mission  work  several  items  have 
created  unusual  response  and  interest  in  the  approach  of  serving  and  minister- 
ing directly  to  people. 

Plans  to  join  with  Baptist  Children's  Homes  to  provide  an  Emergency 
Care  FaciUty  has  provoked  unusual  interest.  These  plans  developing  rapidly 
call  for  the  support  of  all  of  us  in  the  stewardship  of  material  blessings  and 
energy. 

The  organization  of  the  Sharon  Mission  into  Sharon  Baptist  Church  was 
a  high-light  of  the  year  and  we  rejoice  in  God's  blessings  in  this  great  step. 

The  formation  of  a  committee  to  work  with  mission  needs  in  the  changing 
communities  will  provide  opportunities  for  us  to  touch  personally  the  lives 
of  many  for  our  Lord. 

The  harvest  must  continue.  Plans  cultivated  with  prayer  and  dedication 
will  continue  to  bring  a  rich  harvest  for  Christ.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

TO  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE 
MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

The  Finance  Committee  is  grateful  to  Lawrence  Childs,  Lloyd  Hales, 
the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Board  for  their  help 
during  this  year.  We  feel  that  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  is  in 
excellent  shape  financially,  with  good  leadership  in  all  areas,  and  that  we 
should  face  the  future  with  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm. 

Your  Finance  Committee  audited  the  Treasurer's  books  and  found 
them  to  be  generally  in  good  order.  The  auditing  committee  made  several  sug- 
gestions to  our  Treasurer,  Mr.  Horton,  which  were  received  graciously  and 
put  into  effect. 

The  Shopton  Road  property,  valued  at  nearly  thirty  nine  thousand 
dollars,  was  sold,  with  part  of  the  money  being  used  to  pay  off  the  balance 
on  the  McKee  Road  property,  the  balance  on  the  Sharon  Road  property,  the 
balance  on  the  Steele  Creek  property  and  house  on  Commonwealth  Avenue. 

The  Budget  for  the  upcoming  year,  1973-1974,  was  presented  to  the 
Associational  Board  and  unanimously  approved.  The  Budget,  which  included 
Direct  Missions,  Associational  Program,  and  Operating  Expenses,  amounted 
to  $72,523.00,  with  an  additional  Challenge  Budget  (projected  needs)  of 
$26,250.00. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  to  the  Associational  Board  that 
they  elect  a  permanent  auditing  committee  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
records. 

A  new  typewriter  for  use  in  the  associational  office  was  purchased  at 
the  approximate  cost  of  $700.00. 

With  the  need  of  a  new  office  building,  new  properties  and  new 
churches,  it  is  the  sincere  hope  of  the  Finance  Committee  that  our  churches 
will  increase  their  gifts  to  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  Now  is  the 
time  to  move  ahead.

16.  W.  Henry  Crouch,  Chairman  of  the  New  VVork  Committee,  and 
pastor  at  Pi'ovidence  Church,  gave  the  following  report: 

NEW  WORK  COMMITTEE 
1972  -  73 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  Sharon  Road  Mission  has  become  the  Sharon 
Baptist  Chm-ch.  The  organizational  meeting  was  almost  the  last  order  of  busi- 
ness for  our  beloved  C.  C.  Warren  who  passed  away  tliis  year.  Sharon  has 
now  called  a  pastor  ( Rev.  Daniel  Deaton  from  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Beaufort,  N.  C.)  and  has  175  members.  They  have  applied  for  membership 
in  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

We  have  worked  on  three  projects  this  year:  ( 1 )  the  successful  sale  of 
the  Shopton  Road  property;  (2)  the  site  of  a  new  mission  near  the  campus 
of  UNC-C;  (3)  the  nurturing  of  a  mission  group  that  hopes  to  locate  in 
Southeast  Charlotte.  Two  other  areas  of  our  county  are  also  under  study 
for  future  work. 

We   have  received   aid   from   the    Baptist   State   Convention   for   the   fol- 
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lowing  situations  during  the  year:  Steele  Creek,  McKee  Road,  Sharon  (lot 
and  pastoral  aid);  Long  Creek  (pastoral  aid).  We  anticipate  continued  aid 
for  the  coming  year  for  Steele  Creek. 

Sale  of  Shopton  Road  made  it  possible  for  us  to  pay  off  indebtedness 
and  obligations  on  the  McKee  property,  Sharon  Road  property,  Steele  Creek 
property  and  purchase  additional  property  adjacent  to  tlie  Associational  Of- 
fice property  on  Commonwealth  Avenue. 

We  are  hopeful  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  two  calls  on  the 
Mecklenburg  Missions  Partners  for  two  sites  before  tlie  end  of  1973.  The 
mission  club  now  has  190  members  with  $2,723.50  pledged  for  each  call. 
With  the  price  of  land  going  up  so  rapidly,  we  urge  all  of  our  people  to 
become  "partners"  in  this  project  and  make  it  a  source  of  prayer.  Materials 
for  promotion  are  available  in  the  Associational  Office. 

17.  The  report  from  the  Evangelism  Committee  was  presented  by 
S.  Lawrence  Childs. 

ASSOCIATIONAL  EVANGELISM  REPORT 

Churches  of  our  Association  were  extremely  blessed  this  year  as  Char- 
lotte hosted  the  27th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference,  February  5-7,  at 
Ovens  Auditorium.  Over  twent>'-four  hundred  pastors  and  lay  persons,  from 
every  area  of  our  state,  were  challenged  by  outstanding  speakers  to  lead 
their  people  to  become  more  involved  in  the  work  of  evangelism.  The  closing 
session  on  Wednesday,  February  7,  was  held  at  Pritchard  Memorial  Church, 
with  an  emphasis  on  prayer  and  personal  renewal.  We  extend  again  an  ex- 
pression of  gratitude  to  the  pastors  and  laymen  of  our  Association  who  so 
efficiently  served  as  ushers  at  all  sessions. 

Several  churches  of  our  Association,  encouraged  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  Division  of  Evangelism  and  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association, 
are  participating  in  KEY  '73,  an  evangelistic  effort  to  unite  all  Christians  in 
the  task  of  ev^angelism  throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

Other  emphases  on  evangelism,  promoted  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
Division  of  Evangelism  were: 

Summer  Youth  Evangelism  teams  conducting  youth  revivals  and 
directing  youth  training  sessions  in  churches  from  Marshall  to  Washing- 
ton' 

Youth  Ministries  Week  at  Caswell,  with  the  emphasis  on  Evange- 
lism, Vocational  Guidance,  and  Recreation; 

Lay  Evangelism  schools  involving  720  churches  and  34  associations; 
Metropolitan   Missions   and   Evangelism   Seminar   on   October    1-2    at 
Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  Wake  Forest; 

The  28th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  at  War  Me- 
morial Auditorium,  Greensboro,  February  4-6,  1974. 

During  the  year  two  special  evangelistic  emphases  have  been  promoted 
by  our  Association.  Associational  Lay  Evangelism  Schools  were  conducted  at 
Berryhill  Baptist  Church  and  Chantilly  Baptist  Church.  Brother  Lawrence 
Childs  directed  the  school  at  Chantilly. 

On  May  10  and  11,  an  Associational  Evangelism  Conference,  led  by 
Dr.  Ralph  W.  Neighbour,  Executive  Director,  Evangelism  Research  Found- 
ation, was  held  at  tlie  Enderly  Park  Baptist  Church. 

Let  us  thank  God  for  the  way  in  which  God  has  blessed  our  evange- 
listic efforts  this  year  and  remember  to  pray  for  His  continued  blessings  as  we 
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strive  to  increase  in  winning  people  to  Christ,  and  in  training  all  Christians 

to  be  effective  discpies.

18,  Chfford  Kissiah,  who  has  been  very  active  in  seeking  to  re- 
solve the  problem  for  expanded  office  space,  presented  a  challenging  ap- 
proach to  the  matter.  Included  in  his  report  were  three  recommend- 
ations which  he  proposed  in  motion  form.  Second  was  obtained,  and 
the  messengers  voted  to  adopt  each. 

SUGAR  CREEK  PROPERTY  PROPOSAL 

On  October  16,  1973,  the  Executive  Committee  unanimously  adopted 
the  following  motions: 

( 1 )  That  we  recommend  to  the  Association  that  the  Board  officers  be 
authorized  to  purchase  the  Sugar  Creek  Baptist  Church  property 
and  furnishings  by  assuming  their  loan  of  approximately  $238,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  using  it  for  associational  office  space  in  lieu  of 
building  a  new  office  building. 

(2)  That  we  assist  the  Sugar  Creek  Baptist  Church  in  making  their  pay- 
ments until  the  time  the  loan  is  assumed. 

( 3 )  That  Board  officers  proceed  with  efforts  to  rezone  the  Sugar  Creek 
Baptist  Church  property  for  office  use. 

The  following  information  is  designed  to  shed  light  on  these  recom- 
mendations : 

The  Sugar  Creek  Church  has  3.6  acres  of  land  at  the  intersection  of 
Sugar  Creek  Road  and  Argyle  Drive.  There  are  two  small  buildings  on  the 
property  in  addition  to  the  Church  Building.  One  is  a  house  that  the  church 
has  used  for  a  fellowship  haH  and  kitchen.  The  other  is  used  as  a  Scout  hut. 

The  main  building  with  25,000  square  feet  of  space  is  in  two  parts. 
The  Sanctuary  and  education  rooms  upstairs  make  up  the  older  part  of 
the  building.  A  five  year  old  educational  unit  with  three  stories  has  been 
added  to  the  rear.  It  is  in  excellent  condition. 

Mr.  Ben  Sides  has  examined  the  buildings  and  says  they  could  be  con- 
verted to  office  use  with  a  minimum  of  effort  and  expense.  There  is  adequate 
parking. 

The  balance  of  principal  owed  on  the  buildings  will  be  $238,000.00  as 
of  November  1,  1973.  It  is  financed  at  6%  interest  through  a  bond  program 
that  we  could  assume.  The  weekly  payments  are  $690.00. 

If  we  can  get  the  property  rezoned  to  0-6  we  could  easily  lease  out 
enough  of  the  property  to  make  the  payments.  The  Sanctuary  could  be  used 
for  worship  services,  associational  meetings,  etc.  A  small  group  from  Sugar 
Creek  would  likely  rent  this  for  a  while. 

If  we  do  not  get  it  rezoned  we  would  need  to  either  resell  it  to  some- 
one else  or  refinance  it  to  bring  the  payments  down  to  a  level  that  we  could 
handle.  It  will  be  early  in  January  before  we  can  know  about  the  rezoning 
report. 

The  present  property  on  Commonwealth  Avenue  could  be  sold  to  care 
for  any  remodeling  necessary  and  to  apply  on  the  debt.  We  could  expect 
to  clear  between  $50,000.00  and  $60,000.00  on  that  property. 

The  cost  of  the  new  building  that  had  been  proposed  would  be  approxi- 
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mately   $223,000.00.    It  would   contain   9,000   square   feet   of   space    and   less 
adequate  parking. 

19.  Cecil  Seagle,  Chairman  of  the  Social  Ministries  Committee,  and 
pastor  at  the  Mulberry  Church,  offered  the  following  report: 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES  REPORT  -  1973 

Slowly,  methodically  we  are  seeing  an  excellent  Social  Ministries  pro- 
gram begin  to  take  shape.  Sometimes  the  best  laid  plans  do  not  materialize 
as  had  hoped.  On  the  other  hand  things  often  develop  at  such  a  rapid  pace 
as  to  be  frightening. 

One  of  our  keenest  disappointments  has  been  the  failure  of  the  court 
system  to  use  trained  committees  to  aid  in  their  work  with  the  juveniles. 
Ideally,  every  case  committee  from  every  church  would  have  been  used.  It 
simply  has  not  worked  that  way,  for  reasons  unknown  to  the  committee.  This 
failure  will  not  diminish  the  committee  or  the  Rev.  Lloyd  B.  Hales'  effort 
to  assist  in  a  vitally  important  realm—  work  with  young  people  who  are 
troubled. 

From  disappointment  we  must  move  to  a  sense  of  joy.  There  are  several 
areas  that  have  opened  as  possibilities  of  great  ministry, 

A  home  for  juveniles,  established  in  cooperation  with  the  Baptist  Chil- 
dren's Homes  of  North  Carolina  appears  brightly  on  the  horizon.  This 
"Emergency  Care  Facility"  will  provide  temporary  care  for  troubled  youth 
while  some  disposition  is  being  made  of  his  case  before  the  courts.  We  see 
this  as  an  invaluable  asset  to  Baptists  in  particular  and  the  community  in 
general. 

Two  young  ladies,  Suzette  Rayford  and  Connie  Pendergrass,  led  an  ex- 
cellent summer  program  at  two  low-rent  housing  projects  for  the  summer. 
Their  efforts  at  bridging  the  chasms  of  misunderstanding  were  simply  mar- 
velous. The  committee  and  Rev.  Hales  salute  two  outstanding  young  people 
for  a  job  well  done. 

Included  in  last  years  work  was  a  Literacy  Workshop  with  seven  people 
trained  to  aid  the  non-reader  in  developing  his  or  her  learning  skills. 

Future  projections  include: 

1.  A  revamping  of  the  volunteer  committee  role; 

2.  A  conference  March  25  &  26,  1974  on  the  aging  taking  a  close 
look  at  the  "how  to"  concept  of  working  with  those  over  65; 

3.  And  an  in-depth  survey  of  the  total  Social  Ministries  picture  with 
specific  goals,  dreams  and  concepts  being  brought  to  the  As- 
sociation through  its  board. 

Much  prayer  and  concern  is  requested  as  this  committee  seeks  to  lead 
the  association  in  expressing  our  concern  for  those  about  us.  Pray  much 
for  the  Rev.  Lloyd  B.  Hales  as  he  directs  the  work,  giving  himself  to  a  task 
that  has  not  been  pre-chartered  by  years  of  ministry.  Mr.  Hales  serves  our 
Lord  and  this  association  well.  Our  committee  salutes  Mr,  Hales  in  his  ef- 
forts of  service  to  Christ  and  this  great  city. 

20.  Crateful  appreciation  w^as  expressed  to  Warren  Barnard,  of 
the  Charlotte  New^s  for  his  good  reporting  job.  (He  v\^as  present  and 
attentive  for  each  of  the  three  sessions ) . 

21.  J.  Roy  Robinson,  of  Gardner-Webb  College,  was  recognized. 
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22.  The  First  Baptist  Church  choir  under  the  direction  of  Ed 
Rackley,  sang  beautifully  "I  Am  the  Good  Shepherd." 

23.  Cecil  Seagle  introduced  J.  Parker  McLendon,  Piedmont  Area 
Director  for  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  He  made 
challenging  remarks  and  reports  under  the  title  'A  Cooperative  Minis- 
try.' Samson's  father  prayed  'teach  us  what  we  are  to  do  with  the  boy'. 
The  Children's  Homes  seek  to  give  a  place  in  this  world  to  those  chil- 
dren who  are  confused,  abandoned,  frustrated  and  helpless.  The  care 
of  a  child  offers  a  creative  opportunity.  The  Children's  Homes  are  not 
so  much  buildings  and  equipment  as  they  are  people.  Over  1  million 
dollars  was  invested  in  this  kind  of  work  during  1972.  When  the  family 
is  falling  apart  parents  come  to  say  'can  you  help'.  He  stressed  the 
great  need  for  emergency  care. 

24.  Lloyd  B.  Hales,  director  of  Christian  Social  Ministries,  was 
charged  with  enthusiasm  as  he  talked  about  the  proposed  Mecklenburg 
Emergency  Care  facility  that  had  recently  been  made  available  to 
local  Baptists  for  $1.00  per  year.  Messengers  were  requested  to  fill  in 
blanks  volunteering  time  and  money  needful  to  get  the  building  ready 
for  occupancy.  This  represented  a  real  step  forward  in  caring  for 
troubled  persons. 

25.  Ralph  Holt,  Jr.,  pastor  at  Green  Memorial  Church  pronounced 
the  closing  prayer. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 
Emanuel  Baptist  Church 

26.  Call  to  order  was  issued  by  Cecil  Seagle,  Vice-Moderator,  at 
3:55  p.m. 

27.  The  theme  for  this  session:  "Sharing  Christ  ....  In  North 
Carolina." 

28.  Ed  Rackley  led  the  Directors  of  Music  of  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association  in  singing  "Something  Good  Is  Going  to  HaDpen  to 
You." 

29.  Earl  Norris,  Minister  of  Music  at  the  Derita  Church,  led  in 
singing  of  "Faith  Is  the  Victory." 

30.  Harold  Smith,  Pastor  at  the  Eastway  Church,  spoke  of  the 
incident  in  Acts  2  where  Peter  shared  Christ  and  3,000  souls  came  to 
believe. 

31.  Vice-Moderator  Cecil  Seagle  noted  it  was  time  for  the  elec- 
tion of  officers.  The  moderator  and  vice-moderator  are  elected  by  the 
assembled  messengers. 

32.  The  name  of  Grady  Faulk,  as  moderator  for  the  1973-74  term, 
was  placed  in  nomination.  No  other  name  was  proposed,  and  he  was 
elected  by  acclamation. 

33.  Moderator  Faulk  presided  over  the  selection  of  a  vice-moder- 
ator. The  name  of  Cecil  Seagle,  pastor  at  the   Mulberry  Church,   was 
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voiced.  There  were  no  other  names  proposed,  and  he  was  elected  to 
the  office  by  acclamation. 

34.  Thurman  B.  Stone,  pastor  at  the  Calvary  Church  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Nominating  Committee,  gave  information  that  all  other  offi- 
cers had  been  elected  by  the  Associational  Board. 

35.  Quentin  M.  Perreault,  Staff  Member  of  the  General  Board  of 
the  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Convention,  was  recognized  to  say  a  word  on 
behalf  of  State  Missions. 

36.  The  Music  Directors  of  the  Association  sang  again,  "Amazing 
Grace,"  and  "Shall  We  Gather  at  the  River." 

37.  Howard  J.  Ford,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Missions  for 
Baptist  State  Convention,  was  introduced.  He  had  been  observing 
churches  closely  for  seven  years,  some  were  alive,  some  were  dead. 
Why?  Where  there  is  a  strong  evangelistic  spirit  that  generates  a 
missionary  outlook,  churches  are  very  much  alive.  There  is  a  local 
responsibility  as  well  as  a  world-wide  obHgation.  There  are  50  objects 
of  State  Missions.  The  local  church  is  our  strong  point  of  interest.  Some 
of  the  state's  largest  churches  were  at  one  time  assisted  by  State  Mis- 
sions. For  outreach:  deacon  schools,  young  people  at  work  all  over  the 
convention,  music  presentation,  assistance  for  association  work,  deaf,  T-V 
ministry,  interracial.  Orientals  and  Indians.  The  local  church  does  not 
reach  all  people;  with  your  help  State  Missions  will  attempt  to  do  so. 

38.  Associational  Board  President  W.  Frank  Marks  was  requested  to 
continue  the  Board's  report. 

39.  Wendell  G.  Davis,  pastor  at  the  Midwood  Church  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Radio  and  Television  Committee,  brought  a  report. 

RADIO  AND  TV  REPORT 

Your  Committee  on  Radio  and  TV  wishes  to  report  a  continued  increase 
in  the  use  of  these  mass  media  to  share  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus.  There 
seems  to  be  a  continued  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  American  citizens 
who  worship  in  church  buildings  on  Sunday.  We  are  thankful  for  the  use 
of  radio  and  television  to  put  the  Gospel  out  where  the  people  are. 

Our  Southern  Baptist  Radio  and  Television  Commission,  supported  by 
our  Cooperative  Program,  continues  to  pioneer  in  the  production  of  pro- 
grams and  the  use  of  the  mass  media  for  sharing  the  Gospel.  Charlotte's 
station  WBT-TV  now  carries  two  Southern  Baptist  programs,  JOT  on 
Saturday  Morning  at  7:00  o'clock  and  "Spring  Street  USA"  on  Sunday  Morn- 
ing at  8:30.  Radio  stations  WSOC  and  WIST  are  carrying  programs  pro- 
duced  by    our    Southern    Baptist    Radio    and    TV    Commission. 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Department  of  Communications,  under  the 
able  leadership  of  Mr.  L.  J.  Morriss,  is  producing  programs  carried  by  three 
stations  in  Charlotte.  WSOC-TV  carries  "Light  For  Living;"  WBT-TV  has 
carried  "Light  Unto  My  Path,"  a  program  for  the  deaf,  for  13  years;  and 
WHVN-Radio  carries  "N.  C.  Religious  News  Scope." 

We  encourage  both  churches  and  individuals  to  express  appreciation 
to  the  stations  carrying  these  programs.  They  give  valuable  time.  A  letter 
written  is  best  and  a  telephone  call  is  second  best. 
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Our  association  continues  to  sponsor  a  daily  devotional  program, 
"Let's  Think  It  Over,"  over  Station  WCCB-TV.  This  program  has  been 
carried  for  better  than  three  years.  Seventeen  ministers  in  our  fellowship 
give  valuable  time  and  talent  keeping  the  devotional  message  on  the 
air.  Our  program  is  now  broadcast  at  7:55  in  the  morning  and  repeated  as 
the  station  signs  off  at  12:55  A.  M.  By  a  conservative  estimate,  we  are 
reaching  4,000  homes  and  no  less  than  8,000  people  daily  with  this  program. 

Station  WCCB-TV  is  giving  our  association  a  total  of  $46,800  each  year 
in  programming  and  televising  time  to  keep  "Let's  Think  It  Over"  on  the 
air.  We  expect  to  have  Mr.  Claude  O'Shields  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Radio 
and  TV  Commission  present  with  us  at  our  meeting  of  this  year  as  we 
recognize  all  radio  and  TV  stations  in  Charlotte  carrying  programs  produced 
by  Southern  Baptists. 

40.  Claude  O'Shields  w^as  indeed  present  and  passed  out  to  the 
station  representatives  a  number  of  awards  for  excellence  in  presentation 
and  service. 

41.  Ernest  Glass,  pastor  at  the  Shamrock  Drive  Church  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Christian  Life  Committee,  made  report. 

CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE 

The  highlight  of  the  year  for  the  Christian  Life  Committee  was  the 
Associational  Family  Life  Conference  held  May  1,  1973.  We  were  fortunate 
to  have  with  us  for  that  conference  outstanding  leaders  including  Dr.  Charles 
V.  Petty,  new  director  of  the  Division  of  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  Those  who  attended  reported 
that  the  conference  was  most  helpful.  We  hope  to  have  a  similar  conference 
in  1974. 

A  letter  was  sent  to  the  church  leaders  asking  them  to  encourage  the 
church  members  to  write  the  TV  networks  expressing  their  concern  over 
the  increasing  violence,  sex,  and  profanity  on  television. 

One  of  the  most  important  moral  issues  facing  us  at  this  time  is  the  up- 
coming referendum  on  liquor-by-the-drink.  Your  committee  urges  all  the 
people  of  our  churches  to  get  out  and  vote  their  Christian  convictions  in  this 
matter  in  the  election  on  November  6. 

As  Foy  Valentine  expressed  it  in  his  penetrating  book  The  Cross  In  The 
Marketplace  "The  demand  of  Christ  our  Lord  is  not  that  we  should  take  a 
sentimental  journey  back  home.  It  is  rather  a  demand  for  us  to  take  a  bold 
and  visionary  giant  step  toward  our  Christian  destination.  What  God  wants 
of  us  today  is  not  an  eviscerated,  all-things-to-all-men,  formal  confession  of 
creedal  correctness.  What  He  wants  is  a  quality  of  life  that  demonstrates  to 
this  world  and  to  the  great  cloud  of  witnesses  above  that  we  have  been  with 
Jesus."  In  the  spirit  of  this  modern  day  prophet  your  committee  urges  more 
Christians  to  become  more  involved  in  more  social  issues  of  our  day. 

42.  John  A.  Grant,  pastor  at  Southside  Church  and  Chairman  of 
the  Language  Committee,  made  report  for  his  committee. 

LANGUAGE  MISSION 

This  has  been  a  very  good  year  for  the  Language  Missions.  The 
year  began  with  the  preparation  for  the  annual  Thanksgiving  meal.  Even 
though  non-Spanish  in  origin,  it  was  well  attended  and  meaningful. 

The  English  class  has  been  well  attended  and  has  been  very  helpful  to 
the  adults.  Included  in  this  effort  is  private  tutoring  for  students  and  adults. 
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Watchnight  services  were  held  December  31st  with  a  good  attendance 
and  response. 

Untold  hours  have  been  spent  with  medical  problems,  admitting  and 
discharging  from  the  hospitals  and  in  securing  doctors  appointments  for  the 
people. 

Many  hours  are  spent  each  month  in  securing  clothing,  food  and  housing. 
This  is  always  a  present  need. 

During  February  revival  services  were  conducted  with  Rev.  Ivan  Lapinell 
of  Arlington,  Virginia  being  the  visiting  evangeUst.  High  attendance  for  the 
revival  was  70  and  lowest  was  45. 

On  Sunday  night,  March  4th,  Bro.  Jose'  Perez  was  ordained  at  the 
Southside  Baptist  Church.  This  now  makes  it  possible  for  him  to  fulfill  the 
functions   needful  regarding   the   Spanish    Mission. 

During  February  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perez  attended  the  Language  Mission 
Conference  at  Camp  CaRAway. 

During  the  year  Bro.  Perez  has  conducted  services  in  the  sponsoring 
church. 

April  was  significant  in  that  over  300  New  Testaments  in  Spanish  were 
distributed  to  the  people;  made  possible  by  the  Pastor  of  Hickory  Grove  Bap- 
tist Church. 

Many  of  the  children  were  enrolled  in  the  Vacation  Bible  School. 

In  August  and  September  a  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  helping  the 
parents  enroll  their  children  in  the  public  schools  especially  where  the 
language  barriers  existed. 

Bro.  Perez  was  invited  to  Virginia  to  help  plan  a  retreat  in  the  Spring 
to  meet  at  Eagle  Eyrie  Assembly  in  Virginia.  This  is  the  first  retreat  planned 
for  the  Spanish-speaking  peoples. 

Many  significant  things  happened  during  the  year.  Three  worth  em- 
phasizing are  five  known  professions  of  faith,  $838.64  received  in  offerings 
with  10%  going  to  the  Cooperative  Program,  and  171  soul-winning  visits 
were  made.   Seeds  were  sown  in  faith  believing  that  the  harvest  will  come. 

44.  Mrs.  Reinaldo  Salvaneschi,  w^ho  is  v^/ith  the  Spanish-speaking 
group  at  the  Commonwealth  Church,  and  who  hails  from  Argentina, 
come  to  the  platform  to  sing  in  Spanish,  "Hov^  Great  Thou  Art."  She 
will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 

45.  J.  Stuart  Johnson,  pastor  at  Emmanuel  Church,  was  recog- 
Qized.  He  extended  a  warm  welcome  to  the  assembled  messengers  and 
guests,  and  gave  instructions  concerning  the  evening  meal. 

46.  Wade  Tucker,  pastor  at  the  Pleasant  Plains  Church,  offered 
prayer  which  included  thanksgiving  for  the   evening  meal. 

THURSDAY  EVENING  SESSION 
'^  Emmanuel  Baptist  Church 

47.  Moderator  Faulk  called  the  final  session  to  order  at  7:00 
p.m. 

48.  Carroll  O.  Bellinger,  Music  Director  at  the  Calvary  Church, 
led  his  choir  in  the  opening  selection. 

49.  Ed  Rackley  had  the  messengers  sing  "Amazing  Grace." 
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50.  Daniel  M.  Deaton,  pastor  at  the  Sharon  Church,  read  the  13th 
chapter  of  1  Corinthians. 

51.  Came  time  for  some  more  introductions  of  new  pastors  and 
staff  workers  coming  to  the  association  during  the  past  year:  G.  Reid 
Keiger  as  pastor  of  the  Thomasboro  Church;  Harold  Smith  as  pastor 
of  the  Eastway  Church,  and  Frederick  Phanco  as  pastor  at  the  Com- 
munity Baptist  Mission.  Then  came  the  icing  for  the  cake,  Mrs.  Elaine 
Kessler  and  Mrs.  Doris  Childs  were  recognized  for  their  efficient  work 
at  the  Association's  Office. 

52.  Miscellaneous  business  was  called  for,  and  R.  J.  Napier  was 
recognized  to  call  attention  to  the  Constitution  change  that  he  pre- 
sented on  the  day  before.  He  reread  the  proposed  change  (item  12) 
and  made  motion  that  it  be  adopted.  The  motion  received  second  and 
the  vote  was  favorable. 

53.  Dan  Silver,  pastor  at  Newell  Church,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  reported: 

Yom*  committee  of  Place  and  Preacher,  recommend  that  the 
Eighty-Ninth  Sessions  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 
be  held  on  October  23,  1974  with  the  Stough  Memorial  Baptist 
Church,  and  on  October  24,  1974  with  the  Newell  Baptist 
Church.  The  preacher  for  the  Annual  Sermon  to  be  Aubrey 
Patterson,  pastor  of  Carmel  Baptist  Church,  and  the  alternate 
preacher  be  Ernest  W.  Glass,  pastor  of  Shamrock  Drive  Baptist 
Church. 

54.  The  report  was  accepted. 

55.  Howard  H.  Carlton,  pastor  at  the  Westview  Church,  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Resolution  Committee,  submitted  his  report: 

REPORT  OF  THE  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

We  recommend  that  we,  the  messengers  to  the  Eighty-Eighth  Meeting 
of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  express  our  thanks  to  our  Heavenly 
Father,  and  make  known  our  continuing  appreciation  for: 

1.  The  spirit  of  Christian  fellowship  that  has  prevailed  in  our  Association, 
the  abundant  blessings  that  have  been  ours  this  past  year,  and  the  worthy 
accomplishments  we  have  had  for  which  we  give  God  the  praise. 

2.  The  warm  welcome  and  generosity  accorded  us  by  the  First  Church 
and  Emmanuel  Church  in  providing  facilities  and  a  meal  to  make  our  sessions 
a  pleasant  experience. 

3.  The  Associational  officers  and  organizational  leaders  in  providing 
a  program  within  our  Association  which  enables  us  to  become  personally 
involved  for  better  Christian  service. 

4.  The  broadening  of  our  vision  toward  mission  opportunities  by  Lawrence 
Childs,  and  his  leadership  in  helping  our  churches  work  toward  common 
goals. 

5.  The  opening  of  new  doors  of  service  through  Christian  social  ministries 
by  our  Director,  Lloyd  Hales. 

6.  The  challenging  and  informative  messages  brought  by  local  and 
visiting  speakers,  which  have   given  us   a  greater  incentive  to   carry   out   our 
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mission  of  winning  souls  to  Christ,  strengthening  our  churches  and  caring  for 
people. 

7.  The  excellent  coverage  given  by  Warren  Barnard,  religious  reporter 
for  the  Charlotte  News,  and  for  his  faithful  attendance  to  this  meeting. 

8.  We  recommend  that  the  Association  approve  the  resolution  opposing 
Liquor-by-the-Drink,  which  was  presented  to  us  in  our  annual  business  ses- 
sion, October  24,  1973. 

56.  Statistician  Nancy  Kistler  presented  her  digest  of  the  church 
letters.  There  were  1375  baptisms  and  2326  uniting  with  the  churches 
for  the  1972-73  year,  and  the  total  church  membership  now  stands  at 
42,067.  Total  money  received  for  the  1972-73  period  amounted  to 
$6,574,320.  Enrollment  figures  showed  a  decrease:

57.  Earl  N.  Porter,  pastor  at  Whiting  Avenue  Church  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  made  the  following  report: 

REPORT  OF  MUTUAL  CARE  COMMITTEE 

1972-73 

The  Committee  has  had  numerous  meetings  during  the  year.  We  have 
tried  to  be  helpful  to  those  who  requested  help. 

One  Church,  Sharon,  has  requested  membership  in  the  Association.  In 
keeping  with  the  associational  constitution,  we  recommend  that  the  Sharon 
Church  be  received  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  Albemarle  Road,  the  Pineville  Road  and  the 
Southview  churches  be  continued  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association 
for  another  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  Associational  Office  continue  to  publish  n 
prayer  calendar  for  the  churches.  Prayer  is  also  requested  for  them  at  each 
midweek  prayer  service. 

We  again  express  thanks  to  the  Associational  Office  for  the  promotion 
of  Pastor  Appreciation  Day. 

We  suggest  that  the  Associational  Office  promote  Pastor  and  Staff 
Appreciation  Day  at  least  every  other  year.  It  is  understood  that  each  church 
decide  its  own  way  of  expressing  appreciation. 

63.  Lawrence  Childs  used  Exodus  14:  10-14.  He  said  three 
mighty  big  things  about  this  passage:  (1)  A  willingness  to  go  back  to 
slavery;  there  are  those  who  are  never  pleased,  ready  to  go  back  to  a 
lower  level  of  achievement;  (2)  Fear  Not,  stand  firm;  the  status  quo 
is  desirable  to  some,  let  God  do  what  he  wants,  he  does  not  need  our 
help;  (3)  God's  word  is  'Why  do  you  cry  to  me?  Tell  the  people  to  go 
forward;'  we  have  a  concern  here  in  Mecklenburg  that  we  go  ahead. 
Listen  to  these  forward  steps:  (1)  Emergency  care  home  for  juveniles; 
troubled   youth;    (2)    Employment   of   an    associate    Superintendent    of 
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Missions,  we  have  not  been  able  to  give  you  all  the  help  you  have 
wanted;  (3)  Development  of  a  new  office  building— Sugar  Creek 
buildings;  (4)  Development  of  new  congregations;  starting  new 
churches. 

64.  The  Calvary  Church  choir  led  by  Carroll  O.  Dellinger  treated 
those  present  with  some  beautiful  music;  "Ye  Shall  Be  Witnesses",  "When 
I  Survey  the  Wondrous  Cross",  and  "The  Kingdom  Is  Coming". 

65.  Kenneth  Hollifield,  Alternate  preacher  and  pastor  at  Durham 
Memorial  Church,  read  Ephesians  1:  15-23. 

66.  The  annual  sermon  was  preached  by  Thurman  B.  Stone,  pastor 
at  the  Calvary  Church.  It  takes  a  person  with  a  strong  faith  in  Christ 
to  pray  the  prayer  Paul  offered  for  the  Ephesian  Christians,  and  for 
Christians  everywhere.  (1)  that  they  might  see  clearly  and  understand 
who  Christ  is.  Peter  confessed  that  he  came  from  God.  The  disciples 
watched  him  perform  miracles;  feed  thousands  and  walk  on  the  water, 
and  still  did  not  know  who  he  really  was.  Who  is  he?  We  better  find 
out.  He  is  the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith;  at  one  with  God;  created 
the  world;  the  substitute-sacrifice  for  our  sins.  (2)  that  God  will  give 
us  wisdom  to  understand  what  he  has  done  for  us;  identified  himself 
with  mankind-incarnation;  became  one  with  man;  tempted  as  we; 
interpreted  God  to  man;  assumed  the  blow  meant  for  man;  God 
punished  him;  he  indwells  the  heart  of  man;  has  come  to  take  over 
the  throne  of  our  lives.  (3)  that  we  may  come  to  see  a  little  of  the  glory; 
but  we  need  Jesus  here  and  now  to  help  us;  we  are  just  passing  through; 
our  citizenship  is  in  heaven;  there  is  a  future,  and  we  rhall  be  with 
Jesus  to  enjoy  eternal  peace,  perfection  and  pleasures.  (4)  that  we 
come  to  realize  that  we  have  made  God  rich  because  of  our  coming  to 
him;  riches  of  God  are  in  his  family;  we  are  all  that  God  has  salvaged 
out  of  this  world;  we  are  his  handiwork;  God's  habitation. 

67.  G.  Reid  Keiger,  pastor  at  the  Thomasboro  Church  pronounced 
the  benediction,  and  the  Eighty-eighth  annual  meeting  of  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association  was  adjourned.

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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I  — NAME 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associ- 
ation. It  may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II— COMPOSITION 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be 
composed  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  messen- 
gers according  to  the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one  hundred 
members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor; 
churches  with  more  than  one  hundred  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  addition- 
al messenger  for  every  one  hundred  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed 
ten  messengers,  including  the  pastor. 

ARTICLE  III  — PURPOSE 

Section  1.  This  association  is  a  self-determining  Baptist  body,  created 
and  sustained  by  the  churches  affiliated  with  her  and  responsible  to  them 
through  their  messengers. 

Section  2.     Through  this  body,  the  churches  seek  to: 

( 1 )  Foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice, 

(2)  Give   and   receive   assistance   in   achieving  the   purposes   of  the  member 
churches, 

( 3 )  Engage    in    direct,    cooperative   mission    activities    which    cannot   be    ac- 
complished by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  — OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Statistician,  Bible  Teaching  Director,  Brotherhood  Director, 
Church  Music  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Church  Library  Director, 
and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from 
the  floor  and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot  at  each  annual 
meeting.  The  other  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  associational  board  upon 
nomination  by  the  board  nominating  committee  no  later  than  the  June  meet- 
ing. Nominations  by  the  committee  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the 
floor.  All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  associational 
meeting  in  which  they  are  elected,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are 
named. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body  and 
appoint  committees  as  are  required  by  this  constitution.  He  shall  also  serve 

as  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall 
be  elected  for  one  term  and  cannot  immediately  succeed  himself  after  the 
second  successive  term.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Moderator,  and  may  act  for  the  Moderator  as  they  may  agree  to  do. 

Section  4.     The  clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of

the  churches  affihated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical 
after  adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the 
records  of  the  churches  on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
report  to  the  association  such  other  statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

ARTICLE  V  — ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD 

Section  1.  The  associational  board  shall  be  composed  of  (1)  one  lay 
member  for  every  church,  plus  an  additional  member  for  each  additional 
1000  members  or  fraction  thereof,  (2)  the  pastor  of  each  cooperating  church, 
(3)  all  elected  officers  of  the  association,  (4)  the  chairmen  of  all  board 
committees,  (5)  the  minister  of  education  and  associate  pastor  from  the 
cooperating  churches,  (6)  retired  ministers  who  are  members  of  cooperating 
churches. 

Section  2  The  associational  Board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  interim. 
The  operation  of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  constitution 
of  the  association  and  the  constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the 
board  and  that  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI  — PURPOSE 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  three  committees  relating  to 
the  annual  meeting.  They  are :  ( 1 )  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  ( 2 )  Reso- 
lutions Committee,  and  (3)  Program  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the 
second  day  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  associ- 
ation during  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  MISSIONS  POLICY 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting 
of  new  churches  and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the  initia- 
tive for  beginning  such  is  an  associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek 
the  leadership  of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  coordina- 
tion in  what  is  otherwise  a  church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  by 
the  churches  which  make  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  policies  or 
actions  of  the  association  should  therefore  respect  the  integrity  of  the  co- 
operating churches  and  associational  mission  endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but  does 
seek  to  encourage  all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for  effecting 
an  orderly  growth  and  for  maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  asso- 
ciation. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their 
own  membership  policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to 
Baptist  policy. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  on  a  day  to  be 
determined  at  the  direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board  and 
publicized  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time 
for  publication  in  the  Minutes  of  the  association. 
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2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  first  of  each  year  and 
close  September  20th  of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order, 
Revised. 

4.  The  reports  to  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the 
associational  board,  shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  All  churches,  desiring  admission  into  the  Association  shall  present 
their  request  to  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  for  examination  and  recommenda- 
tion to  the  board  or  the  association.  Any  church  recommended  for  admission 
to  the  association  will  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  one  year. 

6.  If  any  church  in  the  association  is  delinquent  for  two  successive  years 
in  filing  an  Associational  Letter,  it  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the  association 
upon  recommendation  by  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  and  action  by  the  asso- 
ciation to  this  effect. 

7.  All  Churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  shall  be  Churches  who 
use  the  New  Testament  as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  policy  and 
require  that  all  candidates,  who  are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water,  on 
the  basis  of  belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  mem- 
bership. 

8.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  present. 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD,  INC. 

This  is  to  certify,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves 
into  a  religious,  non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of 
the  state  of  North  Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  North  Carolina  entitled:  "CORPORATIONS,"  and  the  applicable  subsections 
thereunder  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to  that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I  — NAME 
The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be,  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associ- 
ational Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  — LOCATION 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Charlotte, 
N.  C. 

ARTICLE  III  — OBJECTS  AND  PURPOSES 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed 
are: 

( 1 )  To  foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  To  give  and  receive  assistance  in  achieving  the  purposes  of  the  member 
churches, 

(3)  To  engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  ac- 
complished by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  — POWERS 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall  have 
power  to  create  indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  lease,  convey  and  receive 
as  gifts,  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  all  other  and  additional  powers 
necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into  execution  the  forgoing  powers  and  pur- 
poses, the  same  as  a  natural  person  might  do  or  could  do. 
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Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in  the 
same  name  of  the  corporation  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  attested 
by  the  Secretary,  when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  members 
at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either 
regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation  and 
the  Amendments  thereto  and  Resolutions  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.  at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V  — MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  member- 
ship shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  North  Carolina,  who  have  been  duly  elected 
to  serve  on  the  Associational  Board  as  prescribed  in  Article  V.  Section  1,  of 
the  constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and 
administered  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  Board,  Inc.,  which 
shall  be  vested  with  the  usual  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corpora- 
tion under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  said  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  its 
members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its  meetings. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on  all 
matters  coming  before  said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote  of  a 
quorum  of  the  members  shall  constitute  corporate  action. 

ARTICLE  VI  — OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  at  the 
October  Board  meeting,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected.  Nominations  shall  be  presented  by  the  board 
nominating  committee,  but  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  2.  The  address  of  the  Registered  Office  of  the  corporation  is 
2140  Commonwealth  Avenue,  Charlotte,  Mecklenburg  County,  North  Caro- 
lina, and  the  name  of  the  Registered  Agent  of  the  corporation  at  such  address 
is  S.  Lawrence  Childs,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Missions  or  his  successor. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  COMMITTEES  AND  PROGRAMS 

This  corporation  shall  have  the  following  committees  and  programs. 

Section  1.     ADMINISTRATIVE  SERIES 

(!)  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall 
maintain  a  continuing  study  of  the  constitutions  of  the  board  and  the  associ- 
ation and  make  recommendations  to  keep  them  abreast  of  the  time  and  pro- 
gram of  the  association. 

(2)  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  advise  and  assist 
the  board  in  its  function.  It  shall  not  in  any  instance  serve  as  a  substitute 
for  or  assert  any  judgment  or  power  over  any  other  committee  of  the  board. 
Its  membership  shall  consist  of:  The  Moderator  of  the  association,  who  shall 
serve  as  chairman,  the  Vice-Moderator,  the  Officers  of  the  board,  the  chair- 
men of  all  board  committees  and  the  directors  of  all  board  programs. 
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(3)  FINANCE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
plan,  promote  and  supervise  the  annual  budget  of  the  association,  and  super- 
vise the  treasurer  who  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee.  This 
would  include  an  annual  audit  of  the  finances. 

(4)  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall  nomi- 
nate all  associational  officers  except  the  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  no 
later  than  the  June  meeting.  These,  when  approved  by  the  board  shall 
serve  with  the  committee  in  nominating  aU  other  leaders  in  their  various  pro- 
grams. This  committee  shall  also  nominate  Board  officers  and  committee 
chairmen  of  all  committees  at  the  October  meeting.  These,  when  elected  shall 
serve  with  the  committee  in  nominating  all  committee  members  at  the  Novem- 
ber meeting.  The  committee  shall  present  nominations  to  the  board  to  fill  all 
vacancies  that  occur  during  the  year. 

(5)  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE.  This  five  member  committee  shall 
relate  to  all  employed  personnel  of  the  board.  It  shall  be  responsible  for  mak- 
ing recommendations  to  the  board  for  employment  of  staff  i^ersonnel,  and 
upon  favorable  action  for  employment  by  tlie  board  shall  employ  personnel. 
This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  of  any  staff 
member,  and  seek  proper  methods  of  correction. 

(6)  PROPERTY  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall  super- 
intend the  maintenance  of  the  associational  property. 

Section  2.     CHURCH  DEVELOPMENT  SERIES 

(1)  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers shall  be  responsible  for  giving  assistance  to  the  evangelistic  efforts  of  the 
churches  such  as  clinics,  calendaring,  special  emphases  and  crusades. 

(2)  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five 
members  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting  and  conducting  such 
seminary  extension  training  as  may  be  needed. 

(3)  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers shall  be  responsible  for  providing  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area 
of  stewardship  development  and  Cooperative  Program  promotion. 

(4)  BIBLE  TEACHING  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to 
the  churches  in  their  Bible  Teaching  Programs. 

(5)  CHURCH  LIBRARY  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to 
the  churches  in  their  Church  Library  Programs. 

(6)  CHURCH  TRAINING  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by 
a  Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance 
to  the  churches  in  their  Church  Training  Programs. 

(7)  CHURCH  MUSIC  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to 
the  churches  in  their  Church  Music  Program. 

(8)  BROTHERHOOD  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a 
Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to 
the  churches  in  their  Brotherhood  Program. 

(9)  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  PROGRAM.  This  program 
shall  be  led  by  a  Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to 
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provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  their  Woman's   Missionary  Union   Pro- 
grams. 

(10)  CAMP-RETREAT.  This  committee  of  fifteen  members  shall  be 
responsible  for  giving  assistance  to  the  churches  in  their  retreat  and  camping 
programs. 

Section  3.     MISSIONS  SERIES 

(1)  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen 
member  committee  shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of 
Christian  Social  Ministries. 

(2)  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  commit- 
tee shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  the  Christian  Life. 
It  shall  cooperate  with  the  corresponding  groups  in  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion and  tlie  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  One  area  of  its  work  shall  be 
human  relations. 

(3)  LANGUAGE  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member 
committee  shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  Language 
Missions.  This  would  include  Spanish,  Indian,  the  Deaf  and  others  as  the 
need  arises. 

(4)  NEW  WORK  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee 
shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  establishing  new  missions 
and  churches.  Long  range  planning  and  recommendation  of  new  church  sites 
shall  be  their  responsibility. 

(5)  RADIO  AND  TV  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  commit- 
tee shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  their  Radio  and  TV  ministries. 

(6)  STUDENT  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  ministry  to  students. 

(7)  RESORT  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  resort  missions. 

Section  4.     FELLOWSHIP  SERIES 

(1)  MUTUAL  CARE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee 
shall  foster  fellowship,  communication  and  cooperation  among  the  churches. 
It  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  fellowship 
problems.  It  shall  review  applications  for  membership  in  the  association  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  association  or  the  board.  It  shall  seek  to  restore 
fellowship  with  churches  that  may  become  delinquent,  and  if  their  efforts  fail, 
may  recommend  that  such  a  church  lose  its  affiliation  with  the  association, 

(2)  ORDINATION  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member 
committee  shall  counsel  with  the  churches  and  ministerial  candidate,  as  re- 
quested, concerning  examination  and  recommendation  for  ordination  to  the 
gospel  ministry. 

Section  5.  The  corporation  shall  have  such  other  committees  as  arc 
authorized  by  resolution  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational 
Board,  Inc. 

Section  6.  The  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  select  from  its  mem- 
bership or  from  the  membership  of  any  churches  who  are  members  of 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  individuals  to  serve  on  any  and  all  of  its 
regular  committees  or  special  committees  and  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prohibit  any  member  of  any  cooperation  church  from  serving  on 
such  committees.

OF  THE 

MECKLENBURG   BAPTfST  ASSOCIATION 

(Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  until  1935) 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING  SESSION 
October  23,   1974 

THEME:  "REACH  OUT" 

1.  The  Eighty-ninth  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  met  with  the  Stough  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Pineville, 
N.  C,  for  the  opening  session,  and  with  the  Derita  Baptist  Church  for 
two  sessions  on  the  following  afternoon  and  evening.  Moderator  Grady 
Faulk,  pastor  of  the  Stough  Memorial  Baptist  Church  at  Pineville,  called 
the  meeting  to  order  at  7:25  P.M. 

2.  The  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  was  organized  in  the 
year  1886.  The  Preacher  and  the  Moderator  were  one,  Bev.  E.  C. 
Williams.  The  Clerk  was  J.  M.  McCurdy.  At  the  annual  session  of 
1935,  held  at  the  Durham  Memorial  Church,  the  churches  of  Cabarrus 
County  were  granted  letters  to  form  the  Cabarrus  Association. 

3.  This  year's  meeting  marks  the  third  time  the  association  has 
met  with  the  Stough  Memorial  Church.  The  other  years  were  1911 
and  1933.  This  church  is  71  years  old,  having  been  organized  in  the 
year  1903.  The  congregation  now  meets  in  a  beautiful  new  sanctuary 
less  than  a  year  old.  The  current  membership  is  at  819. 

4.  James  H.  Watters,  Music  Director  for  the  Stough  Memorial 
Church,  led  his  choir  as  they  offered  several  selections:  New  Life 
Chorus,  Choral  arrangements  of  'O  For  a  Thousand  Tongues'  and  'I 
Have  Decided,'  then  the  messengers  sang  'To  God  Be  The  Glory.' 

5.  Gary  C.  Bradley,  assistant  to  the  pastor  at  Carmel  Church,  read 
from  Mark  12:  28-34,  made  reference  to  the  theme  'Beach  Out'  and 
offered  prayer. 

6.  Grady  Faulk,  Moderator,  declared  the  Eighty-ninth  session  of 
Mecklenburg  Baptists  opened.  He  recognized  Marion  Epps,  Music  and 
Youth  Director  at  Greenland  Avenue  Church,  who  made  motion:  'that 
the  184  registered  messengers  and  those  who  may  later  attend,  who 
have  been  duly  elected  by  churches  conforming  to  our  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  constitute  the  89th  Mecklenburg  Baptist  association,  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  business  and  hearing  reports.'  This  motion  was 
approved. 

7.  Joe  Burnette,  Assistant  Pastor  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  and 
Chairman  of  the  Program  Committee,  moved  'that  the  program  as 
printed  and  in  the  hands  of  the  messengers,  be  the  official  order  of 
business,  with  whatever  changes  may  be  found  necessary.'  The  motion 
was  adopted  by  the  messengers. 

8.  Moderator  Faulk  offered  the  church  facilities  for  the  comfort 
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and  convenience  of  the  messengers,  and  introduced  James  H.  Watters, 
Stough  Memorial's  Music  Director,  Mrs.  Sandra  Faulkenberry  at  the 
organ,  and  Robert  S.  Bridges  of  the  Calvary  Church,  at  the  piano. 

9.  The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  committees:

10.  Pastors  and  staff  members  coming  to  work  with  churches  in 
the  Mecklenburg  Association  during  the  past  year  were  requested  by 
Moderator  Faulk  to  come  forward  and  be  recognized,  and  to  be  of- 
ficially welcomed  by  S.  Lawrence  Childs,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Missions. 
Those  presented  were  J.  Reeder,  pastor  at  Oak  Grove;  Dave  Pierceall, 
Minister  of  Music  at  Hickory  Grove;  Ed  Jump,  Associate  Pastor  at 
Eastern  Hills;  James  Hartley,  Associate  Pastor  at  Chantilly;  Tim  Taylor, 
Associate  Pastor  at  Green  Memorial;  Larry  Bradley,  Associate  Pastor 
at  Calvary,  and  Warren  Mallard,  Director  of  Church  Development, 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

11.  Present  and  recognized  were  Rev.  H.  S.  Diggs,  pastor  of  the 
Mayfield  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  and  Rev.  J.  Arthur  White,  pastor  of 
the  Shiloh  Institutional  Baptist  Church  and  Moderator  of  the  Mount 
Peace  Association. 

12.  Visitors  who  brought  greetings  from  Baptist  Hospital,  Campbell 
College,  and  the  Baptist  Children's  Home,  were  presented. 

13.  At  the  time  for  miscellaneous  business  S.  Lawrence  Childs, 
Jr.,  read  a  proposed  ammendment  to  the  constitution,  which  he  hoped 
would  be  acted  upon  the  following  day.  The  amendment  concerned 
Article  VI— Officers,  Section  1;  and  is  as  follows:  "The  officers  of  this 
corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary  and  a 
Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  at  the  October  Board  meeting,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 
Nominations  shall  be  presented  by  the  board  nominating  committee, 
but  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor." 

14.  Joe  Burnette  felt  that  it  might  be  a  good  idea  to  make  a 
study  about  churches  that  prepare  meals  for  the  annual  meeting. 

15.  Moderator  Faulk  recognized  W.  Frank  Marks,  President  of  the 
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Associational  Board  and  pastor  at  Eastern   Hills  Church,   to  bring   the 
report  of  the  Board. 

Other  of  the  Board's  reports  would  be  given  at  the  following  session. 

REPORT    OF    THE    MECKLENBURG    BAPTIST    ASSOCIATIONAL 
BOARD    TO    THE    ANNUAL    MEETING    1973-74 

This  has  been  an  exciting  and  eventful  year  in  the  work  of  the  Board.  A 
number  of  important  actions  have  been  taken  which  has  expanded  the  ministry 
which  we  seek  to  project.  We  believe  that  the  work  of  Christ  shall  continue 
to  be  effective  and  enlarged  as  a  result.  As  these  important  decisions  have 
been  made  we  have  not  only  moved  to  strengthen  our  work  through  our 
churches  and  the  work  of  our  Association,  but  we  have  been  able  to  en- 
courage and  help  other  churches  and  groups  in  the  overall  Christian  ministry 
in  the  Mecklenburg  area. 

One  of  the  very  important  actions  taken  was  to  enlarge  and  strengthen 
an  already  good  staff  of  the  Association.  After  several  months  of  planning 
and  actions  taken  by  the  Association,  the  Personnel  Committee  brought  a 
recommendation  in  December  of  1973,  that  we  extend  a  call  to  Warren  Mallard 
as  Associate  in  Religious  Education.  This  recommendation  was  accepted  en- 
thusiastically. Mr.  Mallard  became  a  part  of  the  staff  and  though  working 
under  difficult  circumstances,  with  his  family  remaining  in  Fayetteville  until 
suitable  housing  could  be  arranged,  he  has  ingratiated  himself  through  gracious 
and  dedicated  service.  He  has  served  diligently  numerous  churches  and  in- 
dividuals as  he  has  sought  to  strengthen  the  organization  and  teaching  roles. 

An  event  of  great  magnitude  was  the  receipt  of  the  Sugar  Creek  Baptist 
Church  Building,  property  and  parsonage.  In  spite  of  much  effort  and  concern, 
the  church  felt  it  necessary  to  dissolve;  but  in  real  concern  for  the  Baptist 
witness.  Our  Lord's  work  and  care  for  the  community,  they  gave  to  the  Associ- 
ation the  property  valued  at  $700,000.00  with  the  obligation  only  of  assuming 
approximately  $230,000.00.  Our  Associational  Office  was  moved  to  this  property 
after  some  renovation  and  the  old  office  on  Commonwealth  was  listed  for 
sale.  The  church  building  on  Sugar  Creek  was  utilized  by  the  Advent  Lutheran 
Church  and  the  Maijfield  Memorial  Baptist  Church  for  services.  The  Mayfield 
Memorial  Baptist  Church  approached  the  Association  about  purchase  of  this 
valuable  property  for  continued  and  permanent  ministry  to  the  now  almost 
wholly  black  community.  The  Association  accepted  the  offer  of  $150,000.00  to 
be  made  on  three  equal  payments  beginning  on  November  1,  1974.  Agreement 
was  also  given  for  our  continued  use  of  the  building  as  the  Associational 
Office  for  a  period  of  at  least  a  year  on  a  rent  free  basis. 

Another  very  important  and  appreciated  gift  was  officially  accepted  at 
the  October  7  meeting  of  the  Board  from  the  Westover  Congregation.  The 
changing  neighborhood  has  made  it  extremel}'  difficult  for  this  congregation  in 
spite  of  sacrificial  dedication  to  maintain  their  ministry.  The  gift  of  this  property 
is  valued  at  $400,000.00  and  the  Association  will  assume  an  indebtedness 
of  only  $44,015.22.  The  congregation  has  requested  that  the  Association 
either  use  or  sell  the  property  with  proceeds  to  be  used  for  mission  work  in 
this  country.  This  will  provide  us  needed  funds  with  which  to  expand  our 
ministry  to  new  areas. 

Such  generous  action  by  these  mission  minded  congregations  has  provided 
the  means  by  which  we  might  expand  our  ministry  and  continue  the  work  in 
which  they  have  been  involved.  We  express  our  sincere  gratitude  for  their 
vision  and  desire  to  see  Christ's  kingdom  flourish. 

Our  Superintendent  of  Missions,  Lawrence  Childs,  was  encouraged  to 
enter  and  pursue  the  Doctor  of  Ministries  degree  at  Southern  Seminary.  His 
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continued  education  and  training  in  this  area  will  help  him  to  provide  even 
better  leadership  and  direction  to  our  work. 

You  will  be  made  aware  of  the  many  areas  of  work  in  which  the  board 
is  involved  as  you  hear  and  read  the  reports  of  the  standing  committees.  This 
has  indeed  been  an  exciting  year  in  which  Our  Lord  has  blessed  us  riclily  in 
both  spiritual  and  material  blessings. 

Under  the  very  capable  and  dedicated  leadership  of  tlie  new  Board  presi- 
dent, Wendell  Sloan,  we  look  for  and  expect  even  greater  and  better  things 
for  Clirist  in  our  approaching  Associational  year.

16.  G.  Reid  Keiger,  pastor  at  the  Thomasboro  Church  brought  the 
report  of  the  Evangelism  Committee. 

EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

The  Evangelism  Committee  has  met  several  times  this  year  for  the  pur- 
pose of  fulfilling  its  tasks  "to  be  responsible  for  giving  assistance  to  the 
evangelistic  efforts  of  the  churches,  such  as  clinics,  calendaring,  special  em- 
phasis and  crusades."  This  committee  of  fifteen  members  has  been  divided 
into  sub-committees,  with  special  assignments  for  each. 

On  May  9  of  this  year,  an  "Evangelism  Renewal  Conference"  was  con- 
ducted at  the  Enderly  Park  Baptist  Church,  with  an  attendance  of  41  men, 
representing  many  churches  of  the  Association.  Following  a  very  delicious 
dinner,  Mr.  Wayne  Honeycutt,  a  Baptist  layman  from  Jamestown,  North 
Carolina,  introduced  us  to  "Evangelism  Renewal,"  which  is  a  new  ministry  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board. 

Another  emphasis  planned  and  promoted  by  our  Evangelism  Committee 
was  the  "Youth  Evangelism  Week-End,"  held  at  Mulberry  Baptist  Church, 
on  June  28-29.  The  Young  People  of  our  association  responded  to  this  Evan- 
gelism Week-End  with  much  interest  and  enthusiasm.  Many  decisions  were 
made. 

On  August  12  our  Evangelism  Committee  set  our  programs  for  the  year 
1974-75.  These  plans  include  our  Simultaneous  Revivals  April  13-20,  1975, 
a  Layman's  Renewal  Retreat  in  March,  and  a  Youth  Retreat  in  August. 

The  Evangelism  Committee  strongly  encourages  as  many  churches  as 
possible  to  join  in  this  Simultaneous  Revival  effort,  believing  a  cooperative 
thrust  of  evangelism  will  have  a  great  spiritual  impact  upon  the  greater 
Charlotte  area. 

In  conclusion  of  this  report,  the  Evangelism  Committee  expresses  grati- 
tude to  Lawrence  Childs  and  Warren  Mallard  for  their  counsel,  guidance, 
and  involvement  in  the  area  of  evangelism.  The  Committee  also  covets  your 
prayers  for  a  fruitful  year  in  evangelism  during  1974-75. 

17.  Aubrey  Patterson,  Chairman  of  the  Student  Committte  and 
pastor  at  the  Carmel  Church,  spoke  briefly  about  the  work  of  the  com- 
mittee. He  presented  Paul  Larsen,  who  is  the  Campus  Minister  at 
U.  N.  C.-C,  and  told  something  of  the  college  campus  progi-am. 

18.  Leland  K.  Stephens,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  and 
pastor  at  the  Grace  Church,  presented  his  report.  The  proposed  1974-75 
budget  for  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  was  presented  and 
adopted. 
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1973-74  was  a  significant  year  for  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 
With  the  coming  of  Warren  Mallard  our  Associational  staff  has  been  in- 
creased to  five,  including  one  part-time  secretary.  The  purchasing  of  the 
property  formerly  used  by  the  Sugar  Creek  Baptist  Church  has  furnished 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  with  splendid  new  offices  and  meeting  rooms. 

Work  among  the  Baptists  affiliated  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associ- 
ation has,  indeed,  taken  on  a  new  look.  We  are  no  longer  an  association  with 
part-time  leadership  operating  out  of  small,  cramped  offices  located  on  North 
Tryon  Street.  The  1972-73  offerings  from  churches  were  $81,423.  1973-74  saw 
those  offerings  jump  to  $93,500.  The  budget  for  1974-75  is  a  record  $108,466. 

Plans  are  in  the  making  for  a  new  office  building  to  be  the  permanent 
home  for  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  The  New  Work  Committee  is  eye- 
ing some  possible  new  building  sites.  Other  committees  are  hard  at  work  pro- 
viding fresh,  exciting  new  ministries  for  our  association. 

1974-75  is  certainly  a  year  of  challenge  for  our  churches.  This  may  prove 
to  be  the  most  significant  year  in  our  history.  We  are  confident  that  Meck- 
lenburg Baptists  will  meet  this  challenge.

Crowth  has  come  through  these 
few  short  years.  Presently  the  membership  stands  at  231.  The  ideal

25.  Moderator  Grady  Faulk  called  this  session  to  order  at  3:30  P.M. 

26.  Earl  Norris,  Music  Director  for  the  Mecklenburg  Association, 
led  in  the  singing  of  'Praise  Him!  Praise  Him!'  and  the  Derita  Baptist 
Church  choir  which  he  directs  sang  'I  Have  Come  from  the  Darkness.' 

26.  Herschel  Ponder,  Minister  of  Education  at  the  Shamrock  Drive 
Church,  read  from  Acts  15:  12-14,  19-21,  and  offered  prayer. 

27.  C.  E.  Baker,  interim  pastor  at  the  Derita  Church,  greeted  the 
messengers  and  offered  the  full  use  of  the  buildings. 

28.  Time  for  miscellaneous  business  was  announced.  S.  Lawrence 
Childs,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Missions,  read  again  the  proposed  Con- 
stitution change.  He  moved  for  its  adoption,  and  when  seconded,  the 
vote  following  was  affiiTnative. 

29.  Mrs.  A.  D.  Covington,  W.M.U.  Director,  called  special  at- 
tention to  the  Baptist  Women's  Day  of  Prayer,  November  4,  1974. 

30.  Moderator  Faulk  called  for  the  election  of  the  two  offices  to 
be  filled.  The  name  of  Aubrey  Q.  Patterson  was  offered  as  Moderator 
for  the  1974-75  term.  No  other  name  was  presented  and  he  was  elected 
by  acclamation.  The  name  of  Joe  Burnette  was  placed  in  nomination 
for  Vice-Moderator.  He  was  elected  to  the  office  by  acclamation,  no 
other  name  being  offered. 

31.  Rev.  J.  B.  Humphrey,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  lo- 
cated at  1020  S.  Church  Street,  was  recognized  and  asked  to  come 
forward  to  speak  some  words  of  greeting. 

32.  W.  Frank  Marks,  Associational  Board  President,  continued 
the  Board's  report. 

33.  Earl  N.  Porter,  Chairman  of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  and 
pastor  at  the  Whiting  Avenue  Church,  presented  his  report.  He  made 
motion  that  the  Sharon  Baptist  Church  be  received  into  the  fellowship 
of  the  Association.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  an  affirmative 
vote  followed.  He  also  made  a  motion  that  the  Pineville  Road  Baptist 
Church  and  the  Southview  Baptist  Church  now  under  watchcare  be 
continued  under  watchcare  for  another  year.  This  motion  received  a 
second,  and  was  carried. 

MUTUAL  CARE  COMMITTEE 

1973-1974 

The  Mutual  Care  Committee  met  as  a  Committee  four  times  during  the 
year.  The  Chairman  and  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  invited  the  Pastors  of 
churches  now  under  watchcare  of  the  Association  to  a  special  meeting  in 
March. 

We  have  established  a  method  of  regular  reporting  through  our  Superin- 
tendent of  Missions  that  will  provide  valuable  information  to  enable  more 
meaningful  assistance  through  the  Association. 

Basically  this  has  been  a  year  of  trying  to  establish  a  definite  foundation 
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from  which  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  can  provide  a  meaningful   ministry 
to  churches  seeking  fellowship. 

We  stand  ready  to  be  of  assistance  in  any  area  of  responsibility  Ijelonging 
to  this  committee  to  any  of  our  churches  seeking  such  assistance. 

At  the  present  time  three  churches  are  under  watchcare  of  the  Association : 
Sharon  Baptist  Church,  Pineville  Road  Baptist  Church,  and  Southview  Baptist 
Church. 

The  Mutual  Care  Committee  recommends: 

( 1 )  That  the  Sharon  Baptist  Church  be  received  into  fellowship  in 
the  Association. 

(2)  That  the  Pineville  Road  Baptist  Church  and  the  Southview 
Baptist  Church  now  under  watchcare  be  continued  under  watch- 
care  for  another  year. 

The  Mutual  Care  Committee  expresses  its  appreciation  to  our  Superin- 
tendent of  Missions,  Lawrence  Childs,  for  his  faithful  attendance  at  meetings 
and  for  his  service  with  the  Committee,  and  for  his  counsel,  guidance,  and 
support  in  the  work  of  the  Committee. 

34.  W.  Henry  Crouch,  Chairman  of  the  New  Work  Committee, 
and  pastor  at  the  Providence  Church,  gave  the  report  for  his  committee. 

NEW  WORK  COMMITTEE 
1973-74 

Our  first  call  on  the  Mecklenburg  Missions  Partners  was  made  during  this 
Associational  year.  Proving  to  be  a  powerful  tool  in  nailing  down  new  property, 
a  total  of  $2,629.00  was  raised  from  approximately  twenty-one  churches. 
Property  on  Idlewild  Road  was  purchased  for  a  new  church  with  the  Hickory 
Grove  Baptist  Church  selected  as  sponsor.  This  new  mission  will  soon  be 
getting  underway  and  will  serve  the  growing  section  near  the  Mint  Hill/ 
Matthews  Road  area. 

Sale  was  completed  on  our  property  on  Highway  49  and  we  also  became 
the  owners  of  a  five  acre  tract  of  land  at  the  corner  of  Bonnie  Cone  Lane 
and  Mallard  Creek  Church  Road  at  the  rear  of  the  UNC-Charlotte  campus. 
This  will  be  held  until  the  demand  for  a  mission  church  becomes  evident  at 
this  site. 

We  have  also  turned  over  the  McKee  Road  property  to  Carmel  Baptist 
Church  and  they  have  the  Community  Baptist  Mission  going  well.  A  new 
site  on  Rea  Road  and  the  Pineville  Highway  is  also  under  consideration. 

We  have  received  aid  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  the  following 
situations  this  year:  Steele  Creek,  Albemarle  Road  and  Sharon  churches.  We 
anticipate  continued  aid  for  Idlewild,  Sharon,  Albemarle  Road  and  Steele 
Creek  (pastoral). 

Our  future  could  be  better  insured  if  we  support  the  Missions  Partners. 
We  urge  our  people  to  become  "partners"  in  this  project  and  make  it  a  source 
of  prayer.  Materials  for  promotion  are  available  in  the  Associational  Office. 

35.  Z.  Warren  Mallard,  Director  of  Church  Development  for  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  was  recognized  to  present  a  most 
important  phase  of  our  Associational  life.  He  introduced  Mrs.  A.  D. 
Covington,  W.  M.  U.  Director;  Mrs.  Earl  Tucker,  Church  Libraiy  Di- 
rector; and,  Larry  Bradley,  Church  Training  Director.  As  he  talked  about

BROTHERHOOD 

Three  words  characterize  the  days  in  which  we  live:  Time,  Speed,  and 
Emergency.  All  around  us  is  a  dimension  of  intensity  ...  an  intensity  for 
power,  even  if  gained  by  evil  doings,  for  some  in  higher  places  in  our  society 
as  we  know  it.  When  a  sense  of  divine  mission  takes  hold  of  a  man  or  a 
generation,  time  becomes  of  the  essence;  speed  becomes  the  identifying  mark, 
and  emergency  the  characterizing  attitude.  One  cannot  hold  a  newspaper  in 
one  hand  and  a  Bible  in  the  other  and  not  be  compelled  to  action  if  he  be- 
lieves what  he  reads  in  both. 

The  time  when  there  was  time  enough  is  gone.  When  Christ  flung  the 
challenge  to  us  in  His  great  commission.  He  was  giving  us  the  God  given  op- 
portunity to  be  a  working  partner  in  the  greatest  enterprise  this  world  has 
ever  seen  ...  A  Brotherhood  in  Christ,  regardless  of  color  or  denomination  .  .  . 
truly  ecumenical  at  the  very  beginning. 

Our  Brotherhood  movement  or  Baptist  Men  had  one  of  our  better  years 
in  1974.  Instances  of  individual  deeds  of  Christian  endeavor  were  too  numer- 
ous to  enumerate,  but  knowing  that  Christ-led  Brotherhood  had  a  part  should 
fill  us  with  rejoicing.  We  should  all  be  thankful  also  with  the  knowledge  that 
one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  men  from  our  churches  attend  a  one  night  work- 
shop at  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church.  Thirty-eight  churches  were 
visited  in  '74  by  the  Brotherhood  staff,  but  we  are  selfish  for  Christ  in  this 
respect,  we  would  like  to  enter  all  our  churches  and  bring  to  them  the 
knowledge  of  what  Brotherhood  truly  is.  As  this  report  is  being  written,  three 
of  our  churches,  without  Brotherhoods  have  requested  help.  Won't  the  rest 
of  the  churches  without  Baptist  men's  work  fall  in  line  for  1975? 

In  October  of  '73  your  associational  Baptist  Men  had  a  tent  at  the 
Mecklenburg  County  Fair  ...  a  tent  nsed  for  passing  ont  tracts  and  for  wit- 
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nessing.   Over  two  thousand  tracts   were   passed  out   in   eight   nights.    Praise 
the  Lord. 

Brotherhood  in  the  state  led  all  other  religious  educational  programs 
in  growth  last  year.  We  pray  for  a  continuation  of  this  growth.  Laymen  led 
revivals  contributed  tremendously  to  this  growth.  Several  laymen  led  revivals 
are  being  planned  for  Mecklenburg  next  year.  We  solicit  your  prayers. 

The  Brotherhood  workshop  will  be  scheduled  in  October  this  year  instead 
of  the  customary  February  meeting.  New  materials  are  forthcoming  and  should 
be  here  for  the  October  28  meeting  at  First  Baptist  Church.  Pray  for  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association  Brotherhood  work  in  1975.

Has  your  church  become  the  Sunday  Night  place  in  your  community? 
Do  you  have  worship,  training  and  fellowship?  Is  there  enthusiasm  and  joy 
around  your  church  during  Sunday  evenings?  If  the  answer  to  one  or  more 
of  the  above  questions  is  "No",  then  you  need  to  study  the  possibility  of 
adding  "CHURCH:  the  Sunday  Night  Place"  to  your  planning  schedule. 

This  year  CHURCH:  The  Sunday  Night  Place  will  play  a  vital  role  in 
the  denominational  theme:  "Share  His  Love  Now."  It  is  designed  to  bring 
the  people  of  God  to  their  "place"  to  train,  study,  worship,  sing,  and  enjoy 
one  another's  presence.  Strengthened  by  these  experiences,  they  can  then  dare 
to  move  into  the  many  "worlds"  in  which  they  work,  study,  play,  and  travel, 
and  effectively  share  Christ's  love  throughout  the  week. 

Your  Church  Training  leadership  sincerely  hope  that  every  church  will 
take  advantage  of  the  tremendous  opportunities  that  we  have  to  develop 
Christians.  If  we  fail  in  this  task,  the  total  structure  of  our  church  will  begin 
to  decay.

There  are  many  great  churches  in  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 
that  promote  and  maintain  outstanding  music  ministries.  The  Association  can 
provide  a  common  ground  for  sharing  of  ideas  and  for  fellowship.  Churches 
needing  assistance  in  their  music  programs  are  encouraged  to  call  on  the 
Association. 

Trends,  styles,  and  techniques  change  in  music  as  well  as  in  other  areas 
and  the  director  of  music  in  the  local  church  must  be  informed  and  trained 
for  an  adequate  ministry.  The  Association  encourages  a  more  informed  music 
program  and  has  sponsored  workshops  for  directors  and  other  church  leaders. 

Through  the  recommendations  of  the  Associational  Music  Council,  plans 
for  the  1974-75  year  include:  professional  luncheon-program  meetings  on  a 
monthly  schedule;  a  music  leadership  conference  for  September  29— October 
2;    and    Ridgecrest   Music   Leadership    Conference    scholarships    for    directors. 
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With  these  efforts,  may  there  be  among  our  churches  a  greater  fellowship  with 
real  songs  of  praise  to  God.

TACLO  has  been  working  this  year  and  these  people  are  responsible: 
Secretary— Mrs.  Barbara  Modlin;  Program  Chairman— Mrs.  Patsy  Monhollon; 
Technical  Processes  Director— Mrs.  Evelyn  Eagle;  Vice-President— Mrs.  Marion 
McGaha;  President— Mrs.  Jeanne  Tucker. 

Ten  years  ago  we  had  not  even  heard  about  Media  Centers,  now  we 
have  several  Church  Libraries  in  MBA  that  are  functioning  as  Media-Centers. 
Our  aim  is  to  assist  every  church  in  establishing  a  Library  to  meet  their  needs 
however  limited  or  extensive  that  might  be. 

A  workshop  held  at  Providence  Baptist  Church  in  January  related  to 
making  and  using  audiovisuals  to  enhance  teaching  experiences  was  well 
received.  John  Hack,  Library  Consultant  from  Nashville,  led  this  two  day 
workshop  with  a  total  enrollment  of  54. 

Pastors  and  people  are  getting  excited  about  the  possibilities  of  a  Library- 
Media  Center  in  their  church.  Opportunities  for  outreach  are  as  numerous  as 
the  ways  of  nurturing  spiritual  growth  and  maturity  for  Christians,  young  and 
old.  In  April  four  churches  sent  eight  members  to  Ridgecrest  for  the  Regional 
Clinic.  And  in  August  six  of  our  churches  had  twelve  members  at  Ridgecrest 
studying  for  a  whole  week  how  to  administer  the  Library  Ministry.  This  was 
great! 

TACLO's  biggest  response  this  year  has  come  about  due  to  the  addition 
of  the  Technical  Processes  Director.  Mrs.  Eagle  receives  calls  at  home  con- 
cerning classification  and  cataloging  problems  which  sometimes  can  be  over- 
whelming to  a  new  library  worker.  We  also  make  visits  to  individual  churches 
to  help  evaluate  their  situation  and  make  suggestions  about  organization  and 
how  to  really  "get  going".  Assistance  by  one  or  more  of  our  officers  has  been 
given  to  these  churches  this  year  in  establishing,  organizing,  reactivating  or 
adding  new  services:  Calvary,  Carmel,  Clear  Creek,  Eastern  Hills,  Eastway, 
Grace,  Huntersville,  Newell,  Shamrock  and  Sharon  Forest. 

TACLO  meetings  are  designed  to  provide  members  with  knowledge  to 
perform  their  tasks  and  an  opportunity  to  share  with  others.  Library  science 
is  not  guesswork;  it  is  very  exact.  In  order  for  the  people  to  be  trained  properly 
we  will  hold  a  clinic  teaching  Stages  1,  2  of  the  Church  Library  Development 
Plan  on  October  28  and  29,  1974  from  9:00  a.m.  to  12:00  noon  at  the  MBA 
office.

Paul  mentioned 
that  Demas  sends  Christian  greetings,  but  at  a  later  time  had  gone  away 
into  worldly  things.  James'  and  John's  mother  wanted  the  best  places 
for  her  two  boys.  Giving  is  not  a  great  part  of  our  life  style.  It  costs 
something  to  reach  out.  The  Cooperative  program  has  proven  to  be 
good.  Can  you  put  a  price  tag  on  Christian  Education,  the  Sunday 
School,  the  Training  Union,  the  work  among  deaf  people  and  the  care 
of  hospitals?  How  do  you  measure  all  of  this?  Are  you  getting  your 
money's  worth?  There  are  independents— who  do  not  want  to  share. 
Do  we  trust  each  other— Nashville,  Atlanta,  Raleigh?  We  get  by  giving, 
gain  by  losing,  save  life  by  losing  life.  A  paradox  to  be  sure,  but  we 
know  it  works.  The  judgment  of  God  is  upon  us  if  we  don't  reach  out. 
How  does  God  discipline?  God  does  not  run  over  people  in  the  street. 
You  do  what  you  will,  but  God  will  not  be  a  party  to  what  you  are 
doing.  He  leaves  us  alone.  We  preach  alone,  we  witness  alone— sin  sep- 
arates—God leaves  you  to  your  own  folly.  Our  responsibility  toward  God 
is  to  share  His  Son.  Reach  out. 

40.  Instructions  were  given  the  messengers  concerning  the  evening 
meal. 

41.  Larry  Austin,  Church  Training  Director  for  the  Mecklenburg 
Association,  offered  prayer  which  included  thanks  to  God  for  the 
prepared  food.

Memorial  Church,  read  I  Corinthians  13,  and  offered  prayer. 
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46.  Lelaiid  K.  Stephens,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
made  motion  that  the  budget  be  increased  by  $200.00  to  care  for 
necessary  W.  M.  U.  expense.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  approved. 

47.  H.  L.  Ferguson,  Chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee, 
presented  the  following  resolutions: 

REPORT  OF  THE  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

1.  The  Resolutions  Committee  of  the  89th  Annual  Session  of  the  Meck- 
lenburg Baptist  Association,  on  behalf  of  the  messengers  representing  the  71 
churches  of  the  Association,  acknowledge  with  grateful  appreciation  the  bless- 
ings of  God  upon  us,  individually  and  corporately,  during  the  past  year  and  dur- 
ing this  Annual  Session.  We  give  to  Him  all  the  praise  and  the  glory. 

We  offer  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Stough  Memorial  Baptist  church  and 
the  Derita  Baptist  church.  They  have  welcomed  us  warmly  and  treated  us 
royally.  We  rejoice  with  them  in  their  beautiful  and  commodious  buildings 
and  in  their  fruitful  kingdom  work. 

We  sincerely  thank  our  Moderator,  Grady  Faulk,  and  the  officers  and 
leaders  of  our  association  for  the  capable  and  constructive  leadership  they 
have  provided  during  the  year  and  during  these  meetings. 

We  thank  both  those  who  planned  and  those  who  participated  in  the 
program  during  these  two  days. 

We  look  forward  to  1975  with  faith,  courage,  resolution,  and  with  great 
expectancy,  the  great  commission  being  our  guide  and  goal. 

2.  Be  it  resolved  that  the  messengers  comprizing  the  89th  session  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Association,  representing  71  churches  with  a  total  membership 
of  43,175,  express  special  appreciation  to  President  Charles  H.  Crutchfield, 
President  of  Jefferson  Standard  Broadcasting  Company,  Wallace  Jorgenson, 
Executive  Vice-President  of  W.B.T.V.,  and  their  co-workers,  who  have  re- 
cently protested  the  use  of  coarse,  vile,  and  often  profane  language  on  T.V. 
programs.  The  use  of  such  words  offends  many  of  our  finest  citizens  and 
adds  nothing  of  value  to  the  programs,  but  rather  degrades  them.  We  hereby 
commend  and  encourage  these  persons  and  all  others,  who  by  standing  op- 
posed to  the  use  of  such  language,  stand  in  favor  of  quality  broadcasting 
as  opposed  to  low  grade  communication. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Jefferson 
Standard  Broadcasting  Company,  to  the  Columbia  Broadcasting  System,  and 
to  the  Federal  Communications  Commission. 

3.  We  also  recommend  to  our  pastors  and  churches  that  they  support 
fully  the  work  of  the  N.  C.  Christian  Action  League  in  their  efforts  to  improve 
the  moral  and  spiritual  life  of  our  people.

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by  letter,  while  the  losses  numbered  2,418.  Total  church  membership

50.  Rev.  Norman  E.  Kerry,  pastor  of  the  Greater  Mt.  Sinai  Baptist 
Church,  was  recognized  and  was  invited  to  say  a  few  words  to  the 
Association. 

51.  Moderator  Faulk  recognized  the  three  efficient  ladies  who 
help  with  the  work  in  the  Association's  headquarters:  Mrs.  Elaine 
Kessler,  Mrs.  DeLuke  Abernethy,  and  Mrs.  Doris  Childs. 

52.  Lloyd  B.  Hales,  Director  of  Christian  Social  Ministries  for 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  was  presented.  He  invited  to  the 
platform  with  him  Miss  Gretchen  Josephs,  Miss  Pam  Gurley  (who  was 
not  present).  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  F.  Knowles,  and  Andee  Gable.  Miss 
Josephs  said  she  and  Miss  Gurley  enjoyed  their  work  this  past  summer 
ministering  to  children,  for  the  most  part  who  were  underprivileged. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Knowles  have  come  to  the  Mecklenburg  Association  to 
be  the  houseparents  in  the  Emergency  Care  Home  which  all  hope  will 
be  opened  very  soon.  Andee  Gable  is  the  son  of  a  former  pastor  at  the 
Derita  Church.  He  is  now  with  the  Baptist  Children's  Home,  and  hopes 
to  be  working  closely  with  the  Mecklenburg  situation.  Some  church  or 
some  group  could  be  really  helpful  in  helping  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  Emergency  Care  Home.  Pray  for  the  work. 

53.  The  report  of  Cecil  W.  Seagle,  Chairman  of  Christian  Social 
Ministries  Committee,  is  given  below. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES  REPORT 

1973-1974 

1974  has  been  a  year  of  study  and  evaluation  as  well  as  action.  The 
Rev.  Lloyd  Hales,  GSM  Director,  has  been  the  key  to  developing  and  equip- 
ping the  Emergency  Care  Facility.  While  the  CSM  Committee  has  been  in- 
volved, it  has  been  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Hales  and  the  cooperation  of 
Mecklenburg  Baptists  that  tremendous  effort  has  been  made. 

Several  areas  have  been  under  study  by  the  committee.  A  survey  of 
churches  has  been  made  concerning  a  crisis  control  center.  This  center  would 
effectively  serve  as  an  arm  of  aid  to  families  in  need.  Final  details  have  not 
been  worked  out,  but  a  working  proposal  will  be  submitted  before  long. 

A  second  area  of  study  is  that  of  medical  missions.  Several  churches 
or  associations  have  experimented  with  this  concept.  There  are  many  who 
need  medical  attention  who  cannot  afford  it.  A  thorough  study  will  be  made 
with  appropriate  recommendations  coming  to  the  Executive  Committee  and 
the  Board. 

For  the  first  time  ample  funds  have  been  provided  for  the  CSM  work. 
Prior  to  the  1974-75  budget  few  dollars  were  allocated  to  the  work.  I  see  this  as 
a  step  in  the  right  direction  with  proper  funding  a  reality. 
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Mr.  Hales  has  given  a  glowing  report  via  "The  Mecklenburg  Baptist" 
of  the  summer  program.  Funds  have  been  allocated  for  two  additional  workers 
for  1975.  Plans  also  call  for  at  least  ten  churches  to  supply  "Youth  Power"  for 
an  exciting  summer  of  genuine  "home"  missions. 

It  has  been  a  good  year.  Our  director  continues  to  plan  and  promote 
Christ  in  action  in  tangible  ways  in  our  city.  Our  prayer  is  that  God  would 
bless  our  efforts  and  that  our  efforts  will  always  magnify  tlie  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

54.  J.  Clyde  Yates  led  in  a  prayer  remembering  the  ministers  ol 
God  who  has  passed  on  to  their  reward  during  the  past  year. 

55.  S.  Lawrence  Childs,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  saw  himself  as  the  player-coach  taking 
a  good,  long  look  at  the  overall  Mecklenburg  field.  He  hoped  to  be  in 
a  position  to  call  the  right  plays.  I  see  the  playing  field— we  are  getting 
clobbered  in  some  communities.  We  have  lost  three  churches;  Hutchison 
Avenue,  Sugar  Creek  and  Westover.  Not  all  the  members  of  these 
churches  transferred  to  other  Baptist  churches.  When  a  church  dies  we 
lose.  We  have  been  sitting  back  and  letting  this  happen  to  us.  A 
survey  is  greatly  needed  to  pin-point  our  needs.  In  the  second  place; 
we  need  a  definite  offense  in  the  area  of  Sunday  school  enrolment,  and 
in  church  membership.  Growth  is  not  geographic.  Growing  churches 
are  those  who  take  advantage  of  the  associational  offerings  in  the  area 
of  leadership  training.  Growing  churches  major  on  outreach.  Some 
churches  no  longer  take  a  census.  Thirdly,  I  see  success  in  two  areas; 
that  of  Christian  Social  Ministries  under  the  capable  leadership  of 
Lloyd  Hales,  and  the  starting  of  new  churches.  Some  things  that  are 
coming;  Nov,  17-21,  World  Missions  Conference;  leadership  conferences 
in  every  area;  in  April  of  1975— Simultaneous  Revivals  (less  than  20 
churches  as  of  this  date  have  indicated  a  willingness  to  participate);  Nov. 
1975,  Equipping  Conference  which  is  designed  to  provide  'know  How'. 
Do  we  just  assume  God  is  with  us— be  careful. 

56.  Earl  Norris,  Minister  of  Music  at  the  Derita  Church,  led  his 
choir  in  singing  'Victory  In  Jesus',  and  'Take  My  Life  And  Let  It  Be'. 
He  then  led  the  messengers  and  visitors  in  singing  'What  A  Friend  We 
Have  In  Jesus'. 

57.  Ernest  W.  Glass,  alternate  preacher  for  the  Annual  Sermon, 
read  1  Peter  2:    1-10. 

58.  Aubrey  Patterson,  pastor  at  the  Carmel  Church,  brought  the 
annual  sermon.  He  quoted  Sam  Shoemaker— 'Can  our  kind  of  church 
change  our  kind  of  world.'  Reach  people— our  congregations  are  for 
this.  Can  our  churches  change  the  community?  Do  we  have  people  on 
whom  we  can  depend?  Can  we  trust  government;  can  we  depend  on 
our  educational  system;  our  economy  is  on  a  dow^n-hill  sled— can  we 
depend  just  here?  People  are  afraid  of  the  outcome.  One  man  set  out 
on  the  road  to  success  and  happiness;  made  a  success  of  business,  built 
a  new  home,  furnished  it  completely;  and  found  he  was  still  not  happy. 
People  in  the  world  are  dead  in  trespasses  and  sin.  Peter  reminds  us 
we  are  to  be  living  stones,  a  chosen  generation,  a  royal  priesthood,  a 
peculiar  people.  A  brick  all  by  itself  is  not  being  used  to  its  best  ad- 
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vantage,  but  put  into  a  wall,  it  becomes  a  part  of  it.  Man  out  there 
alone,  is  useless,  but  with  us  is  of  value  to  us  all.  Priest— people  are  to 
build  a  bridge  for  people  to  come  to  God.  Are  we  the  kind  of  churches 
and  association  that  will  change  the  country?  "If  my  people,  which  are 
called  by  my  name,  shall  humble  themselves,  and  pray,  and  seek  my 
face,  and  turn  from  their  wicked  ways;  then  will  I  hear  from  heaven, 
and  will  forgive  their  sin,  and  heal  their  land."

PIEDMONT  AREA 

1974 

Christian  child  care  is  a  shared  adventure.  We  proceed  by  faith  to 
build  a  helping  relationship  with  children  and  their  families  in  need.  We 
cannot  know  in  advance  the  final  outcome,  but  we  are  confident  of  God's 
power  to  work  in  these  relationships  for  reconciliation  and  healing. 

Much  has  happened  this  year  to  strengthen  the  foundations  for  our  min- 
istry of  child  care.  The  recreation  and  administration  buildings  at  Broyhill 
Home  are  nearing  completion.  A  cottage  and  two  staff  residences  at  Kennedy 
Home  will  soon  be  dedicated.  A  challenge  gift  of  $100,000  has  been  received 
for  the  development  of  Green-Burris  Home  at  Chapel  Hill. 

"The  Mountain  Within",  a  thirty-minute  16mm  sound  picture,  has  been 
filmed  to  tell  the  story  of  the  Children's  Homes.  It  was  premiered  at  the  Pied- 
mont Area  Conference  September  12.  Following  extensive  use  on  state- 
wide television  broadcasts,  it  was  released  for  showings  to  churches.  Associ- 
ations, civic  clubs,  and  other  interested  groups  October  1.  Place  your  order 
for  the  film  through  the  Department  of  Communications  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention. 

Our  Piedmont  Area  services  have  expended  significantly  during  the  past 
year.  Mills  Home  continues  to  provide  the  highest  quality  group  care  to 
more  than  two  hundred  school  age  children.  Wall  Home  has  pioneered  with  an 
exciting  outdoor  high-adventure  program  for  a  group  of  teenage  boys.  Our 
first  Emergency  Care  Home  opened  in  Burlington  May  21,  and  a  similar  home 
was  opened  in  Charlotte  in  late  summer.  These  two  homes  represent  a  co- 
operative venture  with  the  Mount  Zion  and  Mecklenburg  Associations  to  pro- 
vide emergency  care  on  the  local  scene.  New  foster  homes  have  been  licensed 
and  have  increased  the  number  of  foster  home  children  in  care. 

The  continuing  good  will  and  generous  support  of  our  friends  throughout 
the  state  make  possible  this  vigorous  and  progressive  ministry  of  child  care. 
During  the  past  year,  North  Carolina  Baptists  gave  more  than  a  million  dollars 
to  Christian  child  care  in  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Children's  Homes  through 
the  Cooperative  Program,  the  Thanksgiving  offering,  and  designated  gifts  and 
offerings.  Rising  costs  and  the  need  for  expanding  services  challenge  all  of 
us— staff  and  supporters— to  continue  our  investment  in  the  shared  adventure 
of  Christian  child  care. 

NORTH   CAROLINA    BAPTIST   HOMES    FOR    THE    AGING 

1974 

As  a  Baptist,  among  the  many  vital  ministries  that  you  support  are  your 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging.  For  over  23  years  now,  you  have 
had  a  part  in  serving  hundreds  of  older  people  and  making  life  much  happier 
and  secure  for  them.  You  have  done  so  through  two  very  helpful  means  of 
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income:  (1)  The  Special  Offering  for  the  Homes,  received  on  the  3rd  Sun- 
day of  February  each  year;  (2)  The  Cooperative  Program.  Gifts  through  these 
two  sources  have  increased  from  year  to  year,  and  offerings  for  1974  w^ill  per- 
haps exceed  $350,000,  providing  more  than  30%  of  the  budget  needed  to 
operate  5  resident  Homes  and  the  Nursing  Care  Unit. 

God,  through  you,  has  blessed  this  ministry  of  our  Baptist  Homes  in 
a  remarkable  way,  leading  you  to  establish  two  Homes  in  Winston-Salem, 
Resthaven,  and  the  Hayes  Home,  and  the  Nursing  Care  Unit,  and  three  other 
Homes  at  Albemarle,  Hamilton,  and  Yanceyville.  In  these  Homes,  4  out  of 
every  5  residents  depend  upon  your  love  gifts  and  simply  could  not  be 
cared  for  without  your  help. 

Of  greatest  significance  during  the  past  year,  has  been  the  decision  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  Homes  to  establish  a  6th  Home  in  Western  North  Carolina, 
to  be  located  in  the  city  of  Asheville  on  the  Pearson  Estate,  a  magnificently 
beautiful  twenty-one  acre  site,  overlooking  the  city,  and  with  the  gorgeous 
Blue  Ridge  Mountains  in  the  background.  A  dedicated  group  of  people  in  the 
Western  Carolina  Area  have  organized  the  first  initial  phase  of  what  will 
become,  it  is  hoped,  a  major  State-Wide  fund-raising  effort  to  obtain  the  neces- 
sary money  to  build  this  proposed  Home,  after  approval  by  the  General  Board, 
and  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  Church  groups  are  encouraged  to  visit  the 
beautiful  site  on  which  the  proposed  Home  will  be  built,  and  will  be  served 
lunch,  if  an  appointment  is  made  in  advance. 

With  the  addition  of  a  6th  Home  for  the  Aging,  with  the  spiraling  cost 
of  living,  and  the  great  and  ever-increasing  needs  of  older  people,  it  is  most 
urgent  that  our  Baptist  people  be  more  generous  than  ever  before  in  support 
for  the  Homes  through  the  regular  channels  of  the  3rd  Sunday  of  February 
Offering,  the  Cooperative  Program,  and  an  over  and  above  gift  for  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Home. 

Ministry  to  an  older  person  is  a  direct  ministry  as  unto  Christ  Himself 
and  is  most  pleasing  to  Him,  we  are  sure! 

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 
1974 

In  spite  of  the  growth  in  size  and  complexity  at  your  Baptist  Hospital, 
the  emphasis  is  still  upon  "ministering  with  skill  and  understanding."  Evi- 
dence of  this  is  a  typical  patient's  remark  recently:  "From  the  head  surgeon 
to  the  aide  who  handed  me  a  glass  of  water,  with  all  the  doctors,  nurses, 
people  in  the  business  offices  and  chaplains  in  between,  I  was  cheerfully  given 
every  personal  consideration." 

Changes  and  additions  continue  to  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
better  hospital  care.  Renovation  of  the  Progressive  Care  Unit  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  South  and  West  Wings  of  the  hospital  building  are  now  being 
renovated.  Construction  of  the  Ambulatory  Care  Unit  is  well  under  way  and 
is  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  spring,  or  early  summer,  of  1975. 

New  discoveries  continue  to  make  possible  better  medical  care.  For  ex- 
ample, a  new  EMI-Scanner  is  to  be  installed  and  is  expected  to  be  in  use  be- 
fore the  end  of  this  year.  This  device,  which  combines  the  use  of  x-rays 
and  computors,  will  make  it  possible  to  detect  brain  tumors,  blood  clots,  and 
strokes  more  accurately  and  more  quickly.  Scans  can  be  completed  in  about 
30  minutes  and  the  results  can  be  available  in  another  five  minutes.  There  is 
no  risk  or  discomfort  involved,  and  the  patient  does  not  have  to  be  admitted 
to  the  hospital. 

New  approaches  are  also  being  made  in  the  hospital's  ministry  to  the 
emotional  and  spiritual  needs  of  people.  The  Division  of  Human  Enrichment 
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and  Development,  in  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care,  is  conducting  retreats, 
seminars,  and  workshops  designed  to  help  appropriate  the  resources  of  the 
Christian  faith  to  the  various  areas  and  experiences  of  life.  The  Pastoral  Care 
Department  has  also  opened  its  first  satellite  center,  in  Fayetteville,  to  offer 
counseling  and  training  to  people  in  that  area.  Your  Cooperative  Program 
gifts  help  to  support  these  ministries. 

The  School  of  Nursing  graduated  its  last  class  in  May.  The  school  has 
been  in  the  process  of  phasing  out  for  the  past  three  years,  as  the  result  of  a 
trustee  decision  made  in  1971. 

In  January  the  hospital  had  its  only  room  rate  increase  in  the  past  three 
and  one  half  years.  Nevertheless,  the  hospital  continues  to  operate  "in  the 
black."  The  1973  Mother's  Day  Offerings  amounted  to  $375,000.  At  the  time 
of  this  writing,  our  1974  Mother's  Day  gifts  are  running  ahead  of  the  same 
time  last  year.  These  gifts  are  used  to  assist  patients  with  the  most  urgent 
financial  needs.  A  special  committee  of  five  Baptists  from  the  Winston-Salem 
area  assists  personnel  from  the  hospital  Business  Office  and  the  Department  of 
Denominational  Relations  in  administering  these  funds. 

Your  hospital  staff,  and  the  people  they  serve,  are  grateful  for  your 
interest,  your  prayers  and  your  financial  support.

1974  BIBLICAL   RECORDER   REPORT  TO   THE   ASSOCIATIONS 

The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  grateful  for  another  good  year,  although 
these  are  difficult  days  for  religious  publications.  Some  have  had  to  go  out 
of  business  while  others  are  squeezed  by  rising  costs.  The  RECORDER  has 
not  escaped  the  pressures  of  inflation.  For  example,  paper  has  risen  61  per 
cent  already  this  year— and  the  end  is  not  in  sight. 

Even  so,  the  RECORDER  has  been  in  business  for  141  years  and  expects 
to  continue.  A  few  changes  have  to  be  made,  however,  to  keep  the  paper 
strong.  As  staff  members  have  resigned  or  retired,  they  have  not  been  re- 
placed. Some  weeks  the  number  of  pages  has  to  be  reduced  to  save  money, 
but  readers  have  been  very  understanding. 

Despite  some  problems,  the  RECORDER  is  enjoying  its  highest  circula- 
tion in  history— more  than  111,000— thanks  to  the  continuing  support  of  the 
vast  majority  of  Baptist  churches  in  the  state.  These  churches  and  their  mem- 
bers remember  the  part  the  RECORDER  played  in  the  overwhelming  defeat 
of  liquor  by  the  drink  last  November.  This  is  probably  the  most  significant 
story  that  the  RECORDER  has  reported  since  the  association  met  last  year. 
You  will  remember  that  approximately  70  per  cent  of  the  voters  in  the  state 
voted  against  liquor  by  the  drink  and  it  was  defeated  in  97  of  100  counties. 
This  should  take  care  of  this  issue  for  awhile. 

The  RECORDER  will  continue  its  emphasis  on  local  church  coverage, 
seeking  to  deal  with  problems  that  every  church  has.  Naturally,  we  are 
prejudiced,  but  we  do  not  believe  any  publication  can  take  the  place  of  the 
BIBLICAL  RECORDER.  If  your  church  does  not  send  it  to  every  family,  may 
we  ask  a  simple  question:  Why?  At  a  cost  of  only  a  nickel  a  week  for  each 
family,  This  is  the  best  investment  a  Baptist  church  can  make.  Put  the  RE- 
CORDER in  the  budget  before  it  has  to  increase  the  rate  because  of  inflation.

16  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 
It  may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  -  COMPOSITION 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  churches  affiliated 
with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  messengers 
according  to  the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one  hundred  members 
or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor;  churches  with 
more  than  one  hundred  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  messenger  for 
every  one  hundred  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed  ten  messengers,  in- 
cluding the  pastor. 

ARTICLE  III  -  PURPOSE 

Section  1.  This  association  is  a  self-determining  Baptist  body,  created  and 
sustained  by  the  churches  affiliated  with  her  and  responsible  to  them  through  their 
messengers. 

Section  2.     Through  this  body,  the  churches  seek  to: 

(1)  Foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice, 

(2)  Give   and   receive   assistance   in   achieving  the   purposes   of  the   member 
churches, 

(3)  Engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  accomplished 
by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Statistician,  Bible  Teaching  Director,  Brotherhood  Director, 
Church  Music  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Church  Library  Director,  and 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from  the 
floor  and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting.  The 
other  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  associational  board  upon  nomination  by  the 
board  nominating  committee  no  later  than  the  June  meeting.  Nominations  by  the 
committee  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.  All  officers  shall  assume 
their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  associational  meeting  in  which  they  are  elected,  and 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  named. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  ov6r  meetings  of  the  body  and  ap- 
point committees  as  are  required  by  this  constitution.  He  shall  also  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  executive  committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall  be  elected  for 
one  term  and  cannot  immediately  succeed  himself  after  the  second  successive 
term.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Moderator,  and  may 
act  for  the  Moderator  as  they  may  agree  to  do. 

Section  -4.  The  clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the 
churches  affiliated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the 
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proceedings  of  the  body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical  after  ad- 
journment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the  records  of 
the  churches  on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  report  to  the 
association  such  other  statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

ARTICLE  V  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD 

Section  1.  The  associational  board  shall  be  composed  of  (1)  one  lay  member 
for  every  church,  plus  an  additional  member  for  each  additional  1000  members  or 
fraction  thereof,  (2)  the  pastor  of  each  cooperating  church,  (3)  all  elected  officers  of 
the  association,  (4)  the  chairmen  of  all  board  committees,  (5)  the  minister  of 
education  and  associate  pastor  from  the  cooperating  churches,  (6)  retired  ministers 
who  are  members  of  cooperating  churches. 

Section  2.  The  associational  Board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  interim. 
The  operation  of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  constitution  of  the 
association  and  the  constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the  board 
and  that  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  PURPOSE 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  three  committees  relating  to  the  an- 
nual meeting.  They  are:  (1)  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  (2)  Resolutions  Com- 
mittee, and  (3)  Program  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the  second 
day  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  association  during  the 
first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  MISSIONS  POLICY 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting  of  new 
churches  and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the  initiative  for 
beginning  such  is  an  associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek  the 
leadership  of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  coordination  in 
what  is  otherwise  a  church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  by  the 
churches  which  make  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  policies  or  actions  of 
the  association  should  therefore  respect  the  integrity  of  the  cooperating  churches 
and  associational  mission  endeavors. 

Section  -4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but  does  seek 
to  encourage  all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for  effecting  an  orderly 
growth  and  for  maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  association. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their  own 
membership  policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to  Baptist 
policy. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  on  a  day  to  be  deter- 
mined at  the  direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board  and  publicized  at 
least  three  months  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time  for  publication  in  the 
Minutes  of  the  association. 

2,  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  first  of  each  year  and  close  Sep- 
tember 20th  of  the  following  year. 
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3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order, 
Revised. 

4.  The  reports  to  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the 
associational  board,  shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  All  churches,  desiring  admission  into  the  Association  shall  present  their 
request  to  che  Mutual  Care  Committee  for  examination  and  recommendation  to  the 
board  or  the  association.  Any  church  recommended  for  admission  to  the  association 
will  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one 
year. 

6.  If  any  church  in  the  association  is  delinquent  for  two  successive  years  in 
filing  an  Associational  Letter,  it  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the  association  upon 
recommendation  by  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  and  action  by  the  association  to 
this  effect. 

7.  All  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  shall  be  churches  who  use  the 
New  Testament  as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  policy  and  require  that 
all  candidates,  who  are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water,  on  the  basis  of  belief 
in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  membership. 

8.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  present. 
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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD,  INC. 

This  is  to  certify,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves  into 
a  religious,  non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of 
North  Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  of  the  General  Statutes  of  North 
Carolina  entitled:  "CORPORATIONS,"  and  the  applicable  subsections  thereunder 
and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to  that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I-  NAME 

The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational 
Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  -  LOCATION 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Charlotte,  N.C. 

ARTICLE  III  -  OBJECTS  AND  PURPOSES 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed  are: 

(1)  To  foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  To  give  and  receive  assistance  in  achieving  the  purposes  of  the  member 
churches, 

(3)  To  engage   in   direct,   cooperative   mission  activities   which  cannot  be  ac- 
complished by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  POWERS 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall  have 
power  to  create  indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  lease,  convey  and  receive  as 
gifts,  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  all  other  and  additional  powers 
necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into  execution  the  forgoing  powers  and  purposes, 
the  same  as  a  natural  person  might  do  or  could  do. 

Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in  the  same 
name  of  the  corporation  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  attested  by  the 
Secretary,  when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  members  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either  regular  or 
special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the 
Amendments  thereto  and  Resolutions  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Associational  Board,  Inc.,  at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  membership 
shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association,  North  Carolina,  who  have  been  duly  elected  to  serve  on  the 
Associational  Board  as  prescribed  in  Article  V.  Section  1,  of  the  constitution  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  ad- 
ministered by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  Board,  Inc.,  which  shall  be 
vested  with  the  usual  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corporation  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  said  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational 
Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  its  members,  shall  set  the  times  and 
places  of  its  meetings. 
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Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on  all  matters 
coming  before  said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  the 
members  shall  constitute  corporate  action. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  at  the  October  Board 
meeting,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected.  Nominations  shall  be  presented  by  the  board  nominating  committee,  but 
shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 

;Section  2.  The  address  of  the  Registered  Office  of  the  corporation  is  2140 
Commonwealth  Avenue,  Charlotte,  Mecklenburg  County,  North  Carolina,  and  the 
name  of  the  Registered  Agent  of  the  corporation  at  such  address  is  S.  Lawrence 
Childs,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Missions  or  his  successor. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  COMMITTEES  AND  PROGRAMS 

This  corporation  shall  have  the  following  committees  and  programs. 

Section  1.     ADMINISTRATIVE  SERIES 

(1)  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall  maintain  a 
continuing  study  of  the  constitutions  of  the  board  and  the  association  and  make 
recommendations  to  keep  them  abreast  of  thetimeand  program  of  the  association. 

(2)  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  advise  and  assist  the 
board  in  its  function.  It  shall  not  in  any  instance  serve  as  a  substitute  for  or  assert 
any  judgment  or  power  over  any  other  committee  of  the  board.  Its  membership 
shall  consist  of:  The  Moderator  of  the  association,  who  shall  serve  as  chairman,  the 
Vice-Moderator,  the  Officers  of  the  board,  the  chairmen  of  all  board  committees 
and  the  directors  of  all  board  programs. 

(3)  FINANCE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall  plan, 
promote  and  supervise  the  annual  budget  of  the  association,  and  supervise  the 
treasurer  who  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee.  This  would  include 
an  annual  audit  of  the  finances. 

(4)  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall  nominate  all 
associational  officers  except  the  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  no  later  than  the 
June  meeting.  These,  when  approved  by  the  board  shall  serve  with  the  committee 
in  nominating  all  other  leaders  in  their  various  programs.  This  committee  shall  also 
nominate  Board  officers  and  committee  chairmen  of  all  committees  at  the  October 
meeting.  These,  when  elected  shall  serve  with  the  committee  in  nominating  all 
committee  members  at  the  November  meeting.  The  committee  shall  present 
nominations  to  the  board  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  occur  during  the  year. 

(5)  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE.  This  five  member  committee  shall  relate 
to  all  employed  personnel  of  the  board.  It  shall  be  responsible  for  making  recom- 
mendations to  the  board  for  employment  of  staff  personnel,  and  upon  favorable  ac- 
tion for  employment  by  the  board  shall  employ  personnel.  This  committee  shall 
receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  of  any  staff  member,  and  seek  proper 
methods  of  correction. 

(6)  PROPERTY  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  shall  superintend 
the  maintenance  of  the  associational  property. 

Se  c  tion  2.     CH  UR  CH  DE  VEL  OPMENT  SERIES 
(1)  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE.     This  committee  of  fifteen  members  shall 
be  responsible  for  giving  assistance  to  the  evangelistic  efforts  of  the  churches  such 
as  clinics,  calendaring,  special  emphases  and  crusades.  -, 
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(2)  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  five  mem- 
bers shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting  and  conducting  such  seminary  ex- 
tension training  as  may  be  needed. 

(3)  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  of  fifteen  members 
shall  be  responsible  for  providing  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  ste- 
wardship development  and  Cooperative  Program  promotion. 

(4)  BIBLE  TEACHING  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a  Director 
and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to  the  churches 
in  their  Bible  Teaching  Programs. 

(5)  CHURCH  LIBRARY  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a  direc- 
tor and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to  the 
churches  in  their  Church  Librarv  Programs. 

(6)  CHURCH  TRAINING  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a  Direc- 
tor and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to  the 
churches  in  their  Church  Training  Programs. 

(7)  CHURCH  MUSIC  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a  Director 
and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to  the  churches 
in  their  Church  Music  Program. 

(8)  BROTHERHOOD  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be  led  by  a  Director 
and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance  to  the  churches 
in  their  Brotherhood  Program. 

(9)  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  PROGRAM.  This  program  shall  be 
led  by  a  Director  and  as  many  other  leaders  as  may  be  needed  to  provide  assistance 
to  the  churches  in  their  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Programs. 

(10)  CAMP-RETREAT.  This  committee  of  fifteen  members  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  giving  assistance  to  the  churches  in  their  retreat  and  camping  programs. 

Section  3.     MISSIONS  SERIES 

(1)  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  mem- 
ber committee  shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  Christian 
Social  Ministries. 

(2)  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  the  Christian  Life.  It  shall 
cooperate  with  the  corresponding  groups  in  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  One  area  of  its  work  shall  be  human  relations. 

(3)  LANGUAGE  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  com- 
mittee shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  Language  Missions. 
This  would  include  Spanish,  Indian,  the  Deaf  and  others  as  the  need  arises. 

(4)  NEW  WORK  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  establishing  new  missions  and 
churches.  Long  range  planning  and  recommendations  of  new  church  sites  shall  be 
their  responsibility. 

(5)  RADIO  AND  TV  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  their  Radio  and  TV  ministries. 

(6)  STUDENT  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall  provide 
assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  ministry  to  students. 

(7)  RESORT  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  committee  shall  provide 
assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  resort  missions. 

Section  4.     FELL  0  WSHIP  SERIES 
(1)  MUTUAL  CARE  COMMITTEE.     This  fifteen  member  committee  shall 
foster  fellowship,  communication  and  cooperation  among  the  churches.  It  shall  be 
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available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  fellowship  problems.  It  shall 
review  applications  for  membership  in  the  association  and  make  recommendations 
to  the  association  or  the  board.  It  shall  seek  to  restore  fellowship  with  churches 
that  may  become  delinquent,  and  if  their  efforts  fail,  may  recommend  that  such  a 
church  lose  its  affiliation,  with  the  association. 

(2)  ORDINATION  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE.  This  fifteen  member  com- 
mittee shall  counsel  with  the  churches  and  ministerial  candidate,  as  requested,  con- 
cerning examination  and  recommendation  for  ordination  to  the  gospel  ministry. 

Section  5.  The  corporation  shall  have  such  other  committees  as  are 
authorized  by  resolution  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational 
Board,  Inc. 

Section  6.  The  corporation  shall  have. authority  to  select  from  its  mem- 
bership or  from  the  membership  of  any  churches  who  are  members  of  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association,  individuals  to  serve  on  any  and  all  of  its  regular  com- 
mittees or  special  committees  and  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prohibit  any  member  of  any  cooperating  church  from  serving  on  such  committees.

WEDNESDAY  EVENING  SESSION 

October  22, 1975 

THEME:  "LET  CHRIST'S  FREEDOM  RING" 

1.  The  Ninetieth  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  met 
with  the  Mulberry  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  N.C.,  for  the  opening  session,  and 
with  the  Newell  Baptist  Church  for  two  sessions  on  the  following  afternoon  and 
evening. 

2.  David  Goggin,  Minister  of  Music  with  the  Mulberry  Church,  captured  the 
attention  of  those  present  with  a  really  great  interpretation  of  the  theme,  "Let 
Christ's  Freedom  Ring".  From  the  opening  tones  of  the  bell  to  the  closing  note  of 
the  music  the  cherished  freedom  of  America  and  the  freedom  that  Christ  brings, 
were  vividly  displayed. 

3.  Moderator  Joe  Burnette  declared  the  session  to  be  in  order  at  7:45  P.M. 
(Aubrey  Patterson  was  elected  moderator  at  the  previous  annual  session,  but  his 
acceptance  of  a  pastorate  of  a  Texas  church  brought  about  his  resignation  as 
moderator). 

4.  The  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  was  organized  in  the  year  1886. 
The  Preacher  and  the  Moderator  were  one.  Rev.  E.  C.  Williams.  The  Clerk  was  J. 
M.  McCurdy.  At  the  annual  session  of  1935,  held  at  the  Durham  Memorial  Church, 
the  churches  of  Cabarrus  County  were  granted  letters  to  form  the  Cabarrus 
Association. 

5.  The  session  for  this  year  makes  the  second  time  Mulberry  Church  has  been 
host  to  Mecklenburg  Baptists.  The  previous  date  of  meeting  was  1968.  Mulberry 
Church  was  organized  in  the  year  1960,  and  for  a  fifteen  year  congregation  has 
shown  remarkable  progress.  The  beautiful  sanctuary  and  grounds  would  have 
close  to  a  million  dollar  value.  The  near  800  members  can  be  well  proud  of  their  fine 
achievements. 

6.  Moderator  Burnette  recognized  Marion  Epps,  Music  and  Youth  Director  of 
the  Greenland  Avenue  Church,  who  announced  that  201  messengers  from  the 
Mecklenburg  churches  were  present,  along  with  over  100  visitors.  He  moved  'that 
these  201  messengers  already  registered  and  those  who  may  later  attend,  and  who 
have  been  duly  elected  by  their  churches  conforming  to  our  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  constitute  the  90th  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
ducting business  and  hearing  reports'.  This  motion  was  approved. 

7.  Harold  T.  Smith,  pastor  at  the  Eastway  Church,  moved  'that  the  program 
as  printed  and  in  the  hands  of  the  messengers,  be  the  official  order  of  business, 
with  whatever  changes  may  be  found  necessary'.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

8.  The  moderator  appointed  the  following  committees:  Registration:  Marion 
Epps,  chm.;  Place  and  Preacher:  Spurgeon  Dorton,  chm,,  Gary  Bradley,  Clyde; 
Simpson,  Bryant  Carr,  Mrs.  Frank  Moore;  Program:  Frank  Marks,  chm.,  Larry 
Austin,  John  Edgerton,  Mrs.  Grady  Faulk,  David  Goggins,  Tommy  Puckett; 
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Resolutions:  W.  E.  Entriken,  chm.,  Reid  Keiger,  Mrs.  A.  D.  Covington,  John 
Perry,  Jr.,  John  Grass,  Larry  Bradley. 

9.  Director  of  Missions  for  the  association,  S.  Lawrence  Childs,  Jr.,  was  asked 
by  the  moderator  to  welcome  pastors  and  staff  workers  who  had  come  to  join  the 
Mecklenburg  churches  during  the  past  year.  He  stated  that  only  three  of  our 
churches  were  presently  without  a  pastor,  and  then  read  the  following  names; 
Pastors:  W.  Gattis  Perry,  Oakhurst;  Cecil  Ballard,  Sunset  Road;  Bill  Pruitt, 
Dilworth;  Jay  Reeder,  Oak  Grove;  Clay  Edwards,  Albemarle  Road;  Glenn  Flowe, 
Chapman  Memorial;  Lyman  B.  McDonald,  Hopewell;  Jack  Norris,  Shady  Brook; 
Robert  L.  Estes,  Derita;  R.  Neil  Tuttle,  Mint  Hill;  Wayne  W.  Poplin,  Wilson 
Grove;  Charlie  Simmons,  Wilmont;  James  F.  Parham,  Hoskins  Avenue;  David  Tip- 
ton, Northdale.  Staff  Workers:  Dave  Pierceall,  Minister  of  Music  at  Hickory 
Grove;  Dennis  Bucher,  Minister  of  Music  at  Charlotte  First;  Janice  Haywood, 
Director  of  Childhood  Education  at  Charlotte  First;  James  Averette,  Minister  of 
Education  at  Midwood;  Hal  Shoemaker,  Minister  of  Music  at  Pritchard  Memiorial; 
John  Setchfield,  Minister  of  Education  at  Pritchard  Memorial;  Frank  Dyer, 
Minister  of  Education  at  Commonwealth;  Lanny  Smith,  Minister  of  Music,  Youth 
and  Education  at  Thrift.  Those  in  attendance  were  warmly  greeted. 

10.  In  the  miscellaneous  business  period,  Wendell  D.  Sloan  as  President  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  recognized  the  many  years  of  service 
given  by  Leslie  J.  Horton,  Board  Treasurer,  and  presented  him  with  a  plaque  with 
appropriate  inscription. 

11.  Jack  Napier,  pastor  at  the  Long  Creek  Church,  offered  a  resolution  that 
would  recognize  that  Sugar  Creek  Church  and  the  Westover  Church,  for  their 
generous  contribution  toward  the  purchase  of  property  for  the  association's  office 
building.  The  Resolutions  Committee  was  requested  to  make  consideration. 

12.  Spurgeon  Dorton,  pastor  at  Huntersville  First  Church  and  Chairman  of 
the  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  said  his  committee  would  welcome  invitations 
for  the  next  annual  meeting. 

13.  The  lights  were  dimmed  and  Lloyd  Hales,  Director  of  Christian  Social 
Ministries,  with  very  capable  help,  gave  a  dramatic  report  on  "missions  in  our 
Jerusalem".  With  singing,  slides,  and  live  characters  he  dramatized  the  op- 
portunities before  us  in  the  ministry  to  troubled  youth  at  the  Emergency  Care 
Home  for  juveniles.  Care  is  expressed  in  warm  food,  acceptance  and  clothing,  all  of- 
fered in  the  name  of  Jesus.  Work  with  prisoners  and  their  families  is  offered  in 
training,  and  ministering,  and  witnessing.  He  expressed  the  needs  of  the  poor  and 
the  elderly;  not  enough  is  being  done  in  these  areas.  Commonwealth  and  Southside 
Churches  have  missions  to  Spanish  speaking  people.  Paul  Larsen  is  the  Baptist 
Campus  Minister  for  UNC-C  and  CPCC.  Help  is  needed  for  work  with  drug  addicts 
and  alcoholics,  and  for  people  who  cannot  provide  proper  medical  care  for  their 
families.  New  churches  need  to  be  started  in  changing  and  enlarging  communities. 
The  challenge  of  missions  in  our  Jerusalem  is  being  met  with  growing  Christian 
commitment. 

14.  Phil  Duncan,  Minister  of  Music  at  the  Enderly  Park  Church,  led  in  the 
singing  of  a  hymn. 

15.  Moderator  Joe  Burnette  read  from  the  scripture  Ephesians  4:1-16,  as  an 
introduction  to  the  annual  sermon  to  be  given  by  Grady  Faulk,  pastor  at  the 
Stough  Memorial  Church,  Pineville,  N.C. 

16.  Romans  in  chapters  6  and  12  and  13  presents  a  good  picture  of  'Who  We 
Are.'  We  are  not  to  presume  to  present,  ourselves  to  God  for  service  when  we  are 
dead  in  sin.  Can't  set  ourselves  apart,  but  those  'who  are  alive  unto  God'  can  be  set 
apart  to  be  apostles,  evangelists,  pastors  and  teachers,  that  the  people  may  be 
strengthened.  Jesus  is  doing  this  today  through  his  people,  as  when  he  was  here. 
Jesus  loved  the  church  and  gave  himself  for  it.  There  are  some  who  go  outside  the 
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church  to  find  spirituality.  A  better  relationship  between  pastors  and  associational 
work  will  produce  better  fruit.  Spiritual  people  bring  about  better  relationships. 
Let  us  love  one  another  in  all  dimensions. 

17.  The  moderator  stated  that  the  sessions  would  continue  on  the  morrow  at 
3:30  and  7:15  P.M.  with  the  Newell  Church. 

18.  Charlie  Simmons,  pastor  at  the  Wilmont  Church  pronounced  the  benedic- 
tion. 


THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

October  23, 1975 

NEWELL  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

19.  Marion  Epps,  Music  and  Youth  Director  of  the  Greenland  Avenue  Church, 
led  a  group  of  music  directors  as  they  sang  in  interpretation  of  the  theme  "Let 
Christ's  Freedom  Ring." 

20.  Cecil  Seagle,  pastor  at  the  Mulberry  Church,  offered  prayer. 

21.  The  sessions  on  this  day  are  the  first  ever  to  be  held  with  the  Newell 
Church.  This  fine  church  was  organized  in  1894;  there  are  only  eight  churches 
belonging  to  the  association  that  were  previously  organized.  About  500  claim  mem- 
bership, and  almost  every  phase  of  church  activity  registered  an  increase  during 
the  past  year. 

22.  Moderator  Burnette  looked  about  for  visitors  and  found  Isaac  Terrell,  of 
the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  and  Ralph  Cannon,  of  the  North 
Carolina  Homes  for  the  Aging. 

23.  Dan  W.  Silver,  pastor  at  the  Newell  Church,  extended  a  warm  welcome  to 
the  messengers  and  visitors,  and  had  some  words  to  say  concerning  arrangements 
for  the  evening  meal.  Then  he  graciously  recognized  J.  C.  Jones,  Sr.,  long-time 
pastor  of  the  Newell  Church. 

24.  Wendell  Davis,  pastor  at  Midwood  Church,  and  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee to  search  for  a  General  Secretary-Treasurer  for  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention, announced  that  in  the  state  of  Texas,  one  by  the  name  of  Cecil  A.  Ray,  had 
been  found  that  was  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  Search  Committee. 

25.  The  moderator  called  for  the  election  of  moderator  and  vice-moderator  for 
the  coming  associational  year.  He  barely  had  time  to  draw  breath  before  he  found 
himself  in  nomination  for  moderator;  John  Grant  was  quick  with  the  nomination. 
Wendell  Sloan,  Associational  Board  President  was  asked  to  preside,  and  Joe  Bur- 
nette was  elected  as  the  next  moderator  by  acclamation.  The  name  of  Cecil  Seagle, 
was  proposed  for  vice-moderator,  and  he  too,  was  elected  by  acclamation. 

26.  Ralph  Cannon,  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging, 
brought  greetings  from  the  five  homes  with  their  230  residents,  and  having  an 
average  age  of  80,  only  20%  of  whom  are  able  to  care  for  themselves.  He  stated 
that  there  were  more  on  a  waiting  list  than  could  be  cared  for.  There  are  21  million 
people  above  65  in  the  United  States.  He  mentioned  the  good  news  that  a  future 
home  near  Asheville  was  a  possibility.  Twenty-acres  of  land  is  available,  and  one 
million  dollars  is  needed  for  the  first  unit. 

27.  Associational  Board  President  Wendell  D.  Sloan  was  recognized  to  bring 
his  report. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONAL 
BOARD  TO  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  1974  75 

It  has  been  our  goal  as  an  Associational  Board  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for 
which  we  were  elected  to  the  privilege  of  service.  The  year  has  not  been  "all 
smooth  sailing"  but  true  to  His  promise,  we  have  been  aware  of  the  presence  of  the 
Lord  as  we  have  attempted  to  do  His  Will  as  we  have  done  His  work.  It  has  been 
our  desire  to  initiate  actions  and  to  make  decisions  that  would  provide  for  the 
greatest  benefit  for  both  the  Baptists  of  Mecklenburg  County  and  our  ultimate 
outreach  in  witness  beyond  our  own  community. 

We  are  confident  that  the  training  provided  by  the  various  program 
organizations  for  the  benefit  of  leaders  and  other  members  of  our  local  churches 
has  been  of  tremendous  value  to  the  local  churches. 

It  is  evident  that  the  fellowship  both  within  the  Board  and  in  our  churches  has 
been  good  as  we  have  sought  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  people  in  Jesus'  name. 

Property  matters  have  consumed  a  considerable  amount  of  time  as  the  sale  of 
the  Sugar  Creek  Baptist  Church  Building  to  the  Mayfield  Memorial  Baptist  Church 
was  declared  illegal  by  the  court  (because  of  a  failure  to  follow  their  constitution  in 
obtaining  authorization  to  purchase).  However,  after  considerable  litigation  in 
Superior  Court  and  an  all  afternoon  Sunday  business  conference  by  the  Mayfield 
Memorial  Baptist  congregation,  the  Courts'  instructions  were  followed  and  the  sale 
was  eventually  consummated. 

The  Association  Office  Facility  Study  Committee's  recommendation  was  adopt- 
ed by  the  Board  and  the  12,000  square  foot  building  at  209  South  Kings  Drive  was 
purchased  for  $150,000.00  and  remodeled  for  $70,000.00.  The  first  floor  was 
remodeled  for  our  Associational  offices  and  the  second  floor  is  being  leased.  This 
building  was  dedicated  to  the  Glory  of  God  and  service  to  His  people  on  September 
14,  1975.  We  have  retained  the  services  of  the  Reule  Realty  Corporation  to  help  us 
keep  the  second  floor  producing  income  until  such  time  as  we  need  the  space  for 
Associational  purposes.  The  Reule  firm  has  been  of  tremendous  help  in  all  the 
locating,  acquiring,  remodeling,  and  occupying  of  this  new  Baptist  Building  and  the 
adjacent  paved  parking  lot. 

Another  property  matter  was  the  receiving  and  selling  of  the  Westover  Bap- 
tist Church  Buildings  when  that  congregation  determined  the  necessity  to 
dissolve.  These  buildings  were  sold  to  the  Greater  Mt.  Sinai  Baptist  Church. 

The  proceeds  from  these  two  church  properties  makes  possible  our  having  a 
debt  free  Baptist  Building  with  only  a  small  debt  on  the  adjacent  parking  lot. 

Our  Associational  Staff  has  been  most  active  in  their  respective  respon- 
sibilities and  it  has  been  a  joy  to  serve  with  them  because  of  both  their  wonderful 
Christian  spirit  and  their  effective  service. 

28.  Board  President  Sloan  wanted  the  messengers  and  visitors  to  know  of  the 
dedicated  and  unselfish  service  to  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  rendered 
by  James  Caldwell  of  the  Midwood  Baptist  Church,  David  Reule  of  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church  and  John  T.  McCoUoch  of  the  Commonwealth  Baptist  Church.  Plaques 
were  presented  to  each. 

29.  Cecil  Seagle,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  called  attention  to  the 
printed  financial  reports  in  the  hands  of  the  messengers,  and  made  motion  that  the 
proposed  budget  for  1975-76  be  adopted.  Following  proper  motion  and  second  the 
budget  was  approved.

William 
Carey  went  off  to  India  on  one  of  the  classic  ventures  for  Christ.  Carey's  home 
church  over  the  years  became  unattended,  and  it  was  used  for  a  warehouse.  Not  a 
soul  knew  it  had  ever  been  a  church.  Let  us  here  in  North  Carolina  not  forget  the 
field  at  home.  Baptists  care  for  you  across  the  state.  Over  1  million  above  the  age  of 
nine  belong  to  no  North  Carolina  church.  State  missions  faces  a  great  challenge  at 
this  point,  even  though  there  are  51  ministries  being  promoted.  Our  problems  will 
probably  increase;  only  the  people  of  God  can  be  of  real  help.  Who  will  go  for  us? 
Who  will  provide  the  wherewhithal  to  send?  We  long  to  hear  the  response;  "Here 
ami,  send  me."

38.  Miss  Nancy  Kistler,  Statistician  for  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 
came  for  her  report.  We  are  not  to  pay  so  much  attention  to  numbers,  except  that 
numbers  indicate  the  direction  we  are  going,  and  what  we  are  doing.  So,  we  put 
down  numbers  for  our  information.  She  called  attention  to  the  statistical  informa- 
tion in  the  hands  of  the  messengers.  Baptisms  for  the  churches  stand  at  1,268,  and 
the  total  membership  of  our  churches  is  39,386.  Total  receipts  reached  $6,711,648. 
It  is  difficult  to  gauge  the  ups  and  downs  of  the  Sunday  School,  Church  Training, 
W.M.U.,  V.B.S.,  and  Tithers  because  some  churches  do  not  give  complete  records. 

39.  The  Mutual  Care  Committee  was  recognized  to  bring  a  report.  The  Chair- 
man of  this  Committee,  Earl  Porter,  pastor  at  Whiting  Avenue  Church,  stated  that 
at  the  present  time  three  churches  were  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association: 
Oakdale  Baptist  Church,  Pineville  Road  Baptist  Church,  and  Southview  Baptist 
Church.  He  requested  that  the  members  of  these  churches  stand  and  be  recogniz- 
ed. He  made  motion  that  the  Pineville  Road  Baptist  Church  be  received  into  the 
fellowship  of  the  association.  This  motion  was  carried.  He  made  further  motion 
that  the  Oakdale  Baptist  Church  and  the  Southview  Baptist  be  continued  under  the 
watchcare  of  the  association.  This  motion  was  approved.  He  asked  the  members  of 
the  Mayfield  Memorial  Baptist  Church  to  stand  and  be  recognized,  and  welcomed. 
He  then  made  motion  that  this  church  be  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the 
association.  With  proper  second  the  motion  was  approved. 
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40.  Lawrence  Childs,  Jr.,  Director  of  Missions  for  the  association,  gave  ex- 
planation for  our  remaining  about  the  tables  after  the  evening  meal.  He  thought 
this  would  be  the  best  way  to  promote  fellowship.  Earlier  we  had  been  requested  to 
sit  with  members  of  other  churches.  We  were  requested  to  give  our  name,  to  tell 
something  of  interest  about  our  own  church,  and  to  offer  any  helpful  suggestions. 

41.  Director  of  Missions  Childs  wanted  the  churches  to  know  that  the  associa- 
tional  forces  are  always  ready  to  assist  in  church  development,  and  hoped  that 
together  we  would  engage  with  more  force  in  direct  mission  endeavors.  Gifts  to 
missions  have  grown  in  the  association;  however,  there  is  need  to  put  our  outreach 
people  to  work  in  the  area  of  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  W.M.U.,  and  V.B.S. 
We  seem  to  be  less  in  doing  and  more  in  paying  to  have  it  done  for  us.  The  Equip- 
ping Conference  of  November  3-4,  offering  special  help  in  28  areas,  can  be  of  great 
assistance  to  all. 

42.  Phil  Duncan  led  in  a  few  moments  of  hymn  singing. 

43.  Dr.  Kenneth  Chafin,  pastor  of  the  South  Main  Baptist  Church,  Houston, 
Texas,  was  introduced  to  bring  the  evening's  message.  Your  church  needs  to  be 
seen  as  a  real  force  for  God  and  America.  The  early  church  started  out  with  adults. 
There  was  a  certain  freedom;  a  freed  people  responsible  to  God.  In  Jesus  there  was 
liberty.  A  Baptist  church  is  a  freeing  institution.  The  gospel  is  a  freeing  power.  The 
smallest  church,  and  the  smallest  class  teacher  can  make  use  of  the  gospel  as  a  free- 
ing power.  A  church  fellowship  can  become  a  great  force  for  freedom.  There  is 
nothing  more  precious  than  seeking  people  for  the  fellowship  of  the  church.  Learn 
how  to  love  people;  learn  how  to  listen  to  people. 

44.  Robert  Estes,  pastor  at  the  Derita  Church,  led  the  benediction. 

45.  The  Ninetieth  annual  meeting  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 
was  adjourned.

1974-75 

The  Associational  Brotherhood  program  exists  to  help  churches  inform,  in- 
spire, and  challenge  their  men  and  boys  to  new  heights  in  missions.

A  workshop  was 
held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  for  Brotherhood  officers  and  Royal  Ambassador 
leaders  and  counsellors,  with  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  attending.  Good  con- 
ferences were  reported.

These  conferences  enabled  newly  elected  Brotherhood  officers  and  Royal  Am- 
bassador leaders  and  counsellors  to  achieve  knowledge  in  their  areas  of  leadership. 

Today  there  is  a  renewed  interest  and  involvement  being  demonstrated  in 
Brotherhood  work;  Lay  Renewal  and  Brotherhood  oriented  conferences  in  Pioneer 
areas  and  many  more  endeavors  in  mission  work  such  as  a  continuing  work  in  the 
Carribean  and  South  America  by  North  Carolina  laymen.  There  has  not  been  a 
time  in  Baptist  history  when  laymen  have  been  ready  for  involvement  as  they  are 
today.

1974  "  75 

TACLO  seeks  to  assist  the  Director  and  staff  in  the  local  church  Library- 
Media  Center  to  organize  their  work  and  to  offer  specialized  training  for  more  ef- 
ficient performance  of  tasks. 

During  the  past  months  the  Media  Centers  have  come  alive  at  Grace,  Hun- 
tersville,  Woodlawn,  and  Commonwealth  Churches,  Many  of  our  active  Media  Cen- 
ters are  adding  new  services  as  needs  arise.  Progress  is  the  key  word  at  Hickory 
Grove,  Independence  Hill,  Pritchard  Memorial,  and  Shamrock  Drive  Churches. 
Exciting  activities  in  the  North  section  of  Mecklenburg  included  a  MediaMobile 
sponsored  by  Independence  Hill  Media  Center  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Evelyn 
Eagle. 

In  1974-75  two  churches  had  dedication  services  of  their  Library  facilities - 
Sharon  and  Eastern  Hills. 

A  regional  clinic  at  Southeastern  Seminary  was  attended  by  10  Library 
workers  from  MBA  representing  6  churches.  The  TACLO  was  host  to  the  State 
Library  Convention  in  April  which  was  held  at  Baptist  Book  Store  and  First  Bap- 
tist Church.  The  highlight  of  the  year  was  in  August  at  Ridgecrest  when  our 
TACLO  was  privileged  to  present  the  Church  Training  Program  during  the 
Library  Conferences.  The  aim  was  to  show  how  the  Media  Center  can  undergird 
the  Church  Training  Program  by  providing  resources  and  equipment  for  presen- 
tation. There  were  people  present  from  all  over  the  United  States  and  Canada.  We 
had  7  workers  from  5  churches  attending  the  week  long  conferences,  including  3 
TACLO  officers. 

We  strongly  encourage  churches  to  provide  for  the  Media  Center  Director  and 
as  many  others  as  possible  to  go  to  Ridgecrest  Library  Week. 

TACLO  is  setting  up  a  Media  Center  in  the  MBA  office.  All  materials  and 
equipment  are  available  for  circulation  to  the  local  churches.

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES 
1974  -  75 

For  the  Christian  Social  Ministries  Committee  the  year  1974-75  was  one  of 
balanced  action.  Much  time  was  spent  in  thorough  investigation  and  study  of 
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proposed  and  undertaken  Christian  ministries.  There  were  times  of  celebration  as 
plans  and  dreams  of  significant  Christian  ministries  became  reality.  At  times  it  was 
necessary  to  rechart  our  course  to  reach  the  goal  of  leading  Mecklenburg  Baptists 
in  applying  Christian  faith  to  life  situations. 

Two  important  ministries  have  been  implemented  this  year.  First,  the 
Emergency  Youth  Care  Center  has  been  opened  and  is  ministering  to  needy  youth. 
The  Dedication  Service  and  Open  House  was  on  January  26,  1975.  Andee  Gable 
and  his  staff  are  doing  an  outstanding  job  in  caring  for  these  special  persons. 

Secondly,  Mecklenburg  Baptists,  through  the  CSM  Committee,  are  assisting 
pre-releasees  from  our  state  penal  system  in  re-establishing  themselves  in  the  com- 
munity. The  program  has  been  started  on  an  experimental  basis  with  the  hope  that 
it  might  be  continued  and  enlarged. 

The  response  of  our  Baptist  churches  to  the  offering  and  clothing  drive  for 
Bangladesh  was  overwhelming.  We  shipped  about  3,500  pounds  of  clothing.  It  was 
indicative  of  the  caring  spirit  of  our  people. 

For  several  years  we  have  talked  of  a  crisis  control  center  for  Mecklenburg 
Baptists.  This  year,  following  much  investigation,  study,  and  discussion,  it  was  felt 
that  our  best  course  of  action  at  the  present  time  was  to  urge  our  churches  to 
cooperate  with  the  Charlotte  Area  Clergy  Association's  "Emergency  Assistance 
Ministry."  Our  CSM  Director,  Lloyd  Hales,  has  been  an  active  participant  in  this 
ministry.  It  is  still  hoped  that  we  might  find  a  more  positive  and  concrete  way  in 
which  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  persons. 

It  has  been  an  exciting  and  rewarding  year,  and  yet  there  remain  many 
ministries  in  which  we  should  be  engaged.  We  are  grateful  for  the  able  and  faithful 
leadership  that  Lloyd  Hales  has  given  our  association  and  the  loving  and  generous 
response  that  Mecklenburg  Baptists  have  made  to  Christian  Social  Ministries.  Our 
prayer  is  that  God  would  enable  us  to  enlarge  our  tent  by  the  strengthening  of  our 
stakes  and  the  lengthening  of  our  cords  (Isaiah  54:2).

EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

1974  -  75 

The  Evangelism  Committee  has  met  regularly  throughout  the  past  year  to 
plan,  promote,  and  evaluate  evangelistic  efforts  within  our  association.  We  feel 
that  the  cooperative  evangelistic  efforts  by  churches  of  our  association  in  the  realm 
of  evangelism  have  strengthened  the  witness  for  Jesus  Christ  in  this  area  of  our 
state. 

The  first  major  evangelistic  emphasis  of  1975,  planned  and  promoted  by  our 
Evangelism  Committee,  was  a  two  day  "Lay  Renewal  Retreat"  at  Ridgecrest  led 
by  Reverend  Lewis  Abbott,  Pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Norcross,  Georgia,  and 
Mr.  Leonard  Hinton,  Associate  to  Reid  Hardin  of  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

Another  significant  emphasis  during  this  past  year  was  the  simultaneous 
revivals  conducted  during  the  week  of  April  13-20.  An  Evangelistic  Rally  in  con- 
nection with  the  simultaneous  revivals  was  held  at  the  Eastway  Baptist  Church  on 
the  evening  of  April  10.  Dr.  Vance  Havner,  full  time  evangelist  from  Greensboro, 
North  Carolina,  was  the  keynote  speaker  at  this  rally.  During  the  week  of  the 
simultaneous  revivals,  two  luncheon  meetings  were  held  for  the  purpose  of  prayer, 
inspiration,  fellowship,  and  sharing  results  of  revival  services  within  the  par- 
ticipating churches. 

Two  "Youth  Evangelism"  services  were  conducted  during  the  year.  The  first 
service  was  held  at  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church  on  April  5  with  Grady  Nutt 
as  guest  speaker.  The  second  "Evangelism  Youth"  service  was  held  at  Pritchard 
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Memorial  Baptist  Church  September  6  with  Dr.  Chester  Swor  being  the  guest 
speaker. 

The  Evangelism  Committee  has  met  and  projected  associational  evangelistic 
activities  for  the  forthcoming  year.  Each  church  is  encouraged  to  participate  in  the 
program,  especially  the  "Lay  Renewal  Retreat"  February  27-28,  and  the 
simultaneous  revivals  March  21-28.

The  Mutual  Care  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  Pineville  Road  Baptist  Churcn  be  received  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
Association. 

2.  That  Oakdale  Baptist  Church  be  continued  under  watchcare  of  the 
Association.  This  church  came  under  watchcare  in  March  1975,  and  this 
recommendation  is  in  keeping  with  the  requirements  set  forth  in  our  con- 
stitution. 

3.  That  Southview  Baptist  Church  be  continued  under  watchcare  of  the 
Association. 

During  the  year  we  received  application  for  membership  in  the  Association 
from  the  Mayfield  Memorial  Baptist  Church.  The  Mutual  Care  Committee  has  met 
with  leaders  of  this  church. 

We  recommend  that  the  Mayfield  Memorial  Baptist  Church  be  accepted  under 
the  watchcare  of  the  Association. 

In  our  work  we  had  the  full  cooperation  and  support  of  Lawrence  Childs, 
Warren  Mallard,  and  Lloyd  Hales  of  our  associational  staff. 

The  Mutual  Care  Committee  expresses  its  appreciation  to  these  noble  men  for 
their  faithful  attendance  at  meetings  of  the  Committee  and  for  counsel,  guidance, 
and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Committee.

NEW  WORK  COMMITTEE 
1974  -  75 

Recognizing  our  need  for  new  mission  points  throughout  our  county  we  have 
undertaken  a  special,  one-time  mission  fund  project  of  $70,000  above  the  budget 
needs  for  this  coming  year.  If  successful,  we  will  have  funds  to  help  purchase  new 
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sites  for  future  churches  in  areas  of  the  Association  where  rapid  population  growth 
is  taking  place. 

We  are  ready  to  ask  for  a  second  call  to  the  Mecklenburg  Mission  Partners  for 
funds  to  purchase  a  ten-acre  site  on  Providence  Road  at  the  Candlewyck  Sub- 
division. This  site  is  approximately  halfway  between  Matthews  and  Pineville  in  a 
fast  developing  part  of  our  county.  Sponsors  are  yet  to  be  selected. 

We  now  have  three  missions  sponsored  by  the  Association.  Community  Bap- 
tist Mission,  located  on  McKee  Road,  sponsored  by  Carmel,  is  ready  to  build  its 
first  structures.  Bids  have  been  received  for  three  units.  Our  Associational 
Superintendent  of  Missions  is  the  interim  pastor,  Idlewild  Mission,  located  on 
Idlewild  Road  near  Mint  Hill  Road,  sponsored  by  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church, 
has  been  meeting  regularly  and  Clyde  Luther,  Jr.,  is  serving  as  pastor.  Albemarle 
Road  Mission,  sponsored  by  Shamrock  Drive  Baptist  Church,  is  pastored  by  Clay 
Edwards. 

We  own  a  five-acre  site  on  the  corner  of  Mallard  Creek  Road  and  Bonnie  Cone 
Lane  near  UNCC  and  First  Baptist  Church  has  begun  preliminary  work  toward 
possible  mission  work. 

We  have  received  aid  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  the  following 
missions  this  year:  Steele  Creek,  Albemarle  Road,  Sharon,  Idlewild,  and  Can- 
dlewyck. 

We  have  made  application  for  aid  on  land  for  Albemarle  Road  Mission  and 
Candlewyck  for  next  year. 

The  balance  of  the  loan  on  the  chapel  building  at  Sharon  Baptist  Church  will  be 
paid  off  by  December  of  this  year.  This  was  underwritten  by  Providence  Baptist 
Church  four  years  ago. 

We  will  continue  to  urge  all  of  the  churches  to  help  us  take  the  gospel  to  "our 
Jerusalem"  as  we  seek  new  sites  for  future  work.  We  need  the  prayer  support,  the 
financial  support,  and  the  willingness  on  the  part  of  some  to  go  forth  into  a  new 
situation  to  help  develop  a  new  congregation.

RESORT  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 

1974  -  75 

The  Resort  Ministries  Committee  took  part  in  the  Resort  Missions  Conference 
held  at  Camp  Caraway  in  February.  This  conference  helped  establish  priorities, 
guidelines,  and  procedures  for  ministry  in  resort  areas  such  as  mobile  home  parks, 
lake  and  recreation  areas,  and  campgrounds. 
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Although  not  directly  involved,  the  Resort  Ministries  Committee  did  provide 
assistance  in  establishing  a  preaching  ministry  on  Lake  Norman  this  summer. 

The  Committee  also  offered  assistance  to  a  local  church  in  establishing  day 
camps  in  two  mobile  home  parks  in  northwest  Mecklenburg  County.  An  average  of 
30  children  attended  the  camps  each  day.  Recreation  and  day  camp  ministries  have 
proven  themselves  to  be  very  flexible  in  reaching  people  in  practically  all  areas  of 
society.

Mission  Board  to  have  a  Bi-Centennial  Art  Exhibit  in  one  of  the  major  shopping 
centers  in  June,  1976.  Also,  a  musical  drama  produced  by  the  Home  Mission  Board, 
is  being  secured  for  the  Charlotte  area  for  July  20,  1976.  More  information  con- 
cerning the  exhibit  and  drama  will  be  given  each  church  at  a  later  date.

STUDENT  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 

1974  -  75 

Starting  with  three  or  four  students  from  the  previous  year,  the  BSU  at  UN- 
CC  grew  to  a  nucleus  of  25  to  30  students  by  the  end  of  the  spring  semester.  The 
ministry  there  included  both  dorm  and  commuter  students  who  participated  in 
both  locally  and  state  sponsored  BSU  events.  A  smaller  number  of  students  at- 
tended the  regular  day  time  meetings  at  CPCC,  with  some  of  these  attending 
retreats  sponsored  by  the  UNCC  BSU  as  well  as  the  state-wide  BSU  Conventions 
and  Conferences.  Highlights  of  the  year  included: 

*  A  winter  retreat  for  UNCC  and  CPCC  students  featuring  Bible  study. 

*  A  Mission/Social  Action  project  during  the  UNCC  spring  break  in  which 
students  did  repair  and  redecorating  work  in  neighborhood  homes  and  a 
downtown  church  in  inner  city  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

*  A  seminar  for  UNCC  students  doing,  or  anticipating,  volunteer  and  part- 
time  youth  work  in  the  Metrolina  area. 
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*  Eleven  students  serving  in  church  related  ministries  during  the  summer 
months  of  1975. 

A  beginning  was  also  made  in  attempts  to  aid  churches  in  their  ministry  to 
their  own  college  students.  This  included: 

*  A  conference  focusing  on  the  special  situation  of  commuter  students  for 
those  church  workers  in  college  departments. 

*  Two  "freshman  orientation  conferences"  for  those  young  adults  in  the 
association's  churches  entering  college  for  the  first  time. 

*  An  initial  edition  of  a  resource  packet  for  those  who  work  with  college 
students  in  the  association's  churches. 

A  good  number  of  churches  supported  our  efforts  to  minister  to  students  and 
showed  their  interest  by  participating  in  the  conferences  sponsored  for  church 
workers  and  for  freshmen,  by  giving  the  names  of  students  at  UNCC  and  CPCC  to 
the  chaplain,  and  by  generously  offering  their  facilities  and  equipment  to  be  used 
by  the  BSU.  The  Association's  WMU  also  gave  generous  assistance.  Greater 
cooperation  between  campus  ministry  and  churches  is  anticipated  in  the  coming 
year.

We  encourage  both  churches  and  individuals  to  express  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Doug  Bell  of  Channel  18  for  this  valuable  time.
